Lot accompanied him. 2 Now he was 
very rich, in cattle, in ſilver, and in gold. 
3 And he continued his journeys from the 


ſouth, as far as Bethel, unto the place 


where he had his tent at firſt, between 
Bethel and Hai, 4 Where he had formerly 


made an altar, and where he invoked the 


name of the Eternal by prayer, giving 
thanks for his preſervation.

28 God ſheweth to Pharaoh what 
he is about to do, 2s L have already ſaid. 

29 Behold, there will be ſeven years of 
great plenty thro? all the, land of Egypt. 
30 But there will come after them ſ-ven 
vears of famine, which will conſume the 
land---fo that it will not be known, that 
there had ever been plenty in it, 31 The 
famine will be ſo. grievous. 32 And 
as the dream was doubled, it is becaule 
the thing is determined by God ; and he 
will ſoon accomplith it. 

33 Now, therefore, let Paaraoli chodſe 
a man diſcreet and wite, and ſet him o- 
ver the land of Egypt; 34 And tet 
him appoint overſeers over tlie land, 
to lay up the fifth part of the produce of

39 And Pharaoh ſaid to Joſeph, As 
God hath ſhew*-4 thee all theſe things, 
there is none ſo diſcreet and wile as thou 
art. 40 Thou ſhalt be over my houſe, 
and according to thy word, ſhall all my 
people be ruled; only in the throne will 
I be ſuperior to thee. . 

41 And he ſaid to him, I have ſet thee 
over all the land of Egypt. 

42 And he took the ring from of his 
finger, and put it on jeep, and ar- 
rayed him in garments of fine linen, and 
put a golden chain about his neck.

18 Then judah came near-to him, & 
ſaid, O my lord, I pray thee, let thy ſer- 
vant ſpeak a word in my lord's ears; and 
let not thine anger burn againſt thy ſer- 
vant, for thou art even as Pharavh. 19 
My lord aſked his fervants, faying, Have 
ve a father or a brother? 20 And we ſaid 
unto my lord, We have a fatber, an old 
man, and a child of his old age, a little 
one, and his brother is dead, and he alone 
is left of his mother, and his father lov- 
eth him tenderiy. 21 And thou ſaidft 
to thy ſervants, Bring him - down to me 
that I may ſce him.

27 And thy ſervant my 
father ſaid to us, Ve know my youngeſt

And if ye take this one alſo from me, & 
miſchief befal him, ye fizall bring down 
my grey hairs with ſorrow to the grave. 
30 Now therefore, when I come to thy 
ſervant my father, and the lad be not 
with us, (ſeeing that his life is bound up 
in the lad's life) 31 It ſhall come to pats 
that he will die, & thy ſervants ſhall bring

XLV. Tuxx Joſeph could net nein

Whence tbey ſpeak proverbially,Come to 
Heſhbon, let Sthon's city be repaired; 28 
For a fire proceeded from Heſhbon, and 
a flame from Sihon's city, which conſu- 
med Ar of Moah, and the Lords of the 
high places of Arnon. 29 Wo to thee, 
O Moab; thou art undone, O people of 
Chemoſh ! his ſons and daughters that eſ- 
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caped, Sihon hath taken captive. zo We 

have ſhot at them (/-y Sihon and bis 
troops}; Heſhbon is deſtroycd: all from 
it to Dibon is taken from Moab; we 
have ſpread deſolation even to Nophah, 

and to Medebah, its boundary. 

31 Thus Iſraeldweltin the Amoritesland. 

32 And Moſes ſent to view Jaazar, 
whoſe villages they took, and drove out 
the Amorites. 

33 And they turned, and they aſcended 
the way to Baſhan.

ed gardens, as odoriferous- trees, which 
the Eternal hath planted, as cedars be- 
fide the waters. 7 His doctrine ſhall be 
as the pouring forth of waters, (Deut.

he ſaid, Alas! who f:all endure, when 
God ſhall do this! 24 And ſhips shall 
come from the iſles of the ſea, (Europe), 
and Shall diſtreſs Ashur -and Heber, but 
that idolatrous power (of Greece and 
Rome) shall per ish for ever. | 
25 And Balaam (xxxi. 16.) departed,

17 Then mine anger 
ſhall be kindled againſt them, and I will 
hide my face from their diſtreſs ; many 
evils and trouble ſhall befal them, and 
they ſhall be deſtroyed : and in that day 
they will ſay, Are not theſe evils come 
upon us, becauſe our God is net. among 
us? 18 And J will ſurely hide my face 
from their calamity, becauſe of all their 
wickedneſs and idolatry. 19 Now, there- 
fore, write this ſong, and teach the II- 
raelites the words of it, that it may be. a 
witneſs for me againſt them. 
when I ſhall have brought them into the 
land flowing with milk and honey, as I 
promiſed to their fathers; and they ſhall 
abound in. wealth and luxury ; then will 
they go aſtray after other gods, and pro- 
voke me, by breaking my covenaut. 2T 
And when many evils and troubles shall 
befal them, this ſong shall teftify as a 
witnels againſt them, as it will not be 
forgotten by their ſeed ; for I know their 
devices, even now. before I have brought 
them into the land which I promiſed. 

22 Moſes, therefore, wrote this ſong 
that ſame day, and taught it the Iiracl= 
jtes. 

23 And he gave Joshua the ſon of Nun 
a charge, ſaying, Be brave and courage- 
ous; for thou shalt bring Ifrael into the 
land promiſed to them, and the Eternal 
will be with thee. ; 

24 And when Moſes had finished writ- 
ing the law in a book, 25 He com- 
manded the Levites who bare the ark of

died, 22 That thereby I may try whether 
Iſrael will walk in the way of the Eter- 
nal. by keeping his commands, as their 
fathers did, or not. 23 Therefore the 
Eternal left theſe nations, and did not 
drive them out haſtily, nor deliver them 
into the hand of Joshue. i 


III. The nations left to prove Iſrael. 

HE Eternal left theſe nations to try 

the Iſraelites who had not confider- 

ed the cauſe of the wars of Canaan, the 
idolatry of the Canaanites: 2 Nor how 
great an evil war is, and that they might 
learn the fame by experience. 3 The five 
lords of the Philiſtines yet remained, and 
all the Phoenicians, tne Sidomians, and 
the Hivites that dwell in mount Leba- 
non, from mount Baal Hermon to the en- 
try of Hamath, 4 That Iſraci might be

Moſes, or worship heathen idols. the! 

5 So the Iſraelites dwelt among the (aid 
Canaanites, Hittites, Amorites, Periz. mer 
zites, Hivites, and Jebuſites: 6 And they till 
tooks their daughters for wives, and gavt the 
their own daughters to their ſons, and ther 
worshipped their gods. 7 Thus the'I. Ml deac 
raelites did evil in the fight of the Eter. 
nal their God, and forſook him, and wor. 
shipped Baalim in the groves; 9 There. 
fore his anger became hot againſt Iſrael, 
and he delivered them into the hand of 
Cushanrishathaim, kingof Meſopotamis, 
Herta, between the rivers Tigris and Eu- 
phrates.

whoſe hoſt was Siſera, who dwelt in Ha- 
roſheth, whither a concourſe of various 
nations had reſorted. -3 He had nine 
wndred chariots of iron, and opprefſed 
litael greatly twenty years; and they 
cried to the Eternal. ;

28 And early in the morning, when 
the men of the city aroſe, behold, the-al- 
tar of Baal was caſt down, and the grove 
that ſarrounded it was cut down, and the 
ſecond bullock was offered. on the altar 
that was already built. 29 And they ſaid 
one to another, Who hath done this thing? 
And having ſought and: enquired, they 
ſaid, Gideon the ſon of Joath hath done 
tt. 233 N 5 F * , 

30 Then the men of the city ſaid to 
Joaſh, Bring out thy ſon, that he may be 
put to death, becauſe he hath caſt down 

the altar of Baal, and cut down the grove 
that was around it. i ES Std 

31 And Joaſh ſaid to all his adverſaries, 
Will ye plead for Baal? will ye ſave him? 
he that will plead for him, raiſing a tu- 

mult thereby, let him be put to. death, 
whilſt it is yet morning: if he be a god, 
let him avenge his own cavtiſe, as the E- 
ternal is now about to do on the adver- 
faries of them that fer ve him. 32 There- 
fare Gideon on that day called his ſon 
Jerubbaal, ſaying, Let Baal decide his 
quarrel with him, for caſting down his 
altar. 2 

33 Then all the Midianites, and the 
Amalekites, and the people of the eaſt, 
being aſſembled, paſſed over Jordan, and 
pitched, in the valley of Jezreel. 34 But 
Gideon, being endowed with the Spirit of 
the Eternal, blew a trumpet; and the 
Abi-ezrites were gathered to him. 35 
And he ſent meſſengers thro? all NManai- 
ſeh, and to Aſher, and Zebulop, & Naph- 
tali, and they came to meet them. 

35 And Gideon called on God, ſaying, 
If thou wilt fave Iſtael by mine hand, 2s - 
thou haſt faid, 37 I will ſpread a fleece 
of weol on the ground; and if there he a 
dew on the fleece alone, and not. on the 
ground about it, by this evidence I will 
certainly know that thou wilt fave Iiracl 
by me. 238 And it was ſo---for next 
morning he roſe early, and having thru 
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Chap. VII. | 


the fleece together, he wringed out of it 
of dew, a bowl-full of water. 

39 And Gideon called again upon 
God, ſaying, Be not angry at me, while 
T aſk another proof, and I will aſk no 
more ; Jet the fleece only be dry, and let 
all the ground be covered with dew. 40 
And it was ſo. G 

VII. Gideon's army. 

HEN Terubbaal, who is Gideon. and 
all they that were with him, riſing 
early, encamped at the well of Ha- 
red; fo that the Midianites' camp was 
on the north of them, by the hill of Mo- 

reh, in the valley. ; 
2 Then the Eternal ſaid to Gideon, 
Thou haſt too many people with thee; I 
will not give the victory to ſo many, leſt 


Iſrael boaſt, ſaying, Mine own hand hath 


ſaved me. 3 Now, thercfure, make a 
proclaimition, that all who are fearful or 


faint-hearted, may depart early to mount 


Gilead, and return, So twenty-two thou- 


ſand returned, and ten thoufand only re- 


mained. | 

4 But the Eternal ſaid to Gideon, 
There are yet too many; bring them 
down to the water, and I will try them 
there---thoſe whom J appoint to go, ſhall 
go; and thoſe whom I appoint to ſtay, 
ſhall ſtay. 5 So he brought them down 
to the waiter; & the Eternal ſaid to him, 
All that lape water with their tongues as 
dogs, ſhall be ſet by themſelves; andal- 
ſo all that bow down on their knees to 
drink. 6 And three hnndied lapped out 
'of the hollow of their hands; but the reſt 
ſtooped to drink. 7 Then the Eternal faid 
to Gideon, I will fave you by the three 
hundred who laped the water, deliver- 
ing the Midianites into thine hand ;. and 
let the reſt go home. SS 

8 So they took with them victuals, & 
trumpets in their hands---and the hoſt of 
Midian was beneath in the valley. 

9 And that night the Eternal ſaid to 
him, Go quickly down to the hoſt, for I 
have delivered it into thine hand. fe 
But if thou be afraid to go down, take 
Phurah thy ſervant with thee; 11 And 


thou ſhalt hear what they ſay, and af- 


terwards ſhalt thou have fortitude ro go 


down to them, Then he went with Phu- 


rah his ſervant to the outfide of the arm- 
ed men. 12 Apd the Midianites, & the 
Amalekites, aud all the eaſterns, were 
Tpread over the valley like graſhoppers 
for multitude ; with their camels as the 
lea- more innumerable. 

13 And her Gideon was come, there 
was a man who teld a dream to his fel- 


ew, ſaying, In my dream, I ſaw « bar- 
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ley-cake, which tumbled into the hoſt of 
Midian againſt a tent, which it overturn. 
ed. 14 And his fe!low replied, This is 
a figure of Gideon's ſword ; for into his 
hand hath God delivered all Midian' 
hoſt. 

15 And when Gideon heard the dream, 
and the interpretation, - he worſhipped, 
And having returned to the hoſt of Ifrael, 
he ſaid, Ariſe, for the Eternal hath de. 
livered Midian's hoſt into your hand. 16 


And he divided the three hundred men 


into three companies, and put a trumpet 
into every man's hand, with empty pit. 
chers, and lamps within the pitchers. 1) 
And ſaid to them, When we come to the 


outſide of the camp, look to me, and do 


as I do. 18 When I. blow the trumpet, 
do likewife on every ſide of all the camp, 
and ſay, The ſword of the Eternal, and 
Gideon. e 

19 So Gideon, and the three hundred 
men that were with him, came to the 
outſide of the camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch, it being newly placed; 
and they blew the trumpets, and brake 
the pitchers, which weite in their hands. 
20 And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and 
held the lamps in their left hands; and 
the trumpets in their riglit hands, to 
blow them, and cried, The ſword: of 
the Eternal, and of Gideon. 21 And 
they ſtood every man in his ptace around 
the camp; and all the hoſt ran, & cried, 
and fled. 22 And when the three hun- 
dred blew the trumpets, the Eternal made 
every one take his neighbour for his ene- 
my, and fmite him, through all the hoſt; 
and they fled to Beth-ſhittah in Zere- 
Tath, to the border of Abel-meholah, by 
Tabath. 23 And then the Iſraelites aſſem- 
bled out of Naphtali, & Aſher, & all Ma. 


naſſeh, and purſued after the Midianites 


24 And Gideon ſent meſſengers thro' 
all mount Ephraim, ſaying, Come down 
againit the Midianites, and guard the 
fords of Jordan before them, from Beth- 


barah. And all the men of Ephraim did 


fo. 25 And they took two princes of the 
Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; they flew 
Oreb at the rock Oreb, and Zeeb at the 
wine-preſs of Zeeb; and brought their 
heads to Gideon, on the eaſt fide of Jet 
dan, purſuing Midian.

am purſuing after Zebah and Zalmunaah, _ 


kings of Midian. 6 But the princes of 
Succoth ſaid to him, Thou haſt. not yet 
tiken Zehah and Zalmunnah, that we 
ſhonld give bread to thine army. 7 And 
Gideon replied, Therefore, when the E- 
ternal hath delivered Zebah and Zal- 
munna into mine hand, I will tear your

s And he went from thence to Penuel : 
and having made the ſame. requeſt, he 
received the like anſwer. 9 To which 
he replied, Wken+I-return in peace, I 
will break down this tower. 

10 Now Tebah and Zalmunna were in 
Kukor, and their hoſts with them, about 
hitzen thouſand men, being all that were 
left of all the hoſts of the eaſterns; for 
there fell an hundred -and twenty thou- 
land armed men. | | | 

11 And Gideon went up the way of 
thoſe that dwell in tents, on the eaſt of 
Nobah and Jogbeh, and ſmote the hoſt; 
for it was ſecure. 12 And he. purſued, 


and took Zebah & Zalmunnah, the two 


kings of Midian, who fled, and dif- 
comfited all the hoit. 13 And Gi- 
deon returned from the battle be- 
fore the ſun's light ſprung up. 14 And 
caught a young man of Succoth, who, 


being aſked, defcribed to him the princes 


of Succoth, and the ſenators of it, even 
leventy-feven men. 15 And he came 


upon the men of Succoth, and ſaid, Be- 
hol! Zebah and Zalmugna, concerning 


whom ye upbraided me, ſaying, Haſt 
thou indeed taken them, that we ſhould 
give bread to thy men that are weary ? 


16 And he took the elders of the city, 


end thorns ande briers of the wildernefs, 
with which he taught them, 17 And he 
beat down the tower of Penuel, and flew 
the men of the city. 

13 then faid he to Zebah and Zalmun- 
na, What kind of men were they whom 
e flew at-Tabor? And they replied, 
hey were ſuch as thyſelf; each of them 


eſlembled the children of a king. 19 
| kad he ſaid, they were my brethren, e- 
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ven the ſons of my mother; I wiſh: ye 
had ſaved their lives, then I would not 
ſlay you. 20 Then he ſaid to Jether his 


_elceſt ſon, Slay them quickly: but the 


youth drew not his ſword, being yet 
timorous. 21 Then Zebah and Zalmun- 


na ſaid, Arife, as thou art a man, and haſt 


courage, and fall upon us. And he did 
fo, and took the ornaments from their 
camels neckks a 

22 Then the men of Iſrael ſaid to Gi- 
deon, Be thou king over us, and alſo thy 
ſon, and his ſon, the royudty being heredi- 
tary in thy family; becauſe thou haſt 
delivered us from the power of Midian. 
23 But Gideon replied, Neither I nor 
my-ſon ſhall be your kings; the Eternal 


ſhall (P/al. xlvii. 7. continue to) be your 


king. 


that ach of you would give me the ear- 
rings out of this prey: far the Ithmaelites 
had golden ear-rings. 25 And they ſaid, 


We will give them willingly. So they 


ſpread a garment, and every one caſt into 
it the ear- rings of his prey. 26 And their 


weight was a thouſand & ſeven hundred 


ſhekels of gold, beſides ornaments, collars, 
and the purple raiment of the kings of 
Midian, and the chains that were a- 
bout their camels' necks. 27 And Gi- 


- deon made an epod thereof, and put it in 


his city Ophrah; and all Iſrael went thi- 


ther a whoring after it, (i, e. abſing it 


to ſuperſtition and idolatry; and fo it 
was the ruin of Gideon's houſe. x: 
28 Midian was now ſubdued by the Iſ- 


raelites, fo that they roſe; no more againſt 


them, and the land had quietneſs forty 
years, in the time of Gideon, 

29 And ſerubbaal (i.e, Gideon) the ſon 
of Joaſh returned to his own houſe. 30 
He had ſeventy: ſons; having had many 
wives. 31. His concubine, who was in 
Shechem, alſo had a fon to him, who was 
called Abimelech. 

32 And Gideon being old, died, and 
was buried in the ſepulchre of his father, 
in Opbrah of the Abi-ezerites. . 

33 And as ſoon as he was dead, the I!- 
raelites went a whoring after Baalim, 
worſhipping Baal-berith as their god; 34 


And forſook the Eternal their God, who. 


had delivered them from all their ene- 

mies. 35 Nether did they ſhew gratt- 

tude to the family of Gidon, according 

to all the good he had dene for Iſrael.

| rem Abimelech going to Shechem to 
his mother's brothers, ſpoke to them, 

and to all the family of his mother's fa- 


ther, ſaying, 2 Say, I pray you, in the 


24 Then Gideon ſaid to them, I deſire

hearing of all the Shechemites, Whether is 


it better for yon, that all the ſong of Je- 
rubbaal, even ſeventy perſor+, or that one 
reign over yon? remember alſo, th-t I 
am your hone and your fleſh. 3 So they 
did as he defired them: and the men of 
Shechem inclined to follow Abimelech, 
_ ſaying, He is our brother. 4 And they 
gave him ſeventy pieces of ſilver out of 
the temple of Baal-berith; wherewith 
Abimelech hired vagabonds and giddy 
perſons, who foilowed him. 


5 Then he went to his father's houſe 


at Ophrah, and flew his ſeventy brothers 
upon one ſtone, except Jotham the young- 
eft, who had hid himſelf. 

'6 And ali the men of Shechem aſſem- 
bled, with all the houſe of Milo, & made 
Abimelech king at the ſtatue in the plain 
of Shechem. 

7 And when it was told to Jotham, he 
went and ſtood on the to! of mount Ge- 
rizzim, and crying with a loud vorce, ſaid 
to them, Hearken to me, ye men of She- 
chem, that God may hearken to you. 8 

The trees determined at a certain time 
to appoint a king over them, and ſaid to 
the olive tree, Reign thou over us. 9 
But the olive tree ſaid to them, Should I 
deſiſt from my fatneſs, wherewith they 
honour God and man, to be promoted 0- 
ver the trecs? 10 Then they ſaid to the 
fig-tree, Reign thou over us. 11 But it 
replied, Should I forſake my ſweetneſs & 
my good fruit, to be promoted over the 
trees? 12 Then they ſaid to the vine, 

Reign thou over us. 13 But it ſaid to 
them, Should ] leave my wine, which is 

grateful to God and man. to be promoted 
over the trees? 14 Then ſaid all the trees 
to the bramble, Be thou our king. 15 And 
the bramble replied to the trees, If in- 


deed ye anoint me king over you, come 


and reſt under my ſhadow ; and if not, 
let fire proceed from the bramble, and 
conſume even the cedars of Lebanon. 

16 Conſider now, if ye have done right 
in making Abimelech king, & if ye huve 
dealt well with Jerubbaal and his houſe. 
as he deſerved of you. 17 Tor my father 


fought for you, aud delivered you from 


Midian, at the peril of his life. 18 And 
ye have riſen up againſt my father's honſe, 
and flain, by ſacrificing them to the idol, 
all the reſt of his ſons upon one ſtone, and 
have made Abimelech, his concubine's 
fon, king in Shechem, becauſe he 1s your 
brother, 19 If ye have dealt rightly with 
Jerubbaal and his ſamily, rejoice in Abi- 
meiech, and let him rejoice in you; 20 
But if not, let Abimelech devour the

21 Then Jotham fled to Beer, and 
dwelt there, for fear wy Abimelech his 
brother. 

22 When Micmelech wad relied three 
years over Iirael, 23 God ſuffered an e- 
vil ſpirit of diſc ord to come between him 
and the men of Shechem ; ſo that they 


violence to the ſeventy. ſons of Jerub- 
baal, and their blood might be avenged 
on Abimelech their brother, who flew

28 And Gaal the for. of Ebed' ſaid, 
Who is Abimelech the Shechemite, that 
we ſhould ſerve him? is he not the ſon of 
Jerubbaal, and he hath made Zebul his 
officer? ſerve rather the nobles of this 
city, deſcended from Hamor the father of 
Shechem: for why ould we ſerve him? 
05 And I wiſh that this people were ur- 
der my command; then would I remove 
Abimclech. Then it was faid to Abime- 
lech, Increaſe thine army, and come out, 
to ſup; refs fedition. 

30 And when Zebul, the ruler of the 
city, heard the words of Gaal the fon of 
Ebed, bis anger was kindled. 31 And he 
ſent meſſengers to Abimelech in Her- 
mah, ſaying, Gaal the fon of Ebed is 
come to Skechem, aud they fortify the 
City againſt thee: 32 Therefore, riſe by 
night, with the people that accompany 
thee, and lie in wait in the ficid. 33 And 
come againit the city early in the mom- 
ing, even at ſun's light riſing ; & when he 

& the people that are with him come out 
againſt thee, thou mayc# do to the: 85 
thou chuſeſt. 

34 So ech came by night with 
all his men, and lay in wait again, 
chem, in four companies. 

35 Aud Gaal the ſon of Ebed went & 
ſtood in the gate of the city: and Abi- 
melech roſe up with his men from Hing 
in wait. 


36 And when Gaal ſaw the people, le 
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Chap. IX. 
faid to Zebul, Behold, people deſcending 


from the top of the mountains. And Ze- 
pul replied to him, The ſhadows of the 


top of the mountains appear to he like 


men. 37 And Gaal ſaid again, Behold, 
people coming down by the middle of the 
land, and others come along the plain of 
Meonenim. . 

33 Then Zebul ſaid to him, Let thine 
hand be now as ready to fight. as thy 
mouth was to ſay, Who is Abimelech, 
that we ſhould ſerve him? Is not this the 
people whom thou haſt deſpiſed? go out, 
I pray, now, and fight againft them. 


And Gaal went out before the men 


of Shechem, and fought with Abimelech. 
40 But Abimelech chaſed him, and he 
fled before him, and many were over- 
thrown and wounded, even unto the en- 
tering of the gate. 41 Abimelech dwelt 
then at Arumah; and Zebul thruſt out 
Gaal and his brethern, that they ſhould 
not dwell in Shechem. 

42 And on the morrow people went 
out into the field ; aud it was tald Ahi- 
melech. 43 And he divided his people 
into three companies, and lay in wait in 
the neld, and, obſerving the people come 
out of the city, he attacked them, -and 
(mote them. 44 And he ruſhed forward 
with his company, and ftood in t Son- 
trance of the of the gate; and the two 
other companies ran upon all the people 
that were in the fields, and flew them.

2 He judged Iſrael 
twenty-three years, and died, and was 
buried in Shamir. | 
3 And after him aroſe Jair, in Gilead 
of Manaſſeh; and he judged Iſrael twen- 
ty-two years. 4 And he had thirty ſons 
who rode on thirty mules, and prefided 
over thirty cities in the land of Gilead, 


which continued to be called cities of 


Jair. 5 And Jair died, and was, buried in 
K amon. - P26” 

6 And the Iſraelites did evil again in 
the fizht of the Eternal, and worthipped 
Baa n, and Afhtaroth, and the gods of 
Syria, and thoſe of Zidon, and of Moab, 
and of the- Ammonites, ar of the Phi- 
liſtines, having forſaken the Eternal; 
7 Therefore his anger was hot againſt I- 
rae], and he delivered them into the hand 
of the Philiſtines and of the Ammonites. 
$ And they vexed and oppreſſed all the Iſ- 
raelites who were in Gilead, on the eaſt 


ſide of Jordan, eighteen years. 9 Moreo- . 


ver the Ammonitcs paſſed over Jordan, to 
attack alſo Judah, and Benjamin, and E- 
phraim, ſo that the Ifraelites were fore diſ- 
treſſed. 10 And they called upon the E- 
ternal, ſaying, We have ſinned againſt 
thee, both in forſaking our God, and alſo 
in, ferving Baalim. 1t Then the Eternal 
anſwered them, ſaying, I delivered you 
from the Egyptians, and ſhe Amorites, 
and the Ammonites, and the Philiftines ; 
12 And when the Zidlonians, and the A- 
melekites, and the Maonites, oppreſſed 
you alſo, and ye cried to me, I delivered 
you from their power; 13 Yet ye have 
forſaken me, and ſ21ved other gods, where- 
fore ſhould I deliver you any more? 
14 Call upon the gods which ye have 
choſen, to deliver you in the time of your 
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tribulati -n. 15 Then the Iſraelites ſaid 
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to the Eternal, We have ſinned, punith 
us with thine own hand as it ſeemeth 
meet to thee; deliver us now we pray 
thee from the hand of man. 16 And 
they put away the falſe gods from among 


them, and ſerved the Eternal; and he 


had compaſſich on their miſery. 

17 Then the Ammonites aſſembled and 
encamped in Gilead, and the Ifraclites 
zttembled and encamped in Mizpeh. 
18 And the people and chiefs of Gilead 
faid to each other, Whoever will begin 
to attack the Ammonites, ſhall preſide 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 

XI. Jephtlab's covenant.

5 Then the elders of 
Itrael went to bring Jephthah from his 
fertile land. 6 And ſaid to him, Come 
and be our captain againſt the Ammo- 
nites. 7 But he replied, Ye hated me, 
ard expelled me from my father's houſe, 
Why come ye to me now in your d refs? 
8 And they ſaid to him, We want thee 
now to Foht for us againſt the Ammo- 
nitcs, and to preiide over all the inhabi- 
tants of Gilead” 9 And he ſaid, If ye 
bring me home to attack the Ammonites, 
and the Eternal ſubdue them before me, 
ſhall! I be your head? 10 Then they ſaid 
to him. The Eternal be judge between 
us if it be not ſo. 

11 Then Jephthah went with the el- 
ders of Gilead, and the people made him 
their head and captain. And he uttered 
all his words, concerning the conditions 
of the undertaking, before the Eternal's 
high prieſt in dizpeh. 

12 And he ſent meilengers to the king 
of the Ammonites, ſaying, Why haſt 
thou invaded my land? 13 And kereplied 
to them, Becauſe the Iſraelites took poſ- 
ſeſſion of my land, when they came cut 
ef Egypt, from Arnon even to Jabock 
and Jordan; now therefore reſtore thoſe 
lands peaceably.

5 And they ſaid to him, Aſk counſel oi 
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God for us, whether or not our way ſhall 
be proſperous. 6 And he replied to them, 
Go on and proſper, before the Eternal is 
your Way.

- 8 So they returned to their brethren 
at Zorah and Eſhtaol, 9 And ſaid, We 
have ſeen that the land is very good, let 
us go quickly to take peffeflion of it; 
10 For God hath given it to us. It is 
larye, and abounds in every thing, and 
the people ale ſecure. 11 Then fix hun- 
dred Danites, men of war, went from 
Zorzh and Eſhtaol, 12 And pitched be- 
hind the city of Jearim in Judah; the 
place was called the camp of Dan, 13 


They went thence to mount Ephraim, to 


the houle of Micah. 14 And the five 
that went to view the land ſaid to the 
ret, There is here an ephod and à tera- 
phim, 2nd a carved and a molten image ; 
conſider what ye ſhould do. 15 So they 
came to the houſe of Micah, and ſaluted 


him; 16 And the ſix hundred men of 


war ſtood at the gate. 17 But the five 
men went 1nto the houſe, and took the 
molten and the graven image, the tera- 
phim and the ephod; and the prieſt ſtood 
with the fix hundred men of war in the 
gate; 18 And faid to them that brought 
the image, the teraphim, and the ephod, 
Why do ye this? 19 Then they ſaid, 
Speak not, but go with us, to be a prieſt 
and a father to us; it is better to be a 
prieſt to a tribe and a family in Iſrael, 
than to the houſe of one man. 20 And 
being glad of it, he took the ephod, and 
the teraphim, and the image, and went 
in the midſt of the people. 

21 So they departed, putting the lit- 
tle ones, the cattle, and the carriages be- 
tore them. 22 And when they were a 
good way from Micah's houſe, the neigh- 
vours aſſembled with him, & overtock the 
Danites; 23 And having called to them, 
they turned about, and faid to Micah, 
What aileth thee, that thou comeſt with 
ſuch a company. 24 And he ſaid, ye 
have taken away, my gods which I made, 
with the prieſt, and what have I more? 
Why then do ye ſay, what aileth thee ? 
25 And the Panites ſaid, Speak not, leſt 
enraged fellows run upon thee, and kill 


thee, with thy houſehold; 26 And fze- 
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ing they were too many for him, he re- 
turned to his houſe. | 

27 And the Danites came to Laiſh, and 
ſmote the inhabitants, who were ſecure, 
and burnt the city, 28 There being none 
to deliver, as they were far from Zidon, 
and had no alliance with any, being in 
the valley of Bethrehoh. And they 
built a city, and dwelt in it, 29 And cal- 
led it by the name of their father Dan, 
the ſon of Iſrael. 30 And they ſet up 
the graven image, and Jonathan the ſon 
of Gerſhom, the ſon of Manaſſeh, with 
his ſons, were prieſts to the Danites, until 
the captivity of the land. 31 And they ſet 
up Micah's image all the time that the 
tabernacle of God was at Shiigh. 

XIX. I Levites concubine abuſed. 

A ND in thoſe days, there being no 
king in Iſrael, a Levite ſujourning 

at the fide of mount Ephraim, took a 
concubine out of Bethlehem-Judah, 2 
Who having adulterized, left him, and 
went to her father's houſe. 3 And after 
four months, her huſband went with his 
ſervant, and a couple/of affes, to bring 
her back in a friendly manner ; and ſhe 
received him into the houſe of her father, 
who rejoiced-to fee him. 4 And having 
eaten and drunk, and lodged there taree 
days, 5 On the fourth, having riſen early, 
he wiſhed to depart, but his father-in-law 
deſired him to eat, 6 And detained him 
till next day, 7 And preſſed him to ſtay 
that day alſo; $ And on the fifth day he 
detained him till noon, 9 And then till 
night, feaſting him. 10 But he would 


not tarry that night, though urged to it, 


11 But went away with her over againſt 
Jebus, which is Jeruſalem: 12 Where 
he would not lodge among ſtrangers; 
13 But went to lodge with Ifſraclites, in 
Gibea of Benjamin, 14 Where he arriv- 
ed at ſun-ſet; 15 And he fat down io a 
ſtreet, as no man took them in, 16 Till 
an old man of mount Ephraim came 
from bis work in the field, at even, who 
ſojourned in Gibezh, for the inhabitants 
Were Penjaminites. 17 And having be- 
held the ftranger in the ftreets, he ſaid, 
Whence comeſt thou, and whether goeſt 
thou? 18 And he ſaid, From Bethlehem- 


Judah to the ſide of mount Ephraim; 


whence I came I am now going, to the 
houſe of the Eternal, but no man receiv- 
eth m2 into-his houſe, x9 Though I have 
provender and ſtra w for the aſſes, and 
bread and wine for ourſelves, and nee 

nothing. 20 And the old man ſaid, Peace 
be with thee; I would rather ſapply all 


thy wants, than let thee lodge in the 
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and rave yroventer te the aſſes, and they 
waſhled their feet, and did eat and drink. 

22 And when they were checriu!, bad 
men of the city ſurrounded the houle, 
and knocked at the door, ſaying to the 
old man, the maſter of the houſe, Bring 
out the man who came into thine houſe, 
that we may know hin. 23 Then he 
went out and faid to then, I yray you 
brethren do rot ſo wickedly, es the man 
came into my houſe to lodge, do not this 
folly: 24 I will bring out his concubine, 
and my daughter, who is a virgin, to you, 
and humble ye them as it pleafeth you, 
but to this man do not fo vile a folly. 
25 But they would not hearken to him; 
but he took the concubine out to them, 


and they profiituted her and abuicd her 


until the morning, when they let her de- 
part. 26 Then the came at the dawn- 
ing, and fell down at the door ct the 
houſe wherein her huſbind was, and re- 
mained there till it was light. 27 And 
when her husband rote, and opened the 
door to go away, he found her fallen 
down at the door, and her hands upon 
the threſhold.

29 And when he was come into his 
houſe, he took a knife, and cut her into 
twelve pieces, which he ſent unto all the 
tribes of Ifracl. zo Ani all that ſaw it 
ſaid, There was no ſuch thing ſeen nor 
Gone fince the Ilraclites came from E- 
gypt: Confiler the matter, take counſel, 
and give your fentence. 

XX. The Leite declaretb his zbrong. 
HEN all the chief of all the tribes 
of Ifracl, from Dan even to Þcci- 
ſheba, with thoſe of Gilead, affen. bled 
with one conſent at Mizpeh, 2 Before the 
tabernacle of the Eternal, to :#tk counſel 
of him, 3 Being four hundred thoutand 
armed men cn dot.

7 And the men of Athdod ſeeing that it 
was fo, faid, The ark of the God of If, 
rael ſhall not abide with us; for his h:nd 
is fore upon us, and Dagon our god, 

8 Thercfore they ſent and gathered all 
the lords of the Philiſtines to them, and 
ſaid, What ſhall we do with the ark of the 
God of Iſiael? Then they anſwered, 
Let it be carried »bout to Gath. So they 
carried it abont thither, 9 Having car: 
ried it about, the hand of the Eternil 
was againſt the city with a very great 
deſtruction; for he ſmote the men oi ti 
city, both finall and great, and they had 
hemeroids in their under parts. 10 There 
fore they ſent the ark of God to Exxon 
And as it came to Ekron, the 'Ekronttd 
cited out, ſaying, They have brought 
bout the ark of the God of Iſrael to 'us,t 
lay us and our people. 

11 So they ſent and called together 
the lords of the Philiſtines, and ſaid, Sent 
away the ark of the God of Ifrael, at 
let it go again to its own place, that i 
ſlay us not, and our people: for the 
was « deadly deſtruction through all ti 
city —the hand of God was very hea!

3 Then they ſaid, If ye fend away d 
ark of the God of Iſrael, ſend it not em 
ty; but in any wile return him a treſpal 
offering : then ye hall be healed, aud 
ſhall be known to you why his hand 
not removed from you. 

4 Then faid they, What ſhall be 
treſpats-offering which we ihall return 
him? They anſwered, Five golden he

roids, and five golden mice, according to 
the number of the lords of the Philiſtines: 
for one plague was on you all, and on your 
lords. 5 Wherefore ye ſhall make images 
of your hemeroids, and images ef your 
mice hat mar the land: and ye ſhall 
give glory to the God of Iſrael; perad- 
venture he will lighten his hand from off 
you, 2nd from of your gods, and from off 
your land. 6 Wherefore do ye harden 
your hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
lardened their hearts? When he had 
wron tht wonderfully among them, did 
they not let the people go, & they depart- 
ed. 7 Now, therefore, make a new cart, 
and take two milk-kine, on which there 
hath come no yoke, and yoke the kine to 
the cart, and bring their calves home 
from them: 8 And take the ark of the 
Eternal, and lay it on the cart; and put 
the jewels of gold, which ye return him 
lor a treſpa's-oftering, in a coffer by the 
five thereof; and ſend it away, that it 
may go. 9 And ee, it it go by the way

17 And the golden hemeroids, which 
the Philiſtines returned for a treſpaſs-of- 
fering to the Eternal, were five---for Aſh- 
dod, Gaza, Aſkelon, Gath, and Ekron. 18

number of all the cities of the Pailitines 
belonging to the five lords, hoth of fenc- 
ed cities, and of conntry villages, even to 
the great ſtone of mourning, whereon they 
ſet down the ark of the Eternal; which 
ſtone remaineth to this day in the field 
of Joſhua the Beth- ſnemite.

abode in Kirjath-jearim a long time, even 
twenty years; and ail the houſe of Irael 
followed after the Eternal. 

3 And Samuel ſpake to all the houfſ2 of 
Itrael, ſaying, If ye do return to the Eter- 
nal with ali your hearts, then put away 
the ſtrange gods and goddeſſes irom 2- 
mong you, and prepare pur hearts for 
the Eternal, and ſerve him ovly; and he 
will deliver you out of the hand of the 
Philiſtines. 4 Then the Iſraelites put a- 
way the gods and goddeſſes, and ſerved 
the Eternal only. 5 And Samuel (aid, 
Gather all Iſrael to Mizpch, and I will 
pray the Eternal for you. 6 Then they 
aſſembled at Mizpeh, and drew water, 
and poured it out before the Lord, (Jer. 
ix, 1.) and faite that day, and [ail there, 
We have ſinned againſt the Eternal. And 
Samuel judged ths Iſraelites in Mizpeh. 

7 And the Philiſtines hearing that the 
Iſraelites were affembled at Mizpeh, the 
Lords of the Philiſtines went up againſt 
Ifrael. Now when the Iſraelites heard 
it, they were afraid of the Philiſtines. 
8 Then the Iſraelites ſaid to Samuetsy 
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Chap. VIII. 


Ceaſe not to cry to the Eternal our God 
for us, that he will ſave us from the hand 
of the Philiſtines. ̃ 

9 Then Samuel took a ſucking lamb, 
and offered it for a whole burnt-offering 
unto the Eternal; and cried unto the *- 


ternal for Iſrael, and the Eternal anſwer- 


ed him. 10 And as Samuel was offering 
up the burit-offering, the Philiſtines drew 
near to battle againft Iſrael; but the E- 
ternal thundered greatly that day upon 
the Philiſtines, and diicomfited them; 
and they were ſmitten before Iſracl. 11 
Then the men of Iſrael went out of Miz- 
peh. and purſue] the Pniliſcines, and 
ſmote them, until they came under Beth- 
car. 12 Then Samuel took a ſtone, and 
ſet it between Mizpeh and Shen, and 
called the name of it Fhen-ezer, ſaying, 
Hitherto hath the Lord helped us. 

13 So the Philiſtines were ſubdued, and 
they came no more into the coaſt of Iſ- 
rael ; for the hand of the Eternal was a- 
gaivſt the Philiſtines all the days of Sa- 
muel. 14 Then the cities which the 
Philiſtines had taken from Iſracl were re- 
ſtored te Ifrael, from Ekion even unto 
Gath; and the coaſts thereof did Iſrael 
deliver out of the hand of the Philiſtines. 
And ther: was peace between Iiracl and 
the Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Iſrael all the 
days of his life. 16 And he went year- 
Iy the circuit to Bethel, and Gilgal, and 


Mizpeb, and judged Ifrael in all thoſe 


places. 17 And his return was to Ra- 
mah, for there was his hovſe ; and there 
he judged Ifracl; and there he built 
an altar to the Eternal. | 

VIII. The Vaelites aſt a bing. 

ND when Samuel was old, he made 

his fons judges over Iſrael; 2 The 

name of his firſt born was Joel, and the 
name of his ſecond Abiah; they were 
judges in 'Beerſheba, 3 But his ſons 
walked not in his ways, but turned afide 
after gain and took bribes, and perverted 
juſtice. 4 Then all the elders of Iſrael! 
aftembled and came unto Ramah unto 
Samuel, 5 And ſaid to him, Behold thou 
art old, and thy ſons walk not in thy 
ways; now make us a king to judge us 
like all the nations. = 


6 But when they ſaid, Give us a king, 


the thing diſpleaſed Samuel; and Sa- 
muel prayed to the Eternal. 7 Then the 
Eternal ſaid to Samuel, Hearken to the 
voice of the people, in all that they ſay 
to thee; for they have not only rejected 
thee, but they have rejected me allo, 
that I ould not reign over them. 8 Ac-

cording to all the works which tkey have 


done ſince the day that I breught them 


up out of Egypt even to this day, whete. 
with they have forſaken me, and ſerved 
other gods; ſo do they alſo to thee; 9 
Now, therefore, obey their voice; not.

proteſted againſt them, then thou ſhalt 
ſhew them the manner of the king that 
Shall reign over them. | 

10 Then Samuel told all the words o 
the Eternal to the people that aſked. of 
him a king. 11 Now, be ſaid, This will 
be the manner of the king that shall reign 
over you; he will take your ſons for him. 
ſelf, for his chariots, and his horſemen, 
and to un before his chariots. 12 And 
he will appoint captains over thouſands 
and over fiities, and will ſet them to plow 


his ground, and reap his harveſt, and to 


make his inſtruments for war, and for his. 
chariots. T3 And he will take . your 
daughters to be confectioners, and cooks, 
and bakers. 14 And he will take the 
beſt of your fields, and your vineyards, 
and your oliveyards, and give them to 
his ſervants. 15 He will alſo take 
the tythe of your feed, and your vine. 
yards, and give to his officers and to 
his ſervants. 16 He will alſo take the 
beſt of your men-ſcrvants, and maid- 
ſervants. and young men, and aſſes, and 
put them to his work. 17 He will take 
the tythe of your flocks, and ye ſhall be 
his ſervants. 18 And ye ſhall cry out at 
that time becauſe of your king which ye 


ſhall have choſen, and the Lord will not 


hear you in that day. 

19 Vet the pcople refuſed to obey the 
voice of Samuel, and ſaid, Nay, but we 
will have a king over us, 20 That we al- 


ſo may be like all the nations; and that | 


our king may judge us, and-go out before 
us, and fight our battles. 21 And Samuel 
heard all the words of the people, and 
rehearſed them in the hearing of the 
Lord. 22 Then the Lord-ſaid- to Samuel, 
Hearken to their voice, and make them 
a king. And Samuel faid to the men of 
Iſrael, Go ye every man to his city.

then Kiſh ſaid to Saul his ſon, Take now 
one of the ſervants with thee, and ar ſe, 
go ſeek the aſſes. 4 Then he paifed 
through mount Ephraim and the land of 
Shaliſha. but they found them not: then 
they paſſed through the land of Shalim, 
and found them not; then he. pailed 
through the land of the Benjaminites, 
but found them not. 5 And being come 
to the land of Zuph, Saul ſaid. to his ſer- 
rant, Come, let us return; leſt my father 
leave caring for the aſſes, and take 
thought for us. 6 But he ſaid to him, 
Behold now, there is in this city a man 
of God, and he is a noble man; all that 
he ſaith cometh ſurely to pals; now let 
us go thither, perhaps he can ſhew us the 
way that we ſhould go. 7 Then Saul 
{aid to his ſervant, But lo if we go, what 


ſent in our veſſels, and there is not a 
preſent to bring” to the man of God: 
What have we? 8 But the ſervant an- 
ſwered Saul again, Behold I have here at 
hand the fourth part of a ſhekel of ſilver; 
that will I give to the man of God to 
tell us our way. (9 Formerly, when a 
man in Iſrael went to enquire of God, 
he ſpake thus, Come and let us go to the 
ſeer; for he that is now called a prophet 
was formerly called a ſeer.) 10 Then 
{1:d Saul to his ſervant, Well faid ; come, 
let us go, So they went to the city 
where the man of God was. 

11 Aud as they went up to the city, 
they found young maidens going out to 
craw water, and ſaid to them, Is the ſeer 
here? 12 And they anſwered, ſaying, He 
is; behold he is before you: Make haſte 
now, tor he came to-day to the city, for 
a facriſice of the people this day in the 
bigh place. 13 As ſoon as ye are come 
into the city, ye ſhall ſtaightway find 
him before he go up to the high-place to 
eat; for the people will not eat until he 
cone, becauſe he doth bleſs the ſacrifice, 
and afterwards they that are bidden eat. 
Now, therefore, get ye up, for about this 
tac ye ſhall ind him. 14 So they went 
up unto the city; and when they were 
One, behold Samuel came out oppoſite 
to ticm, for to go up to the high place. 

15 Now, the Eternal had revealed it

3 Be- 
hold, here Tam; witneſs againſt me be- 
fore the Eternal, and before his anoint- 
ed; whoſe ox have I taken? or whoſe 
aſs have I taken? or whom have I de- 
frauded? whom have I oppreſſed ? or of 
whoſe hand have I ads... any bribe to 
blind mine eyes therewith? and T will 
reſtore it you. 4 Then they ſaid, Thou 
haſt not defrauded us, nor oppreſſed us, 
neither haſt thou taken ought of any 
man's hand.

reſt of the people he ſent every man to 
his tent. a 

3 Then Jonathan ſmote the garriſon of 
the Philiſtines that was in the hill, and 
the Philiſtines heard of it. And Saul 


blew- the trumpet throughout all the 


land, ſaying, Let the Hebrews hear. 4 
Now all Iſrael heard that Saul had ſmit- 
ten a garriſon. of the Philiſtines, and that 


Iſrael alſo was had in abomination with 


SAMUEL, ox 


the Philiſtines. And the people were 
called together after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 Then the Philiſtines aſſembled 0 
fight with Ifrael, three thorrſand charior, 
and fix thouſand horſemen, and people 35 
the ſand which is on the ſea fliore in mul. 
titude ;. and they came up and pitched in 
Michmaſh, eaſtward from Betbaven. 
6 When the Iſraelites ſaw 'thetiſelys, 
in a firait, (for they were diſtreſſed) then 
the people hid themſelves in caves, and 
in thickets, and among the rocks, and in 
high places, and in pits. 7 And ſome gf 
the Hebrews went over Jordan to the 
land of Gad and Gilead; as for Saul, he 
was yet in Gilg}, and all the people fol. 
lowed him trembling. 

8 Then he tarried ſeven dass, accord. 
ing to the ſet time that Szmuel had ap. 
pointed; but Samuel came not to Gil. 
gal, and the people were ſcattered from 
him. 9 Then Samuel ſaid, Bring hither 
a burnt-oft-ring to me, and peace-offer. 
ings. And he offercd the hurnt-offering, 
Io And as ſoon as he had made an end at 
offering the þurnt-offering, behold Sa. 
muel came, aud Saul went out to meet 
him, that he might ſalute bim. 

11 But Samuel ſaid, What haſt thou 
done? And Saul ſaid, Becauſe I faw that 
the people were ſcattered from me, and 
that thou cameſt not within the days ap- 
pointed, and that the Philiſt ines were ga. 
thered at Michmafh; 12 Therefore, ſaid 
IJ, The Philiſtines will come down now 
upon me to Gigal. and I have net made 
ſupplication to the Eternal; I forced my- 
ſelf therefore to offer a burnt- offering. 
13 Then Samuel ſaid to Saul, Thou haſt 
done foclithly ; thou haſt not kept the 
commandment of the Eternal thy God, 
which he commanded thee; for now 
would the Eternal have eſtabliſhed thy 


kingdom upon Iſrael perpetually. 14 But 


now thy kingdom ſhall not continue; the 
Eternal hath fought him a man to 1wle 
after his own heart, and the Eternal hath 
commanded him to be captain over his 
people, becauſe: thou haſt not obſerved 
what the Eternal commanded thee. 

15 Then Samnel arofe, and gat him up 
from Gilgal to Gideah of Benjamin; and 


Saul numbered the people that were pre- 


ſent with him, about fix hundred men. 
16 Then Saul and Jonathan his ſon, and 
the neople that were with them, abode 
in Goeah of Benjamin; but the Phil. 
tines encamped in Michmaſh. : 

17 Then ſpoilers came out of the camp 
of the Philiſtines in three companies; 
on company turned to the way tht 
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| on to Ophrah, to the land of Shual 

\nd another company turned to the 
way of Betb-horon; and another turned 
to the way of the border that looketh to 
the valley of Zeboiim toward the WIA. 
derneſs. 

19 Now there was no ſmith left 
throughout all the land of Ifrael; (for 
the Philiſtines ſaid, Leſt the Hebrews 
make them {words or ſpears) ; 20 But all 


the Ifraclites went down to the Philiſ- 


tines, to ſharpen every man his plow 
are, and his coulter,- and his ax, and his 
mattock. 21 Vet they had a file for the 
mattocks, and for the equlters, and for 
the forks, and for the axes, and to ſharpen 
the pods, 22 So in the day of battle 
th:r- was neither ſword nor fpear found 
ic the hand of any of the people that 
were with Saul and Jonathan; but with 
Sul and Jonathan themſ- Ives. 23 And 
tie garriſon of the Philiſtines went out 
to the paſſage of Michmaſh. 
XIV. Tunathan's miraculous exploits. 
hae Jonathan the {on of Saul ſaid 
to the young man that. bare his 
armour, Come, and let us go over to the 
Philiftines garriſen, which is on the other 
file ; but he told not his father. 2 Saul 
then tarried in the uttermoſt parts of Gi- 
beah, under a pomegranate tree in Mi- 
gron; and there were with him about ſix 
hundred men; 3 With Ahia the ſon of 
Ahitub, Ichabod's brother, the ſon of Phi- 
neas, the fon of Eli, the Kgernal's prieſt 
in-Shiloh, wearing an ephod. But the 
people knew not that Jonathan was 
gone. 

1 Now on each fide of the paſſage by 
which Jonathan ſought to go over to the 
Pliliftines garriſon, there was a ſharp 
0 45 the name of the one was Bozez, 

and 'he nume of the other Seneh. 5 The 
ſliarp po nt of the one was fituate north- 
ward over againſt Michmaſh, and the o- 
torr {outh ward over againſt Gibeah. 

6 tven ſonathan ſaid to the young

very great diſcomfithre. 2t Mureoveys,

31 Now they ſmote the Philiſtincs that 
day from Michmaſh to Aijalon; but the 
people were very faint. $32 Then the 
peopſe flew upon the ſpoil, and took 
ſheep, and oxen, and calves, and flew 
them on the ground; yea the people did 
eat them with the blood. 

33 Then they told Saul, faying, Be- 
hold the people fin againſt the Eternal, 
in that they eat with the blood. So he 
faid, Ye have tranſgrefled ; oll a great 
ſtone to me this day, to build an altar. 
34 Then Saul ſaid, Difperſe yourſelves a- 
mong the people, and ſay to them, Bring 
me hither every man his ox, and his theep, 
and flay them here, and eat; and fin not 
againſt the Eternal, in eating with the 
blood.

36 Then he fail, Let us go down after 
the Philiſtines by night, and ſpoil them 
until the morning light, and let us not 
leave a man of them. Then they ſaid, 
Do whatſoever ſeemeth good to thee. 
Then ſaid the prieſt, Let us here draw 
near to God. 3) Then Saul aſked coun- 
te] of God, ſaving, Shall J go Cown Alter 
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ple that anſwered him. 
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the Philiſtines ;. wilt thou deliver them 
into the hands of Tirael ? But he anſwer. 
ed him not that day. 38 Then Saul ſaid, 
Let all the chief of the people draw near, 
to know and ſee wherein the fin hath 


been this day; 39 For as the Eternal 


liveth, who, ſaveth Iſrael, though it he 
Jonathan my fon, he ſhall mrely dic. But 
there was not a man among all the eq. 
40 Then ſaid he to all Iſrael, Be ye on 
one ſide, and I and Jonathan my fon will 
be on the other ſide. Then the, people 
faid to Saul, Do what feemeth good to 
thee. 41 Therefore Saul ſaid to the E. 
ternal God of Iſrael, Shew the innocent 
by lot. Then Saul and Jonathan were 
taken; but the people cſcaped. 42 Then 
Saul ſaid, Caſt lots between me and Jo- 
nathan my ſon. So Jonathan was takes, 
43 Then Saul ſaid to Jonathan, Tell me 
what thou haſt done? So. Jonathan told 


him, ſaying, I did but taſte a little bo- 


ney with the end of the rod that was in 
mine hand, and lo L muſt die! 44 Then 
Saul anſwered, God do fo to me, and 
more alſo, if thou ſhalt not ſurely die, ge- 
nathan. 45 Then the people ſaid to 
Saul, Shall Jonathan die, who hath 
wrought this great falvation in Iſrael? 
God forbid : As the Eternal liveth, there 
ſhall not one hair of his head fall to the 
ground; for he. hath, wronght for God 
this day.

Ahimelech the ſon of Ahitub. 10 Am 
he enquired of the Lord for him, a" 
gave him victuals, and gave him th 
ſword of Coliah the Philiftine, 11 Ta 
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the king ſent to cail Ahimelech the prieſt, 
the ſon of Ahitub, and all his father's 


houſe, the prieſts in Nob; and they came. 


all to the King. 12 Then Saul ſaid, 
Hearken now thou fon of Ahitub. And 
he anſwered, Hear I am, my Lord. 13 
Then Saul faid to him, Why haſt thou 
conſpired againſt me, thou and the fon of 
ſeſſe, in that thou haſt given him bread, 
and a ſword, and haſt enquired of God 
for him, that he ſhould lie in wait, as at 
this day?

HEN Solomon affembled the elders 
of iſrael, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chicks of the fathers, of the 
Iſraelites, to himſelf in Jeruſalem, to 
bring up the ark of the Eternal's cove- 
nant from the city of David, which is 
Zion. 2 Then all the men of Iſrael af- 
ſembled to the king at the feaſt, in the 
month Ethanim, the ſeventh month. 3 


So all the elders of Ifrael came, and the 


prieſts took ap. tie ark, 4 And they 
brought it, with the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy veſtels of 
the tabernacle, did /the prieſts and the 
Levites bring up. 5 So the king, and all 
the congregatien of Ifraclthat aſlembled, 
were with him before the ark, facrificing 
ſheep and oxen without number. 6 Then 
the prieſts brought in the ark to its place 
in the oracle of the houſe, or the moſt 
hoſy-place, under the wings of the che- 
rubims. 7 For the cherubims ſpread out 
their two wings over the; ace of the 
ark, and covered it, and the ſtaves thera- 
of above. 8 Now they drew out the 
ſtaves, ſo that their ends were ſcen in the 
holy place before the oracle, but they: 
were not ſeen without it, and» they are 
there to. this day. 9 There was nothing 
in the ark but the two tables of ſtone, 
which Moſes put therein at Horeb, where 
the Eternal made a covenant. with the 
Itraelites, when they came-outrof Egypt. 
10 Now when the prieſts came out of 


the holy place, the cloud filled the Eter- 


nal's houſe, 11 So that the prieſts could 
not ſtand to miniſter becaufe of the cloud; 
for the Eternal's glory had filled his 
houſe. | F: 
12 Then ſaid Solomon, The Eternal 
ſaid he would dwell in the thick dark- 
neſs. 13 I have ſurely built thee an 
houſe, a ſettled place of abode to dwell in 
perpetually. 14 Now the king turned 
his face about, and blefted all the congre- 
gation of Iſrael: (and they all ſtood.) 
15 And he ſaid, Blefſed be the Eternal 
God of Ifrae!, who hath with his hand 
fuifilled- what his mouth ſpake to David 
my father, ſaying, 16 Since the day I 
brought Iirael out of Egypt, I choſe. no

city among all the tribes, to build a houſe 
for my name therein; but I choſe David 
to be over my people Iſrael. 17 And it 
was in the heart of David my father to 
build a houſe for the Eternal God of II- 
rael. 18 And the Eternal ſaid ts him, It 
was wel! that it was in thine heart to 
buiid a houſe to my name; 19 Yet thou 
ſhalt not build it, but thy ſon ſhall do it. 


. 20 Now the Eternal hath performed 


what he ſpake; for J am riſen up in the 
room of my father, to fit on the throne 
of Tiracl, as the Eternal promiſed, and 
have built a houſe for the name of the E- 
ternal God of Iſrael. 21 And I have ſet 
there a place for the ark, wherein 15 the 
covenant which the Eternal made with 
our fathers, when he brought them out 
of Egypt. | 

22 Now Solomon ſtood before the Eter- 
nals altar, in the preſence of all the con- 
gregation of Iirael, and ſpread forth his 
hands towards heaven: 23 Then he ſaid, 
O Eternal God of Iſrael, there is no god 
like thee, in heaven above, or on earth 
beneath, who keepeſt covenant and mer- 


cy with thy ſervants who walk before 


thee with all their heart; 24 Who haſt 
kept with thy. ſervant David my father 
that which thou promitedſt to him; and 
thou haſt fulfilled with thine hand what 
thou ſpakeſt with thy mouth. as at this 
day. 25 Therefore now, Eternal God of 
Ib ael, keep with thy ſervant David my 
father what thou p1omiſedſt him, ſaying, 
There ſhall not fail thee a man before me 
to ſit on the throne of Iſrael, if thy chil- 
dren take heed to walk before me up- 
rightly, 2s thou haſt done. 26 And now, 
O God of Tirael, let the word thou ſpak- 
eſt to thy ſervant David my father, I pray 
thee, be verified. 


27 But will God in very deed dwell on 


earth! Behold, the heaven, and the hea- 
ven of heavens cannot contain thee, how 
much leis this houſe that T have builded ? 
23 Yet have reſpect to the prayer of thy 
le want, and his ſupplication, O Eternal 
my God, by hearkening to the cry and 
the prayer which thy ſervant prayeth be- 
fore thee to-day: 29 That thine eyes 


may be open towards this houſe night & 


day, even towards the place of which 
thou ſayeit, My name fhall be there; 
that thou mayeſt hearken to the prayer 
which thy ſervant ſhall make towards 
this place. 30 And hearken to the tup- 


_ plication of thy ſervant, and thy people 


Iſrael, when they ſhall pray towards this 
place; and hear thou in heaven thy dwel- 
Iing place; and, having heard, forgive.

with all their heart, and all their foul, in 
their enemies land, and pray to thee to- 
ward the land thou gaveſt to their fa- 
thers, the city thou haſt choſen, and the 
Louſe built for thy name: 49 Then hear 
thou their prayer and ſupplication in hea- 
yen thy dwelling-place, and maintain 
their cauſe, 50 And forgive thy peo- 
ple who have ſinned againſt thee, all 
their tranſgreſſions, and grant that they 
who carried them captive, may have com- 
paſſion on them: 51 For they be thy 
people, and thine inheritance, which 
thou broughteſt out of Egypt, from the 
midit of the iron furnace: 52 That 
thine eyes and ears may be open to the 
ſupplication of thy ſervant} and thy peo- 
ple Iirael, to hearken to them in all their 
calling to thee. 53 For thou didſt ſepa- 
rate them from all the people of the 
carth, to be thine inheritance, as thou 
ſpakeſt by Moſes thy ſervant, when thou 
hroughteſt our fathers out of Egypt, O 
Eternal God. | 

54 And whem Solomon had made an 
end of praying all this prayer and ſuppli- 
cation to the Eternal, he aroſe from be- 
fore the altar of the Eternal, from kneel- 
ing on his knees, with his hands ſpread up 
to heaven, 55 And ſtood, and bleſſed all 
the congregation of Iſrael with a loud 
voice, ſaying, 56 Blefſeg be the Eter- 
nal, who hath given reſt to his people II- 
rael, according to all that he promiſed ; 
there hach not failed one word of all his 
good promiſe, which he made by Moſes his 
ſervant. 57 The Eternal our God be with 
us, as he was with our fathers; let him 
not leave us, nor forſake us; 58 That he 
may incline our hearts to him, to walk in 
all his ways, and keep his commands, and 
ordinances, and rules, which he com- 
manded our fathers. 59 And let thefe 
my words, wherewith J have made ſup- 
plication before the Eternal, be remem- 


. bered by the Eternal our God day and 


night, that he maintain the cauſe of his 


_ tervant, and of his people Ifrael at all 
tines, as the matter ſhall require: 60 


That all the people of the earth may 
know that the Eternal alone is God alone, 
there is none elſe. 61 Let your hearty 
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therefore, he perfect with the Eternal our 
God, to walk in his ordinances, and keep 
his commands as at this day. 

62 Now the king, and all Iſrael with 
him, offered ſacrifice before the Eternal. 
63 Solomon now offered a ſacrifice of 
peace-offeriags to the Eternal, of twenty- 
two thuuſand oxen, and a hundred and 
twenty thouſand ſheep; ſo the king and 
all the Iſraelites dedicated the houie of 
the Eternal. 5 

64 The ſame day did the king conſe- 
crated the middle of the court before the 
Eternal's houſe; for there he offered 
burnt-offerings, and meat-offerings. & the 
fat of the peace offerings; becauſe the 
braſen altar before the houſe of the E- 
ternal was too little to receive them. 

65 At that time Solomon, with all I. 
rael, held a feaſt, being a great congrega- 
tion, from the entering in of Hamath, to 
the river Sichor of Egypt, before the E- 
ternal our God, ſeven days and ſeven days, 
even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he let the peo- 
ple go; who bleffed the king, and went 
to their tents joyful and glad in heart for 
all the gooducis that the Eternal had 
fhewn to David his ſervant, and for Iſrael - 
his people. | 

IX. God's covenant with Solomon. 

OW when Solomon had finithe4 the 
building of rhe Eternal's houſe, and 

his own houſe, and all his defire he pleaſ- 
ed to do, 2 The Eternal appeared to 
him the ſecond time, as he 1.44 done at 
Gibeon. 3 And ſaid to him, I have heard 
the prayer and ſupplication thou madeſt 
before me; I have hallowed this houſe 
thou haſt built to put my name therk 
continually, where mine eyes and mine 
heart ſhall be perpetually. 4 And if thou 
wilt walk before me, like David thy fa- 
ther, in integrity of heart, & in upright- 
nets, to do entirely as I have commanded 
thee, obſerving my ordinances and judg- 
ments; 5 Then Iwill eſtabliſh the throne 
of thy kingdom in Tirael continually, as I 
promiſed to David thy father, ſaying, 
There ſhall not fail thee a man on the 
throns of Iſrael. 6 But if you, or your 
children, at all turn from following me, & 
will not keep my commandments and my 
ſtatutes [I ſet before you, but go and ſerve 
other gods, and worſhip them; 7 Then 
will I cut off Iſrael from the land I have 
given them; & this houſe that I hallowed 
ior my name will I caſt out of my fight; 
and Itrac! ſhall be a proverb and a by- 
word among all people: 8 And every 
one that paflath by this houſe, which is 
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Chap. IX. 


high, ſhall be aſtoniſhed, and hiſs; and 
ſay, Why hath the Eternal done thus to 
this land, and this Loule? 9 And they 
ſhall anſwer, Becauſe they forſouk the E- 
ternal their God, who brought their fa- 
thers fim Egypt, and cleaved to other 


gods, and worihipped and ſerved them: 


therefore the Eternal brought upon them 
all this evil.

25 
Now at the beginning of their dwelling 
there, they feared not the Eternal; there- 
fore the Eternal ſent lions among them, 
which flew ſome of them. 26 There- 
fore they ſaid to the king of Afſyria, the 
nations which thou haſt removed and 
placed in Samaria, know not the man- 
ners of the Cod of the land; therefore 
he hath ſent lions among them, and lo 
they ſlay them. 27 Then the king of 
Affyria commanded to carry thither one 
of the prieſts. brought from thence, to 
dwell there, and teach them the manner 
of the God of the land. 28 Then one 
of them came and dwelt in Beth-el, and 
taught them how to fear and ſerve the 


Eternal. 29 Yet every nation made gods 


of their own in all their cities, and put 
them in the houſes of the high places 
which the. Samaritans made. 30 For the 
Babylonians made Succoth-benoth, and 
the Cuthites made Nergal, and the Ha- 
mathites made Aſhima, 31 And the A- 
vites made Nibhaz and Tartak, and the 
Sepharvites burnt their children in fire 
to Adraimmelech and Anammelech, the 
gods ef Sepliarvaim. 32 So they feared 
the Eternal, and made to themſelves 
prieſis of the loweſt of them, for the 
touts of the high places, who ſacrificed 
for them therein. 33 They feared the 
Eternal, ahd ſerved their own gods like 
the nations why carried them away from 
thence. 34 To this day they do after the 
former manners; they fear not the Eter- 
nal alone, neither do they after the ſta- 
tutes, nor the ordinances, or the law and 
commandments which the Eterna com- 
manded the thil-lren of Jacob, whom he 
named Tiracl; 35 With whom the Eter- 
nal bad made a govenant, and charged

OW in the third year of Hoſhea ſon 
of Elah king of Ifrael, Hezekiah 
ſon of Ahaz king of Judah began to 
reign. 2 Twenty-five years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
twenty- nine years in Jeruſalem; his mo- 


ther's name alſo was Abi, the daughter 


of Zachariah. 3 And he did right be- 
fore the Eternal, according to all that 
David his father did.

III. The temple's magnificence. 
"HEN Solomon began to build the E- 

ternal's houſe at Jerufalem on mount 
Moriah, whercon he appeared to David 
his father, in the place David prepared 
in the floor of Ornan the Jebuſite. /2 He 
began building in the ſecond year of the 


ſecond month, in the fourth year of his 


reign. 

3 Now theſe are the foundation dimen- 
fions of Solomon for building the houſe of 
God. The length by the tirt meaſure 
was ſixty cubits, and the breadth twenty. 
4 Of the porch in the front, the length, 
according to the breadth of the houſe, w-s 
twenty, and the height an hundred and 
twenty z and he overlaid it within with 
pure gold. 5 And the greater houſe he 
overlaid with Lr wood, and covered it

with fine gold, engraved with palm. trees 
and chains 6 And he covered the honſe 
with precious ſtones for beanty; and the 
gold was of Parvaim. 7 He overlaid al. 
ſo the houſe, its beams, poſts, walls, and 
doors with gold, and engraved cherubs on 
the walls. 8 And he made the length of 
the moſt holy place. the breadth of the 
hauſe, twenty cubits being a ſquare, which 
he overlaid with fix hundred talents of 
fine gold. 9 And the weight of the 
nails. was fifty ſhekels of gold; and he 
overlaid the chambers with gold, to 
And in the moſt holy place he made two 
cherubims of ſtatuary work, and overlaid 
them with-gold. „ 8 

11 Their wings were twenty cubits 
long; one wing being five cuhits, each. 
ing to the walks and another alfo five, 
reaching to the wing of the other che- 
rub. T2 The wing of the other cheryh 
was alſo five, reaching to the oppoſite 
wall of the houſe; and the other wing 
was five alſo, joining the wing of the 
firſt cherub. 13 The wings of theſe che. 
rubs extended twenty cubits; they ſtood 
on their fcet, with their faces toward the

14 And he made the vail of blue, and 
purple. and crimfen, and fine linen; and 
wrought cherabs thereon. 15 He alſo 
mode before the houſe two pillars of tlur- 
ty-five eubits high, and the chapiter on 
the top of each was five cubits. 16 And 
he made chains as 1n the oracle, and put 
them on the heads of the pillars; and 
made an hundred pomegtanates, and put 
them on the chains. / And he reared 
up the pillars. before the temple, one bn 
the right hand, and the other on theleft;

6 He made alſo ten waſhing veſſels, & 
put hve on the right hand, and five on 
the left, to waſh in them the work of 
burnt-off-rins ; but the fea was for the 

ri-ts to waſh in. 7 And he made ten 
tandteſticks of gold, acrording to their 
appointed form. ant ſet them in the tem- 
ple, five on the right hand, and five on 
the left. $ He made alſo ten tables, and 
laced them there in the fame manner: 
and he made an hundred golden bowls. 

9 Moreover: he made the court of the 
prieſts, and the great court of the people, 
its doors he overlaid with braſs. 10 And 
be jſet the fen on the right ſide eaſt ward,

11 Hiram alſo made the pots, the ſhov- 
els, and the baſons. And finitbed the 
work he made king Solomon for the houſe

14 He 
made alſe baſes, and waſbing veſſels upon 
them: T5 One ſea, and twelve oxen un- 
der it: 16 And the pots, ſhovels, forks, 
and all their inſtruments, Huram his fa- 
ther made king Solomon for the houſe of 
the Eternal, of poliched braſs. 17 In the 
plain of Jordan did the king caſt them,

Zeredathahsz 18 Thus Solomon made all 


theſe veffels in great al undauce; foi the 
weight of the braſs was not ſe arched out. 


19 Solomon alſo made all the veſſels for 


the houſe of God, the golden altar, and 
the tables whereon the facreii bread was 
let. 
pure gold, with their lamps, to burn atter 
tie manner prefcribed before the oracle; 
21 And the flowers, the lamps, and the 
tongs, of perfect gold; 22 With the 
ſnuffers, the baſons, the ſpoons, and the 


centers, ef pure gold; yea the entry of 


the houſe, the inner doors chereof for the 


moſt holy place. and the doors of the 


outer houſe of the temple, were of gold.

OW, when Solomon had finjfhed hie 

prayer, fire deſcended from heaven, 

and conſumed the burnt-offering and ſa. 

crifices; and the Eternal's glory filled the 

houſe, 2 So as tbe prieſts could not en- 

ter the Eternal's houſe, becauſe his glory 
billed it. | 5 ; 

3 And when all the Iſraelites ſaw the 
fre come down, and the Eternal's glory 
upon the houſe, they bowed to the ground 
on the pavement, and worſhipped, and 
praiſcd the Eternal, ſaying, He is good; 
tor his mercy endureth for ever. 

4 Then the king with all the people 
offered ſacrifices before the Eternal.* 5 
He offered a ſacrifice.of twenty-two thou - 
land oxen, and an hundred and twenty 
taſand ſheep: fo the king and all the 
people dedicated the houſe of God. 6 
And the prieſts waited on their offices; 
the Levites alſo with inſtruments of the 
tternal's muſick, which xing David made 
to praiſe the Eternal, becauſe his mercy 
endureth for ever, when David praiſed 
by their miniſtry; and the priefts ſounded 
iumpets before them, all Iſrael ſtanding. 
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them; 
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7 Moreover, Solomon conſecrated. the 
middle of the court before the Eternal's 
houſe; tor there he offered the burnt-of- 
ferings, the meat oer inga, and the fat of 
the peace-offerings, becauſe the braſen al- 
tar was not able to receive them. Ta 
$ At that time alſo Solomon had à 
feaſt, ſeven days. with all Ifrael, a. very 
great congregation, from the entering in 
of Haznath to the river of Egypt. 9 And 
in the eighth day they made a ſolemn aſ- 
ſembly : tor they kept the dedication f 
the altar feyen days, and the feaſt ſeven. 
10 And ou the twenty-third dey of the 
ſeventh month he tent the people away 


to their tents glad and joyful in heart, 


for the goodneſs that the Eternal had 
ſhewed to David, and to Solomon, and to 
Iſrael his peop!=. It Thus Solomon fi- 
rthed the Eternal's houſe, and the king's 
houſe ; and all that came into his heart 
to make in the Eternal's heaſe, and in his 
own houſe, he proſperouſly eflected. I 
12 And the Eternal appeared to Solo- 
mon by night, ſaying to him, I heard thy 
prayer, and bave-choſen this place to my- 
telf for an houſe of ſacrifice. 13 If I ſhut 
heaven from rainiug, or if I command the 
locuſts to devour the land, or ſend pefit 

lence Smong my people; 14 If my peo- 
ple, called by my name, humble them- 
ſelves, and pray, and ſeek my face, and 
turu from their wicked ways; then Will 
I hear from heaven, and forgive their fin, 
1; Now wine eyes 
Gall be open, and mine ears attentive to 
the prayer made in this place. 16 For 
now I have chofen and ſanctified this 
houſe, that my name, and mine eyes, and 
my heart, ſhall be their perpetually. 17 
And, it thou wilt walk before me, as Da- 
vid thy father did, doing all I commanY- 
ed thee, oblerviag my ſtatutes and judg- 
ments; 18 Then I will eſtabliſh the 
throae of thy kingdom, as I covenanted 
with David thy father, ſaying, Thou 
ſhalt not want an heir to rule in Iſrael. 
19 Bat, if ye turn away, and forſake my 
ſtatutes, and commandments, I ſet before 
you, and go ſerve other gods, to worſhip 
20 Then I will root them out of 
my land T gave them ; and this houſe, 
that I ſanctiſied for my name, will I caſt 
out of my ſight, and make it a proverb & 
a by-word among all nations, 21 This 
high houſe ſhail be au aftonithment tv e- 
very one that paſſeth by it; ſo that be 
ſball ſay, Why hath the Eternal done: 
thus to this land, and this people? 2% 
And one hall ſay, Becauſe they ferſook 
the Eternal God. of their fathers, whe

brought them out of Egypt, and followed 
other gods, worſhipped and ſerved them; 
therefore hath he brought all this evil u- 
pon them. : . 
VIII. Solomon's buildings. : 
OW, at the, end of twenty years, 
wherein Solomon was building the 
Eternal's houſe, and his own, 2 He built

the cities which Huram reſtored, and 


cauſed the Iſraelites to dweil there. 3 
He alſo went to Hamethzobah, and pre- 
vailed againſt it. 4 And he built Tad- 


mor in the wilderneſs, with all his ſtore- 


cities in Hamath. 5 He alſo built the 
upper and the nether Beth-horon, fenced 
cities, with walls, gates, and hars; 6 


And Baalath, and all the ſtore- cities that 


he had, and all the chariot- cities, & thoſe 
of i- £ horſemen, and all that he defired 


to build in Jerutalem, and in Lebanon, & 


through all his dominion. 3 

7 All that were left of the Hittites, 
and the Amerites, and the Perizzites, and 
the Hivites, and the ſebuſites, 8 The 


 Caraanites children, who were not de- 


ſtreyed, but left in the land, Solomon 
made to pay tribute until this day. 9 


But of the Iſraelites Solomon made no 


ſervants, for his work ; for they were 
warriors, the chiefs of his captains, and 
governors of his chariots and horſemen. 
10 The chief of his officers, were two 
hundred and fifty, that bare rule over 
the people. 

11 And Solomon, brought Pharaoh's 
daughter from the city of David to the 
houſe he built for her; for he ſaid, My 
wife thall not dwell in the houſe of Da- 
vid king of lirael, becauſe the places are 
holy whereunto the ark of the Eternal 


hath come. 


12 Then Solomon offered burnt-coffcr- 


ings to the Eternal on the Eternal's altar, 


before the porch; 13 Even a certain 
rate every day, according to the com- 
mand of Moles, on the ſabbaths, the new- 
moons, and ſolemn feaſts, three times in 
a year, even in the feaſt of unleavened 
bread, the paſſover, and in the feaſt of 
pentecost, or ſeven weeks after it, and 
in the feaſt of tabernacles. 

14 And he appointed, according to 
David his father's order, the prieſts courſes 
to their ſervice, and the Levites to their 
charges. to praiſe and miniſter before the 


prietts, as every day's duty required; the 


porters alſo by their courſes at every gate; 
as David the man cf God commanded. 
15 Aud they departed not from the king's 
command to the prieſts and Levites, con- 
ceraing no matter, nor the treaſnres. 16

Solomen s fame, ſhe came to him 
with hard queſtions at Jeruſalem, with 2 
very great retinue, and came)s beating 
ſpices, and gold in abundance, and pre- 
cious tunes: and being come to him, the

her heart. 2 And Solomon told her all 
her, queftions ; nothing being hid from 
him which he told ber not. 3 And ſte- 
ing bis wiſdom, and the heufe he built, 
4 Aud the meat of his table, and the ſit. 
ting of his ſeryauts, and the | attendance 
of his waiter:, with their apparel; his 
cup-bearcrs alſo, and theirs; and his a- 
ſcent into the Eternal's houſe ; ſhe could 
not expreſs her 2dmiratien. 

5 And ſhe ſaid to him, It was a true 
report I heard in mine own land bf thine 
acts, and of thy wiſdom; 6 Yet I be- 
lieved it not, till I came and ſaw; and 
lo, the ene half of thy wiſdom was not 
told me; for thou exceedeſt the fame 1 
heard. 7 Happy are thy men, and hap» 
py theſe thy ſervants, who ſtand continu- 
ally before thee, and hear thy wiſdom. 8 
Bleſſed be the Eternal thy God, who de- 
lighteth in thee, to ſet thee on his throne, 
to be king tor himſelf; becauſe thy God 


loveth Ifrael, to eſtabliſh them perpetu- 


ally, there ſore he made thee king over 
them, to do judgment and juſtice, 9 
And ſhe gave the king an hundred and 


twenty talents of gold, and great abun-: 


dances of ſpices, and precious ſtones; 
there was no ſuch ſpices as ſhe gave him. 
10 Huram's and Solomon's ſervants, who 
brought gold from Ophir, brought allo 
algum-trees, and precious ftones. 11 And 
the king made of the incorraptible al. 
mug- trees terraces to the Eternal's houte. 
and te the king's palace, and harps and 
pſalteries for fingers; there was none 
tuch ſeer before in the, land of Judah. 
12 And he gave her all her defire, which 
ſhe aſked, the recompenſe for what Ihe 
had brought to the king. So flic turned & 
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Chap. IX. 


went a to her own land with her ſer- 
vans. 

33 Now: the weight of gold that came 
to S lomon in one year was fix hundred 
zn ſixty-ſix talents, 14 Beſidtes whit 
traders and merchants brought: and all 
the kings of Arabia, and governors of the 
Guntry, brought gold and fiiver to him. 

15 And he made two hundred targets 
of Daten gold : Ex hundred mekels of 

eaten gold were one target. 16 And 
three hundred ſhields of beaten gold: 
three hundred Mekels were one ſhield: & 
he put chem in the houſt of the foreſt 
trees of Lebanon. 

1% Moreover, he made a great ivory 
Pens, aud overlaid it with pure gold. 
13 Aud there were fix ſteps to it, with a 
Hotttool of gold, faſtened to it, and ſtays 
on each fide of the ſitting- place, and two 
lions ttanding by the ſtays; tg And 
twelve: lions ſtood there on each fide up- 
on the fix ſteps : there was nothing ſuch 
made in any kingdom. 

2 A1d all his drinking-veſſels were of 
gold, and all theſe of the houte of the fo- 
tet of Lebanon of pure gold; none were 
of i'ver ; it was of no account in the days 
of $.01n00, 21 For the king's ſhips 
went to Parſhiſh with Huram's ſervants; 
one every three years they returned, 
bringing gold, fiiver, ivory, apes, and pea- 
cooks. 22 And he ſurpatled all the kings 
of the earth in riches and wiſdom.

20 He took alto the ciptains of 
hundreds, the nobles, governors of the 
people, and all the people of the land, 
who brought the king from the Eternal's 
houſe, and through the high gate to the 
king's houſe, and ſet him on the throne 
of the kingdom. 21 And all the people 
of the land rejoiced; and the city was 
quiet, when they had ſain Athaliah. 

XXIV. Yeah reigns well ut jirft. 

OASH when ſeven years old began to 

reign; and reigned forty years in Je— 
ruſalem; his mother's name alſo was Zi- 
beah of Beerſheba. 2 And he did right 
before the Eternal all the days of. Jchoia-

Eternal's ler cant, and of tne con- 
gregetion of Tiracl, for tre tabernacle ef 
witneſs? 7 For wicked Athaliah's ſons 
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h-d broken open God's houſe; and alſo 
prepared ail the dedicated things of the 
Eternal's houſe, tor Baalim. 8 New the 
king commanding, they made a chef 
and ſet it without, at the gate of the E. 
ternal's houie. 9 They made alfo a pro. 
clamation through Judah and Jeruſalem 
to bring in to the Eternal's houſe the col. 
lection Moſes, God's ſervant, laid upon 
-Tirael in the wilderneis. ro Then all the 
prinees and people rejoiced, and brought, 
and caſt into the cheſt, till they had f. 
niſned. 21 Now when the cheſt wa 
brought into the king's office by the Le. 
rites, when they faw therein much mo. 
ney, the king's ſcribe and the high prieſt 
officer came and emptied it, and then 
carried it ts its place again. Thus they 
cid day by day, and gathered money a. 
bundantiy. 12 Which the king and je. 
hoiada gave to ſuch as did the work of 
the Eternal's houſe, and hired maſons and 
carpenters to repair it, and alſo ſuch x 
wrought iron and braſs to mend it. 1356 
the workmen wrought, and the work ww 
made firm by them, and they ſet God's 
houſe in its ſtate, and ſtrengthened it. 14 
And having finiſhed it, they brought the 
reſt of the money before the king and Je. 
boiada, whereof were made veſſels for the 
Eternal's houie, to minitter, & to offer, & 
ſpoons, and veftels of gold and filver ; and 
they offered burvt-oficrings in the Eter- 
nal's houſe continually all the days of Je- 
hoiada, 5 

15 But Jehoiada waxed old, and being 
an hundred and thirty years eld, he dud. 
1s And they buried him in the city of 
David among the kings, becauſe he had

17 Now after his death, the princes ef 
Judah came, and bowed to the king; 
wu hearkened to them. 18 And they 
forſook tie houſt of the Eteinai God of 
teu ares, and {erved groves and idol; 
ſo wrath cane on Judah and Jeruſalen 
ior this their treipaſs. 19 Yet he lent 
proph: ts to them, to bring them again!:

Now the Spirit of Cod came on Zeche 
riah ſon of fchoiadu the priett, who Reo 
above the people, nd ſiid to them, Thi 
faith God, Way 1ranſgreſs ye the com 
mands of the Eterr.al? ye cant proſper 
becauſe ye have foiſaken the Eternal, b 
hath alio firiaken you. 21 Dui they 
cCompires -,ainft him, and ſtoned him, 2 
the King's command, in the court of ti 
Eternal's houſe. 22 Thus king Joaſh rt 
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membered not the kindneſs Jehoiada h's 
father did to him. but ſlew his fon ; who 

dying, faid, The Eternal look upon it, & 
equire it. 


23 Now at the year's end, the hoſt of 


Syria came againft him, to Judah and 
ſetulalem, and deftroyed all the princes 
of the people from ameng them, and ſent 
their ſpoil to the king of Damaſcus. 
4 For the Syrians army came with a 
ſmall body of men, but the Eternal de- 
lirered a very great hoſt into their hand, 
hecauſe they had ferſaken the Eternal 
God of their fathers; fo they executed 
judgment againſt Joaſh. 25 Arid when 
they departed from him, (leaving him in 
great diteates, } his own ſervants conſpir- 
ed againſt him for the blood of Jehoiada 
the prieſt's ſons, and flew him on his bed; 
ſo he died: and they buried him in the 
city of David; but not in the ſepulchres 
of the kings.

27 Concerning his ſons, and the great- 
neſs of the burdens upon him, for repair- 
inz the houſe of God, behold, they are 
written in the hiffory of the book of 
Kings: and Amaziah his ſon reigned in 
his ſtead. 

XXV. Amaziab reigns well at fir}t. 
K was twenty-five years old 

when he began to reign, and he 
reigned twenty-nine vears in Jeruſalem ;

68 And ſome. of the chief fathers, 
when they came to the Eternal's houſe 
at Jeruſalem, offered freely for God's 
houſe, to ſet it up in its place: 69 Giv- 
ing. according to their ability, to the 
treaſure of the work, ſixty- one thouſaud 
drams of gold, and five thouſand drams 
of ſilver, and one. hundred prieſts gar- 
ments. Jo So the prieſts and the Levites, 
and ſome of the people, and the fingers, 
and the porters, . and the Nethinims, 
dwelt in their cities, & all thoſe of Iſrael 
in their cities, | 

III. The temple's foundations laid. 
2 when the ſeventh month ap- 

proached, after the Iſraelites were 
in their cities, the people aſſembled as 
one man to ſeiuſaletu. 2 Then ſtood up 
Joſhua, ſon of Jozadak, and his brethren 
the prieſts, and. Zerubbabel fon of Sheal- 
tiel, and his brethren, builded the altar 
of the God of Iſrael, ts offer burnt-offer- 
ings therein, as it is written in the law of 
Moſes the man of God. 3 As ſoon as 
they ſet the altar upon its baſes, (becauſe 
the fear of the people of thoſe countries 
was upon them), they offered burut · offer- 
ings thereon to the Eternal, morning and 
evening; 4 They kept alſo the feaſt of 
tabernacles. as it is written, (Exod. xxiii. 
16.) and offered the daily burnt-offerings 
by number, according to cuſtom, as the 
duty of every day.required; 5 And after 
that the continual burnt- offering, and the 
conſeciated things of the new moons, & 
of all the ſet feats of the Eternal, and of 
every one that offered a free- will offering 
ta, the Eternal. 6 From the firſt day of 
the ſeventh month he began to offer. 
burnt-offerings to the Eternal, when the

ſoundation of his temple was not laid. 7 


They gave money alſo to the mafon+ and 
carpenters; and meat, and drink, and oil 


to the Zidoniant and the Tyrians, to 
bring cedar trees from Lebanon to the 
ſea at Joppa, zecording to the licence of 
Cyrus Ling of Perfia to them. 

8 Now, in th: ſecond year of their 


eoming to the place of the houſe of God 


at Jernſalem, in the ſecond month. Ze- 
rubbabel, ſon of Sheaiticl, and Jeſhua 
ſon of Jozadak. and the reſt of their bie- 
thren the prieſts and Levites, with all 
that were come out of the captivity to 
Jeruſalem, began, and appointed the Le- 
vites, from twenty years old and upwerd, 
to ſet forward the work of the Eternal's 
houſe. 9 So ſeſhua, with his ſons and 
brethren, Kadmiel and his fons, the fons 
of Judah, ſtood together, to preſide over 
the workmen of the houſe af God, with 
the ſons of Henadad, their ſons and bre- 
thren the Levites. 10 And when the 
builders laid the foundation of the Eter- 
nal's temple, they ſet the prieſts in their 
Tobes with trumpets, and the Levites, the 
ſons of Aſaph, with cymbals, to praiſe 


the Eternal, after the ordinance of David 


king of Iſrael. 11 Who replied to one 
another by courſe, in praiſing and giving 
thanks to the Eternal; becauſe he is vas 
for his mercy endureth for ever to Iſrael. 
And all the people ſhouted with a loud 
noiſe in praiſing the Eternal, for the foun- 
dation of the houſe being laid. 12 But 
many of the prieſts, Le-ites, and chief 
fathers, that were elders, who had feen 
the firft houte,” when the foundation cf 
this houſe was laid, wept aloud, and ma- 
ny ſnouted aloud for joy. 13 So that the 
people could not diſcern the noife of the 
ſhout of joy from the noite of wer ping, 
though the people ſhouted ſo loud that 
the noife was heard afar off.

OV when the Samaritans, adverſa- 
ries of Judah and Benjamin, heard 
that the captives builded the temple to 
the Eternal God of Iſrael, 2 They came 
to Zerubbabel, and the chief fathe:s. avid 
raid to them, Let us build with you; tor 
we {eck your God as ve do, to whom we 
ſacrifice ſince the days of Eſar-haddon 
king of Aſſyria, who trought us up hi- 
ther. 3 But Zerubbabel, Jeſhua, and the 
reſt of tie chief fathers of Iſrael ſaid to 
them, Ve bave nothing to do with us o 
build an altar to our Co!; but ve 
ourſelves together will build to the F- 
ternal God of lirae], as king Cyrus kirg 
ef Pert2 commanded us. 4 Theu tie

people of the land weakened the bauds 
of the people of Judah, and trouvkd 
them in building. 5 And bired counſel. 
lors againſt them, to fruſtrate their par- 
poſe al! the days of Cyrus and Cambiſer 
kings of Perſia, even until the 'reipniof 
Darius Hyſtafpis King of Perſia 6 And 
in the beginning of the reign o Ahafue. 
ras, they wrote him an accuſation againſt 
the inhabitants of Judah and Jeruſalem. 
7 And in the days of Artaxerxes, Biß 
lam, Mithredath, Tabeel, and the reſt of 
theit companions wrote to him; and the 
letter was written in the Seruwritan$y. 
rian, and in the Syrian tongue. 8 Re. 
hum the chancellor, and Sbimſttai the 
ſcribe, wrote a letter againſt feruſalem 
to Artaxerxes the king in this fort. 9 
With the reſt of their companions; the 
Dinaites, the Apharſatkohites, the Tar. 
pelites, the Apharſites, the Arche vites, 
the Babylonians, the Suſanehites, the De- 
havites, and the Elamites, 10 With the 
reſt of the nativns whom the great and 
noble Aſnapper brought over, and ſet in 
the citics of Samaria, and the reſt on this 
ſide the Euphrates, and at fuck à time. 
rr This is the copy of the lettei they 
-ſent to king Artaxerxes: Thy ſervants 
the men on this ſide the river, and at ſuch 
a time. 12 Be it known to the king, 
that the Jews who came from thee to us 
are come to us, building the rebellious & 
bad city, having ſet up the walls, and 
joined the foundations. 13 Be it knowa 
now to the king, that if this city be built, 
and the walls ſet up again, they will not 
pay toll, tribute, and cuſtom, whereby 
thou ſhalt endamage the revenue of the 
kings. 14 Now, becayfe we have main- 
tenance from the King's palace, and it 
was not meet for us to fee the king's di- 
honour, therefore have we ſent and cer- 
tified the king, 15 That the book of the 
records of thy farhers may be ſcarched, 
where thqu malt find aud know that this 
is a rebellious city. and hurtful to kings 
and provinces, and that they moved fedi- 
tion within it of old, for which it was de- 
raved. 16 We catify the king, that it 
this city be bullded again, and its walls 
tet up, by tie means thou ſuhalt have go 
port ien on this fide the river. | 
17 Then the king ſept as anſwer !9 
Rehum the chancellor, aud to Sbimſha!

time made inſugrection againſt kings, and 
that rebellion and ſedition have been 
therein. 20 There have been mighty 
kings alſo over Jeruſalem, who ruled over

To king Darius, be all peace, 8 Be it 
known to the king, that we went into the 
piovince of Judea, to the houſe of the 
great God, which is builded with great 
ſtones, and timber is laid in the walls, and 
this work goeth faſt on, and proſpereth in 
tier hands. 9 Then we aſked thoſe el- 


ders. faying thus to them, Whoa com- 


manded you to buil] this houſe, and make 
up theſe walls? 10 We aſked their names 
allo, that we might write the chief of 
them, to certify thee, 11 And thus they

To cruih the Aflyrian in my land, on my 
mountains to tread him under foot; then 
ſhall his yoke and his burden depart from 
them. 26 This purpole is purpoted upon 
the whole earth, and this power is exten- 
ded over all the nations. 27 Fer the E- 
ternal of hoſts decreed, and who ſhall diſ- 
annul it? his hand is ſtretched out, and 
who ſhall turn it back?

8 For the cry encompatteth 
Moab's borders,their howliag reacheth to 
Eglaim, and her wailing to Beer-elim. 9 
Yea the waters of Dimon ſhall be yet full 
of blood; yet L will bring more evils on 
Dimon, on him that eſcaped of Moab and 
Ariel, on the remnant of Admah. | 
XVI. NMoab exhorted. 
END the tribute lamb to the ruler of 
the land, from Sela of the wilderneſs 
to» mount Zion. 2 And as wandering 
birds, driven from the nest, io the Moab- 
ites Shall be at Arnon's fords. - 3 Impart 
counſel, interpoſe with equity; make thy 
Shadow as the night in the noon-day ; 
hide the outcasts, diſcover not him who 
flies. 4 Let Moab's outcasts ſojourn with 
thee, (O Zion); be thou a covert to them 
from the destroyer: for the opproſſor is 
gone, the ſpeiler ceaſeth, the oppreflors 
are perished out of the land.

I7 O Eternal, why haſt thou ſuffered

'hearts from thy fear? Return, for thy 


ſervants ſake, for the tribes of thine inhe- 
ritance. 18 It is little that they have ta- 


ken poſſeflion of thy holy mountain; that 


our adverſaries trode down thy ſanctuary. 
19 Ve have long been as thoſe whom 
thou haſt not ruled, who have not been 
called by thy name.

17 In thoſe days of the millenium 
they ſhall call Jeruſalem the Eternal's 
throne, to which all the nations ſhall be 
gathered, to the Eternal's name at Jeruſa- 
lem: neither ſhall they walk any more 
atter the imagination of their evil heart, 
18 In thoſe days the family of ſudah fhall 


walk with that of Iſrael, and they thall 


corae together from the land of the north 
to the land that I gave for an inheritance 
to your fathers. 
] put thee among the children, and give 
thee the pleaſant land, the goodly poſf-(- 
ſion of the hoſts of the nations; now I ſay, 


Thou ſhalt call me, My father; and not 


turn away from me. 15 
25 Surely as a wife treacherouſly de- 
parteth from ker huſband, ſo ye dealt 
treacherously with me, O houſe of Iſrael, 
ſalth the Eternal. 2t A voice was heard 
of weeping on the high places, the ſuppli- 


6ation'of the Ifraelites, for they had per- 


vetted their wax, and they had forgotten 
the Eternal their Ged. 22 Return ye 
backfliding children, and I will heal your 
backſlidings. Say, Behold we come to thee, 
tor thou art tne Eternal our God. 23 
Truly in vain is ſalvation hoped for from 
the hills, and the multitude of mountanis, 
1dols 97 kings; truly in the Eternal our God 
is the ſalvation of Iſrat l. 24 For'our in 
can ame, hath devoured the fruits 
of our fathers labour from our youth; 


their Rocks and their herds, their ſons & 


their daughters. 25 We ly down in our 
ſhame, and our confuſion covereth us; be- 
caute we ourſelves finned againſt the E- 
tornal our God, as well as our fathers, from 
dur youth even to this day, and have not 
obsyed the Kternal our God's voice. 
IV. Promiſes and threatunings. 
F thou wilt return, O {irael, ſaith the 
te Eternal, thou mayeſt return to 
me; for if thou wilt put away th ne abomi- 
nations out of my ſight, ſhalt thou not re- 
move.

Chap. IV. 


3 For this ſaith the Eternal to the 
men of Judah and Jeruſalem, Break up 
your fallow ground, and ſow not among 
thorns of idolatry and vice. 4 Circumciſe 


yourſelves to the Eternal, taking away the 


foreſkins of your heart, ye men of Judah 
and inhabitants of Jeruſalem ; leſt my 
fury come forth like fire, and burn, that 
none can queach it, becauſe of your evil 
doings. 5 Declare ye in Judah, and pub- 
lim in Jeruſalem, faying, Blow ye the 
trumpet in the land; proclaim, ſawing, 
Aſſemble yourſelves, and let us go into the 
fenced cities. 6 Set up the ſtandard toy 
wards Zion; get together, ſtay not; for 
I will bring evil from the north, and a 
great deſtruction. 7 The lion king 
is tome up from his thicket, and the 
deſtroyer of nations is on his way; from 
his place, to make thy land deſolate; 
ard thy cities waſte without inhabi- 
tant. 8 For this gird you with ſack- 
cloth, lament and howl; becauſe the E- 
ternal's fierce anger is not turned from us. 
9 On that day, faith the Eternal, the 
kings courage ſhall periſh, and the heart 
of the princes : and the prieſts ſhall be aſ- 
toniſhed, and the prophets ſhall wonder. 
10 Then fait I, Ah, Eternal God, ſurely 
thou hait ſuffered this people, and Jeruſa- 
lem, to be greatly deceived by falle pro- 
phets, ſaying, Ye ſnall have peace, where- 
as the {word reacheth to the very life. 11 
At that time it ſhall be ſaid to this peo- 
ple and Jeruſalem, A burning wind from 
the high places in the wilderneſs toward 
the daughter of my people, not to fan, nor 
to purify. 12 Even a wind full of evil 
from thoſe places ſhall come; now alſo 
I w1!l give orders for its ſcorching. 13 
Behold the enemy ſhall come up as%louds, 
and his chariots hall be as a whaclwind : 
his horſes are ſwitter than eagles. Wo to 
us! for we are ſpoiled. 14 0 Jeruſalem, 
wath thine heart from wickcdn?'s, that 
thou mayeſt be ſaved : how long ſhall chy 
vain thoughts lodge within thee? 15 For 
a voice declareth from Dan, and publiſh- 
eth affliction from mount Ephraim. 16 
Mention ye to the nations; lo, publiſh a- 
gainſt Jeruſalem, that heſi-gers come from 
a for cConnt!y, ani utter thr i: Vulce a- 
gain rhe cities of Judah. I7 As k. ep- 
ers of a field they enccmpals her; becauſe 
{he hath been rebellious againſt me, ſaith 
the Eternal. 18 Thy wickedneffes hath 
procured thee theſe things to thee - it is 
ſo bitter that it reacheth to thine heart. 
19 O my bowels, my bowels! I am 
pained at niy very heatt; my heert makes 
a volfe in me; I cannot be filent, hace 
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Chap. V. 


thou heardſt, O my ſoul, the trumpets 
ſound, the alarm of war. 20 Deſtruction 
upon deſtruction is cried ; for the whole 


„land is ſpoiled ; ſuddenly are my tents 
ſpoiled, and my curtains in a moment. 21 


How long ſhall I ſee the ſtandard, and 
hear the trumpets found? 22 For my 
people are tooliſh, they know me not; 
they are ſottiſh, having none underſtan- 
ding : they are wiſe to do evil, but have 
no knowledge to do good. 23 I beheld 


our land being vacant and void; and our 


heavens having no light 24 I bcheid the 
mountains, tbe mighty, trembling, and all 
the hills moving 1iwittly. 25 I beheld 
and, lo, there was no man, and all the 
fowls of the air were fled. 26 I beheld, 
the fruitful field a wilderneſs, and all its 
cities broken down at the Eternal's pre- 
ſence, by his fierce anger. 27 For the 
Eternal ſaid, The whole land ſhall be de- 
ſolate ; yet I will not make a full end. 28 
For this ſhall the land mourn, and the 
heavens above be black: becauſe I ſpoke 
it, I purpoſed it, and will not repent, or 
turn back from it. 29 At the noiſe of 
the horſemen and bowmen, the whole ci- 
ty ſhall flee; and go into thickets, and 
climb on the rocks: every city ſhall be 
forſaken without inhabitant. 30 And 


when thou art waſted what wilt thou do? 


Tho? thou clotheſt thyſelf with crimſon, 
and deckeſt thee with oinaments of gold, 
tho? thou teareſt thine eyes with painting. 
in vain ſhalt thou make thyſelf comely: 
the doters will deſpiſe thee and ſeek thy 
life. 31 For J heard a voice like that of 
a parturient woman, anguiſh like her 
that brings forth a firſt- born; the voice 
of Zion's inhabitants bewaäiling herſelf, 
ſpreading her hands, ſaying, Wo is me 
now ! for my life is exhauſted with mur- 
derers. 


V. God's judgments on the Jews. 
O about in ſeruſalem's itreets, look 
now, and ſ-ck its broad ways, and 
know, if ye can find any men, that exe- 
cutes judgment, and feeks the truth, and 
I will pardon it. 2 Even they ſay, As the 
Eternal liveth, yet they ſwear falſely. 3 
O Eternal, are not thine eyes on the truth? 
thou haſt ſmitten them, but they grieved 
not; thou haſt conſumed them, but the 
reſt refuſed to receive correction: they 
made their faces harder than a reck ; & 
refuſed to return. 4 Therefore I faid, 
Surely theſe are poor; being wicked or 
foolifh : as they conſider not the Eternal's 
way, nor their God's judgments. 5 Then 
I taid, I will go to the great men, & {peak 
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te them; for they have known the Eter- 
nal's ways, and their God's judgment, but 


theſe have altogether broken the yoke of 


the law, and burſts its bonds. 6 There- 
fore'a lion of the foreſt ſhall ſlay them, 
and the evening wolf ſhall ſpoil them, a 
leopard ſhall watch over their cities; e- 
very one that goes out, ſhall be torn in 
pieces; becauſe their tranſgreſſions are 
many, and their backſlidings increaſed, 

7 How ſhall I pardon thee for this? thy 
children have forſaken me, and ſworn b 
them that are no gods; when fed them 
to the full they committed wheredom, & 
aſſembled by troops in the barlots houſes. 
$ They were as fed horſes in the morning, 
every one neighed after his neighbours 
wife. 9Shall I not puniſh for theſe things, 
ſaith the Eternal; and my foul be aven- 
ged on ſuch a nation as this? 

10 Aſcend her walls, and deſtroy, but 
make not a full end; take away her bat- 
tlements; for they are not the Eternal's. 
11 For Iſrael and Judah have dealt very 
treacherouſly againſt me, ſaith the Eternal. 
12 They lie againſt the Eternal in this 
manner; it will not be he, it will not be he, 
no evil ſhall come upon us, we ſhall nei- 
ther ſecſiword noi famine. 13 But the falſe 
prophets ſhall become wind for the word 
of God isi not in them; thus ſhall it be done 
te themſelves. 14 Therefore thus ſaith 
the Eternal God ot hoſts, Becauſe ye ſpeak 
this thing, behold I will make my words 
in thy mouth fire, to devour this people as 
wood, 15 Lo, I will bring a nation u- 
pon thee from atar, O Ifrael, ſaith the E- 
ternal: a mighty and ancient nation, 
whoſe language thou knoweſt not. 16 
Their quiver is an open ſepulchre, they 
are all mighty men. 17 And they ſhall 
eat up thine harveſt, and thy bread which 
thy ſons and thy daughters ſhould est; 
and thy Rocks and thine herds; thy vines. 
& thy fg-trees; they ſhall impoverith tb 
fenced cities, wherein thou truſtedit, with 
the ſword. 18 But yer in thoſe days, 
ſaith the Eternal, I will not make a full 
end of you. 

19 And when they ſhall ſay, Why dcth 
the Kternat our God all theſe things te us? 
then thou halt anſwer, Like as ye have for- 
taken bim, & ſerved ſtrange gods in your 
land, ſo shallyeſervefſtrangersin a land that 
is noc yours. 20 Declare in Jacob's houſe, 
& publish in Judah, faying. 21 Hear this 
now, O. fool'sh people, without underſtan- 
ding; who have eyes, but ſee not; & 
ears, and hear not; 22 Will ye not fear 
me, ſaith the Eternal, and tremble at my 
preſence who placed the ſands for the f:23

boundary by a perpetual decree, that it 
cannot pals it ; tho* its waves toſs and 
roar; yet they cannot prevail nor paſs o- 
ver it. 23 But this people hath an unru- 


ly and rebellious heart; they are revolted 


and gone away. 34 Neither ſay they in 
their heart, Let us now fear the Eternal 
our God, that giveth both the former & 
the latter rain, in its ſeaſons, who reſerves 
to us the appointed weeks of the harveſt. 

25 Your iniquities have turned away 
theie things, and your fins have with-hol- 
den good things from you. 26 For a- 


mong my people, wicked men are found: Wery old. 
they lay wait as the fowler ſetteth ſnares, 


letting a trap, they catch men. 2) As a 
cage is full of birds, ſo are their houſes 
full of deceit; whereby they are become 
great and waxen rich. 28 They are wax- 
en fat, they are bright, yea, they ſurpaſs 
the deeds of the wicked heathens; they 
judge not the caule of the fatherleſs, nor 
the rizht of the needy, yet they proſper ; 
29 Shall I not punith for theſe things ? 
ſaith the Eternal: ſhall not my foul be a- 
venged on ſach a nation as this: 

30 A wonderful and horrible thing is 
committed in the land: 31 The prophets 
propheſy falſely, *and the prieſts bear rule 
by their means; and my people love to. 
have it ſo; and what will ye do in the 
end thereof? 

VI. Miſery follows fin. 
YE of Benjamin, aſſemble, to flee 
out of Jeruſalem, blow the trumpet 
in Tekoa, and ſet up a fire fignal in Beth- 
haccerem; for evil appears out of the 
north, and great deſtruction. 2 I com- 


pared Zion's citizens to a Frag and a 
1 


delieate place; 3 To which the shep- 
herds with their flocks shall come, and 
pitch their tents by it around, and feed 
each in his place. 4 Prepare ye war a- 
cainſt it; ariſe, and let up go up at noon. 
Wo to us! for the day goes away, the 
evening shadows are ſtretched out. 5 A- 
riſe, let us go by night, and deſtroy her 
palaces. | | 

6 For thus the Eternal God of hoſts 
i211, Hew ye down trees, and caſt a mount 
against Jeruſalem ; this is the city to be 
viſited, all that is within it being oppreſ- 
fon. 7 As a fountain ſends out its wa- 
ters, ſo doeth she her wickedneſs > vio- 
lence and ſpoil is heard in it; before me 
continually is grief and wounds. 3 Be 
thou instructed, O Jeruſalem, lest my 
en depart from thee; lest I make thee 
deiolaite, a land not inhabited. 

9 Thus faith the Eternal God of hosts, 
They shall thoroughly glean the remnant 
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of Iſrael as a vine: turn back thine hand 
as a grzpe-gatherer into the baſkets. 10 
To whom ſhall I ſpeak and give warning, 
that they may hear? Lo, their ear is un- 
circumciſed, they cannot hearken; be- 
hold, the werd of the Eternal is to them 
a reproach; they have no delight in it. 
11 Therefore I am full of the fury of the 
Eternal; I am weary of containing, I 
will pour it out on the youths in the 
ſtreet, and on the young men conſulting 
together : for even the huſband with the 
wite shall be taken, the aged with the 
12 And their houſes shall be 
turned to others, together with their 
fields and wives; for I will ſtretch out 
mine hand upon the land's inhabitants, 
ſaith the Eternal. 13 For from the leaſt 
even to the greateſt of them, every one is 
given to covetouſneſs; and from the pro- 
785 even to the prieſt, every on deals 
alſely. 14 They healed alſo the reach 
of my people slightly, ſaying, Peace, peace, 
when there is no peace. 15 Were they a- 
Shamed when they committed abomina- 
tion? No, not at all, neither could they 
blush ; therefore they shall fall among 
thoſe that fall: when J viſit them they 
shall be cast down, ſaith the Eternal. 16 
Thus faith the Eternal, Stand ye in the 
ways and ſee, and aſk for the old paths, 
where 1s the good way, and walk there- 


in, and ye shall find reſt for your ſouls, 


But they ſaid, We will not walk therein. 
17 Allo I ſet watchmen over you. ſay- 
ing, Hearken to the trumpet's ſound. 
But they ſaid, We will not hearken. 

18 Therefore hear, ye nations, and 
know, O companies, what shall be upon 
them. 19 Hear, O earth; behold, I will 
bring evil on this people, even the fruit of 
their thoughts, becauſe they hearkened 
not to my words, nor my law, but reject- 
ed it. 20 To what purpoſe cometh in- 
cenſe to me from Sheba, and the ſweet 


cane from a far country ? your burnt-of- 


ferings are not acceptable, nor your facri- 
fices ſweet to me. 21 Therefore thus 
ſafth the Eternal, Lo, I will lay ſtumbling- 
blocks before this people, and the fathers 
with the ſons thall fall upon them: the 
inhabitant and his neighbour ſhall periſh. 
22 Thus fait'; the Eternal, Lo, a people 
comes from the north country, and a great 
nation shall be raiſed from the diſtant 
parts of the earth. 23 They ſhall handle 
bow and ſpear; they are cruel, baving 


no mercy ; their voice roars like the ſea; | 


and they ride on horſes, fet in array, as 
men for war, againſt thee, O citizen of 
Zion. 24 We heard the report thereof; 
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hurt; 


our hands wax feeble ; anguisb had ſeiz- 
ed us, and pain, as of a parturient woman. 
25 Go not into the field, nor walk by the 
way; for the enemy's ſword, and fear is 
on every fide. 

26 O my people. gird thee with ſack- 
cloth, and roll thyſelf in ashes; make 
thee mourning, as for an only fon, moſt 
bitter lamentation ; for the {ſpoiler shall 
ſuddenly come upon us. 27 I ſet thee for 
2 tower and a fortreſs among my people, 
that thou mayeſt know and tiy their way. 
28 They are all very unruly, walking a- 
bout wiih ſlanders; they are like brats 


and iron; they are all corrupters. 29 


The bellows are burnt, the lead conſum- 


ed by the fire, the founder meiteth in 


vain; for the wicked are not cleared a- 
way, till conſumed. 30 Refule of filver 
shall they be, called; becauſe the Eternal 
hath rejected them. 
VII. 4 call te true repentance. 
HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Eterna!, ſaying, 2 Stand 
at the gate of the Eternal's houſe, and 
proclaim there this word, ſaying, Hear 
the Eternal's word, all ye of Judah, that 
enter in at theſe gates to worship him, 3 
Thus ſaith the Eternal God of hoſts the 
God of Iſrael, Amend your ways and you. 


doings, and I will cauſe „cu to dwell in 


this plhice. 4 Truſt ye not on falſe things, 
faying, The Eternal's temple, the Eter- 
nal's temple, the Eternal's temple, (wil, 
ſave the place, and us in it). For if 3e 
wholly amend your ways and your doings, 
and fully execute juftice hetween a man 
and his neighbour; 6 If ye oppreis not 
the {tranger, and ſatherleſs, and the wi- 
dow, and shed not innocent blood in this 
place, nor go aſter other gods to your 
7 Then I will cauſe you to dwell 
in this place, in the land I gave your fa- 
thers, from age to age. 

8 Lo. ye truſt in falſe things that can- 
rot profit. 9 Will ye ſteal, murder, and 
commit adultery, and ſwear falſely, and 
burn incenſe to Baal, and walk after o- 
ther geds whom ye know not; 10 And 
come to ſtand before me in this houſe 
called by my name, and ſay, We are at 
liberty to do all theſe abominations? IT 
Is this houſe, which is called by my name, 
F ven I indeed have ſeen it, faith the E- 
ternal. 12 But go ye now to Shiloh, 
where I fet the ark for my name at firſt, 
and ſee what I did to it for Iſrael's wick- 
edneſs. 13 And now, becauſe ye have 
done all theſe works, faith the Eternal, 
when I ſpake to you early, but ye would 
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not hearken; and I called you, but ye an. 
fwered not; 14 Therefore I will do to 


this houſe called by my name, wherein ye 


truſt, and to the place which I gave you 


and your fathers, as I have done to Shi. . 


loh. 15 And I will caſt you out of my. 
ſight, at. I caſt out all your brethren, even 
the whole ſeed of Ephraim. 16 Therefore 
pray not at all for this people, nor cry, 
nor make intercefſion to me for them: ſor 
I will not hearken to thee. 

17 Sceft thou not what they do in the 
cities of Judah, and in the ſtreets of Jern. 
ſalem? 18 The children gather wood, 
and the fathers kindie the fire, and the 
women knead their douęh, to make cakes 
to the moon the queer: of heaven, and to 
pour out drinks offerings to other gods, to 
provoke me to anger, 19 And debaſe 
themſelves to the confuſion of their own 
faces. 
God, Lo, mine anger and my fury shall be 
poured out en this place, on man and 
beaſt, and the trees of the field, and the 
fruit of the ground; it shall burn, and 
not be quenched. 

21 Thus fsith the Eternal God of hoſts, 
the Ged of Iſrael, You put your hurnt-of- 


ferings to your ſacrifices, and eat their 


flesh, hee ye onghi not. 22 For I ſpake 
not ſr to your fathers, nor commanded 
them in the day I brought them out of 
Egypt, concerning burnt-offermgs or ſa- 
erifices, as the chief thing. 23 But this 
13 the thing I commanded them fr/?, ſay- 
jag. Obey my voice, and I will be your 
God, and ye shall be my people; & walk 
in all the ways I command you, that it 
may be well with you. 24 But they hear- 
kened not, nor inclined their ear, but 
walked in the counſels and imagination of 
their evil beart, and went backward, and 
not forward. 25 Since the day your fa- 
thers came out of Egypt to this day, I e- 
ven ſert to you all my ſ-rvants the pro- 
phets, and that daily, rifi.g early. 26 
Yet they hearkened not to me, nor in- 
clined their ear, but hardened their neck; 
they did worle than their fathers. 27 
Therefore thou shalt ſpcak all theſe words 
to them; but they will rot hearken to 
thee: thou shalt alſo call them; but they 
will not anſwer thee. 28 But thou shalt 
ſay to them. This is a nation that obeyeth 
not the voice of the Eternal their God, 
nor receives correction; truth is perish- 
ed, being cut off from their mouth. 

29 Cut off thine hair, thy ernament, O 
Jeruſalem, «rd caſt it away, and take up 
a lamentation on the high places; for 
the Eternal hath rejected aud fortaken 


20 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord 
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the generation of his wrath, 30 For Ju- 
dah's poſterity hath done evil in my ſight, 
ſaith the Eternal; they ſet their abomi- 
nations in the houſe called by my name, 
to pollate it. a1 And built the high 


places of Tophet, in the valley of Hin- 


nom's ſon,* to burn their ſons and their 
daughters in the fire Zo Mech, which I 
ſtrictly forebade them. 

32 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
ſaith the Eternal, that it shall no more 
be called Tophet, nor, The valley of Hin- 
nom's fon, but, The valey of Slaughter: 
for they shall bury in Tophet till there 
be no room. 33 And the carcaſes of this 
people ſhall be meat for the fowls of hea- 
ven, and the beaſts of the earth; and 
none ſhall fright them away. 34 Then I 
will cauſe to ceaſe from Judah's cities, 


and from Jeruſalem's ſtreets, the voice of 


mirth and gladneſs, of the bridegroom 
and the bride; for the land ſhall be deſo- 
late. 
VIII. The Jeu calamity for their fins. 
T that time, ſaith the Eternal, they 
ſhall bring the bones of the kings of 
Judah, and thoſe of his princes, and thote 
of the prieſts, and of the prophets, and of 
the inhabitanrs of Jeruſalem, out of their 
graves; 2 And ſpread them before the 
ſun, the moon, and all the hoſt of heaven, 
whom they loved, and ſerved, and follow- 
ed, and ſought, and worthipped: they 
all not be gathered, nor be buried, but 
be for dung on the fate of the earth. 3 
And death ſhall be choſen rather than 
lite by all that remain of this evil family, 
in ail the places whither I have driven 
them, faith the Eternal God of hoſts. 

4 Moreover, thou ſhalt tay to them, 
Thus ſaith the Eternal, Shall they fall, and 
not ariſe? ſhall he turn away, and not 
return? 5 Why then is this people of 
Jeruſalem flidden back by a perpetual 
backfliding ? they hold faſt deceit, they 
refuſe to return. 6 Thezrkencd and heard, 
but they ſpake not aright: no man re- 
pented of his“wickedneſs, ſaying, What 
have I done? every one turned to his 
courie, as the horſe ruſheth into the battle. 
7 Even the ftork in the heavers knows her 
teaſon, and the turtle, the crane, and the 
ina!iow, obſerve the time for their com- 
ing; but my people know not the judg- 
ment of the Eternal. 8 How ſay ve. We 
are wiie, and the law of the Eternal is 
with us? Lo, certainly in vain he made 


it for you; the pen of the ſcribes is in 


vain, 9 The wite men are aſhamed, diſ- 
mayed, and taken: lo, they rejected the 
word of the Eternal; and what wiſdom 
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is in them? to Therefore I will give 
their wives, and their fields to others that 
ſhall inherit them; for every one, from 
the leaſt even to the greateſt, is given to 
covetouſneſs, from the prophet even to the 
prieſt, every one deals filfely. 11 For 
they healed the breach of my people 
ſlightly, ſaying, Peace, peace; when 
there is no peace. 12 Were they a- 
ſhamed when they committed abomina- 
tion? No, not at all, neither could they 
bluſh; therefore ſhall they fall among 
them that fall: in the time of their viſi- 
tation, they ſhall be caſt down, faith the 
Eternal. „ 

13 I will ſurely take them away, ſaith 
the. Eternal: there ſhall he no grapes on 
the vine, nor figs on the fig-tree, and the 
leaf ſhall fade; and the things I gave 
them ſhall paſs from tham. 14 Why fit 
we ſtill? aſſemble, and let us enter into 
the fenced cities and be ſilent there; for 
the Eternal our God hath put vs to 
ſilence. and given us water of gall 
to drink. begauſe we ſinned againſt bim. 
15 We looked for peace, but no good 
came; and for a time of healing, and be- 
hold trouble! 16 The ſnorting of his 
horfes was heard frem Dan; the whole 
land trembled at the neigbing of his ſtrong 
ones: tor they are come, and have de- 
voured the land, with all that is in it; 
the city, with thoſe that dwell therein. 
17 For, lo, I will ſend ſerpents, cock a- 
trices, among you, Which will not be 
charmed, and they ſhall bite you, faith 
the Eternal. 

18 When I won'd comfort myſelf a- 
gainſt ſorrow, my heart is faint in me. 19 
Behold, the voice of the cry of mv people, 
becauſe of them that dwell in a far coun- 
try. Is not the Eternal in Zion? is not 
her King in her, /rying, Why have they 
provoked me to anger with their graven 
images, and with the vanities of ftran- 
gers? 29 The harveſt is paſt, the ſum- 
mer is ended, and we are nat faved. 21 
For the breach of my people I am hurt; 


TI am gloomy, aſtoniſhment hath ſeized 


me. 22 Is there no balm in Gilead? is 
there no phyſician there? why then is 
not the health of the daughter of my pec- 
ple recovered ?. 5 
IX. The Jews fin and miſery lamented. 
that my head were waters, and 
mine eyes a fountain of tears, that I 
might weep day and night for the flain 
of my people! 2 Oh that I had in the 
wilderneſs a lodging-place of travellers, 
that I might leave my people, and retire 
from them! for they are all adulterers, 
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Chap. IX. 


treacherous on the ſolemn day. 3 And 


they bend their tongues like bows for 
lies: but they are not valiant for the 
truth upon the earth: for they proceed 
from evil to evil, and know not me, ſaith 
the Eternal. 4 Let every one be aware 
of his netghbour, and truſt not in any bro- 
ther: for every brother will utterly de- 
fraud, and every neighbour will walk a- 
bout with ſlanders. 5 And they will de- 
lude every one his neighbour, and not 
fpeak truth : they have taught their 
tongue to ſpeak lies, and weary them- 
felves to tommit iniquity. 6 Thine Fa- 
bitation is in the midſt of deceit; thro? 
deceit they refuſe to know me, ſaith the 
Eternal. 7 Therefore thus ſaith the E- 
ternal God of hoſts, Behold, I will try 
them, and prove them; for w! bat ſhall I 
not do for my people 2. 8 Their tongue 
is as an arrow hammered out; it ſpeaks 
decei:: when one ſpeaks peaccably to his 
neighbour with his mouth, in his heart 
he lyeth in wait for him. 

9 Shall I not punish them for theie 
things? ſaith the Eternal; shall not my 
ſoul be avenged on ſuch a nation as this? 
10 For the mountains I will take up. a 
weeping and wailing, even for the paſ- 
tures of the wilderneſs a lamentation, ba- 
cauſe they are burnt up, ſo that none pass 
through them; z neither can man hear the 
voice of the cattle : both the fowls of the 
air and the heaſts are fled away. TI And 
I will make Jeruſalem heaps, and a den ef 
dragons; and the cities of Judah deſolate, 
without inhabitant. 

12 Who is a wiſe man, to underſtand 
this? and to whom the Eternal hath ſpo- 
ken, that he may declare, for what the 
land perisheth and is burnt up like a wil- 
dernels, that none paſſeth through? 13 
For the Eternal ſaith, Pecauſe they have 
forſaken my law I ſet before them, and 
not obeyed my word, nor walked there- 
in; 14 But walked after the imagina- 
tion of their own heart, and after Baalim, 
which their fathers taught them; 15 
Therefore thus ſaith the Eternal God of 
hoſts, the God of Iſrael, Behold, I will 
feed this very people with wermwood, & 
give them water of gall to drink. 16 J 
* ill ſcatter them alſo among the heathen, 
whom neither they nor their fathers 


knew; and tend a {word after them, till 


I have contumed them. 

17 Thus faith the Eternal God of hofts, 
Conhder, and call the mourning women, 
and ſend for wiſe ones; 18 Let them alſo 
make haſte, and let them take up a la- 
mentation for us; let our own eyes alio 
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cauſe ha tears to run down, and our eye- 
lids the water to flow. 19 For a voice 
of wailing is heard from Zion, How are 
we ſpoiled! we are greatly confounded 
becauſe we have forſaken the land, as our 
dwellings have caſt us eut. 20 Now 
hear the word of the Eternal, ye women, 
& let your ear receive it from his mouth, 
and teach your daughters wailing, and e- 
very one her neighbour lamentation: 21 
For death is come up, into our windows, 
and entered inte our palaces, to cut off 
the children from being without, and the 
young men in the ſtreets. 22 Say, Thus 
ſaith the Eternal, Even the carcaſes of 
men $hall fall as dung on the open field, 
and as the tandiuls after the reapers, and 
none shall gather them. 

23 Thus faith the Eternal, Let not the 
wiſe man glory in bis wiſdom, nor the 
mighty in his might, nor the rich in his 
riches: 24 But let him that glories, glo- 
ry in this, that he underſtands and knows 
me, that I am the Eternal who exerciſe 
oriog-kindneGs, Judgment, and righteouſ- 
neſs 1a the earth; for in theſe things I 
delight, faith the Eternal. 

25 Behold, the days come, ſaith the E- 
ternal, that T will punish all who are cir- 
cumciſed with the uncircumciſed : 26 
Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, the Am- 
monites, Moab, WI al] that are in the 
utmoſt corners, that dwell in the wilder- 
nets: for all th: = nations are unciroum- 
cifed, and all Iſrael are uncircumciſed in 
heart. 6 

X. Compariſon of God and idols. 

EAR the Eternal's word to you, 0 
houſe of Iſrael; 2 Thus faith the 
Eternal, Learn not the heathens way, and 
be not diſmayed at the ſigns of heaven; 
for the heathen are diſmayed at them. 3 
ba tue cuſtoms of thoſe people are vain; 
or one cuts a tree in the foreſt (the work 
of an artiſt's hand) with an axc. 4 They 
deck it with ſilver and gold, they faſten 
its parts with nails and hammers, that it 
may not totter. 5 They are ſtraight as 
the palm-tree, but cannot ſpeak ; they 
muſt needs be carried, becauſe they can- 
not go. Be not afraid of them: for they 
can do no evil, neither alſo is there any 
thing in them to do good. 6 For there 
15 none like to thee, O Eternal ; thou art 
great, and tby power is great in might. 7

Who would not fear thee, O King of na- 
tions? for to thee it belongs; for among 


all the wiſe men of the nations, in all their 
kingdoms, there is none like to thee. 8 
But they are altogether ſenſeleſs and ig- 
norant; that wood is vain for inſtruction. 
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Chap. X. I 
9 Silver ſpread into plates is brought from 
Tarshish, and gold from Uphaz, the work 
of the artist's and of the founder's hands; 
blue and purple is their clothing; they 
are all the work of cunning men. 10 
But the Eternal is the living and true 
God, and the everiasting King ; at his 
wrath the earth shall tremble, and the 
nations shall not be able to abide bis in- 


dignation. IT Thus shall ye ſay to them, 


in the Chaldean language, The gods that 
made not the heavens and the earth, 3hall 
perish from the earth, and from under 
tneſe heavens. 12 He made the earth by 
his power. he eſtabljished the world by his 
wiſdom, and Stretched out the heavens by 
his understanding. 13 When he uttereth 
his thundering voice there is a noiſe of 
waters 1n the heavens, he cauſeth the va- 
pours to aſcend from the borders of the 
earth; he makes lightnings with rain, & 
brings forth the wind out of his treaſures. 
14 Every man is too ſenſeleſs to know; 
every founder is ashamed thro? the graven 
image; for his molten image is falſehood, 
there being no breath in them. 15 They 
are vanity, and the work of errors; in 
the time of their viſitation they shall pe- 
rish. 16 The Portion of Jacob is not 
like them; for he is the former of all 
things; and Iſrael is the tribe of his in- 
aeritzace; The Eternai God of hosts is 
his name. ; 

17 Gather thy wares out of the land, 
O-1miabitant of the fortreſs: 18 For thus 
fai the Eternal, Behold I will fling out 
the lands inhabitants, at this time, and 
diſtreis them, that they may know them- 
leives. 

19 Woe is me, for my ruin! my wound 
is grievous: but I laid, Truly, tho? this 
20 My taber- 
nicic is fpoiled, and all my cords are bro- 
ken : my Children are gone out of me, & 
are no more; there is none to ſtretch out 
my tent any mere, and to ſet up my cur- 
| 21 For the paſtors are become 
tenteleſs, they ſcught not the Eternal: 
tierfore they ſhall not proſper, and all 
their ſtoeks ſhall be ſcattered. 22 Lo the 
nuile of the report is come, even a great 
(onmotion from the north country, to 
wake the cities of Judah deſolate, and a 
habitation of dragons. 

23 0 Eternal. knew that the way of 
man is not of himſelf; it is not in man 
that walketh to direct his ſteps. 24 0 
Eternal, correct me, but with meaſure ; 
ve an thine anger, leſt thon bring me to 
nothing. 25 Thou wilt pour out thy fu- 
on the heathen that know thee not,

and on the families that call not on thy 
name : for they have eaten up, devoured 
and conſumed Jacob, and made his habi- 
tation deſolate. | 
XI. God's covenant proclaimed. 
from the Eternal, ſaying, 2 Hear 
ye the words of this covenant, and ſpeak 
to the men of Judah, with the inhabitants 
of Jerufalem, Saying to them, thus 
ſaith the Eternal God of Iſrael, Curſed be 
the man that obeyeth not the words of 
this covenant, 4 Which I commanded 
your fathers at the time I brought: then 
out of Egypt, from the iron furaace, ſay- 
ing, Obey.my voice, and do, according to 
all which I command you: fo ſhall ye be 
my people, and I will be your God; 5 
That I may perform the oath I ſwore to 
your fathers, to give them a land flowing 
with milk and honey, as it is this day. 
Then anſwered I, ſaying, ſo let it be, O 
Eternal: 6 Then the Eternal ſaid to me, 
Proclaim all theſe words in the cities of 
Judah, and in the ſtreets of Jeruſalem, 
laying, Hear ye the words of this cove- 
nant, and do them. 
fied to your fathers, the day I brought 


them out of Egypt, even to this day, & 


diligently proteſting, and ſaying, Obey 
my voice. 8 Yet they obeyed not, nor 
inclined their car, but walked every one 
in the imagination of their evil heart; 
therefore I will bring upon them all the 
threatnings of this covenant which I com- 
manded them todo; but they did them 
not. 9 The Eternal ſaid alſo to me, A 
conſpiracy is found among the men of Ju- 
dah, and the inhabitants of [erulalem. 
10 They are turned back to the i niquities 
of their forefathers, who refuſed to hear- 
ken to my words; and went after other 
gods to ferve them: Iſrael and Judah 
have broken my covenant, I made with 
their fathers. 

12 Therefore thus ſaith the Eternal, 
lo, I will bring evil upon them, which 
they ſhall not he able to eſcape; and tho 
they cry to me, I will not hearken tothem. 
I2 The cities of Judah and the inhabi- 
tatits of feruſalem, may then go and cry 
to the gods, to whom they offer wcenſe;; 
but they ſnal not ſave them at all in 
the time of their trouble. 13 For thou 
haſt as many gods as cities, O Judah: & 
in every itreet of Jeruſalem, ye ſet up al- 
tars to that ſhametul thing Baal; even to 
burn incenſe thereon. 14 Therefore pray 
not thou for this people, not put up a cry 
or prayer for them; for I will not hear 
them when they cry, to me in their trou-

to do in mine houſe, ſecing ſhe hath

goodly fruit: with the noiſe of a great

ef hotts, that planted thee, hath pronoun- 
ced evil againit thee, for the fins of liracl, 


and of ſuszh. which they did of them- 
ſelves, to provoke me to anger by offer- 
ing in cenſe to Baal. N 

18 And the Eternal made me know it, 
thon then ſhewedſt me their doings. 19 
Eur I am like a theep or, an ox, brought 
to the ſlauohter; as I knew not that they 
deviited thus aguinſt me, ſaying, Let us 


pdeſtroy the tree with the fruit, the 2 ð9ðͤ as 


thereof, and let us cut him. off from the 
land of the living that his name -may be 
no more remembered. 20 But O E- 
ternal of hoſts, that judgeſt righteouſly, 
that trieſt the reins, and the heart, bor 
evilt let me ſee thy vengeance on 
them ; forto thee I have diſcovered my 
cauſe. 21 Wherefore thus faith the Eter- 
nal concerning the men of Anathoth that 
ſeek thy life, ſaying, Prophecy not in the 
Eternais name, that thou die not by our 
hand; 22 Thus ſaith the Eternal of hoſts, 
lo, I will puniſh them; the young men 
Mall die by the {word, their ſons and their 
daughters ſhall die by famine; 23 Aud 
there jhall be no remainder of them ; for 
I will bring evil on the men of Anathoth, 
in the year of their viſitation. 
XII. The wickeds profperity their ruin. 
Ik Tous art thou, O Eternal, tho? 
I ſhowd plead with thee; yer let 
me ſpeak to thee of thy judgment-; Why 
doth the wickeds way profper ? why are 
all they fortunate that deal very treach- 
erouſiy? 2 Thou haſt pianted them, yea, 
they have taken root: they grow, vca, 
they yield fruit; thou art near in their 
mouth, but far from their reins. 3 But 
thou O Eternal, ſeeſt me, ani Kaowett me, 
and baſt tied mine heart, toward thee, 
thou wilt pull them out like ſheep for 
the ſlaughter aud prepare then - for the 
day of flaughter. 4 How long iball ti e 
land mourn, and the herbs of every field 
wither, tor their icke dneis that dwell 
therein? the beafts are conumed, and 
the birds; tho? they tay, ite full nut 
ice our lait end. . 
5 It thou haſt run with the footmen, & 
they wearied thee, how canit- thou con-

tend with horſes? and if in the land of 


peace, wherein thou truſtedſt, how wilt 


thou do in the ſwelling of Jordan ? for e. 
ven thy brethren, and thy fathers houſe, 
dealt treacherouſly with thee; yea, they 
called a mu'titude after thee to kill thee; 
belicve them not, tho' they ſpeak fair 
werds to thee. | 

7 I have forfaken mine houſe, I left 
mine heritage; I have given the nation 
once dearly beloved of my ſoul, into the 
hand of ker enemies. 8 Mine heritage is 
to me as a lion in the foreſt ; it crieth out 
againſt me; therefore I hated it. 9 Yea 
it is to me as a ravenous and ſpeckled bird, 
the birds around are againſt her; come 
aſſemble all you wit! beaſts, to devour, 
10 Many paſtors have deſtroyed my vine- 
yard, they have trodden my portion under 
foot, they made my pleaſant portion a de- 
ſolate wilderneſs. 11 And being deſolate, 
it mourns to me; the whole land is made 
deſolate. becauſe no man regards it. 12 
The ſpoilers ate come on all high places, 
thro* the wilderneſs, for the Eternal's 
ſword ſhall devour from the one end of 
the land; to the other no fleſli ſhall have 
peace. . 

13 They ſowed wheat, but ſhall reap 
thorns : they put themſelves to pain, but 
ſhall not profit; and ye ſhall be aſhamed 
of your crops, becauſe of the Eternal“ 
fierce anger. 

14 Thus ſaith the Eternal concerning all 
mine evil neighbours, that touch the inbe- 
ritance I gave my people Iſrael, I wall 
pluck them out of their land, and pluck 
the houſe of ſudah from among them. 15 
And after I have piucked them out I will 
return, and have compaſſion on them, 
and bring each of them again to his 
heritage, and his land. 16 If they will 
diligently learn my peopl s ways, to ſwear 
by my name, As the Eternal liveth; (as they 
taught my people to ſwear by Baal;) then 
ſhall they be built up among my people. 
17 Put it they will not obey, I will utteriy 


pluck up and deſtioy that nation, faith 


the Eternal. 

XII. Figures of future evils. 
1 rich the Eternal to me, Go and 

get thee a linen girdle, and put it 
on thy loirs, withcut letting it come into 
water. 2 And I did ſo. 3 Then the E- 
ternal's commiſſion came to me the ſeccid 
time, ſaying, 4 Go witd thx girdle to 
Euphrates, & hide it there in a hole of the 
rock. s So I went and hid it by Eu- 
pirates. 6 And after many dars, the E- 
ternai said te me, go to the Euphrates, & 
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went, and digged, and took it from the 
place where I hid 1 and, lo, it was 
ſpoited, and uſeleſs. 8 Then the Eternal's 
commiſſion came to me, ſaying, 9 Thus 
faith the Eternal, After this manner will 
I ſpoil Judah' $ pride, and Jerufalem's 
great pride. 10 This wicked people, who 
tefuſe to hear my words, who walk in the 
imagination of their heart, and go after 
other gods, to ſerve and worthip' them, 
ſhall even be as this gizdle, Which is good 
for nothing. 11 For as a girdle is cloſe 
to a man's Joins, ſo I cauſed to be cloſe to 
me all Iſrael and Judah, ſaith the Eter- 
nal; that they might be to me for a peo- 
ple, and a renown, & a praiſe, and an ory 
nament; but they would not hearken. 
12 Therefore | thou . ſhalt ſpeak this 
ward to thém, Thus (ſaith the Eternal 
God of Ifracl, Every bottle ſhall be filled 
with wine; and when they ſhall ſay to 
thee, Do we not certainly know that e- 
very. bottle fhall be filled with wine? 13 
Then thou ſhalt ſay; Thus ſaith the Eter- 
nal, Bzhold, I Will fill all the inhabitants 
of this land, even the kings that ſit upon 
David's throne, and the prieſts, and the 


prophets, and all Jeruſalem's inhabitants, 
with drunkenneſs. 


14 And I will dii- 
perſe them one with another, even the 
fathers and the fons together, ſaith the 
Eternal; I will not have pity, nor ſpare, 
nor have meccy, but deſtroy them. 

15 Hearken ye, and conſider; be not 
haughty: for it is the Eternal who ſpeaks. 
16 Render glory to the Eternal your God, 
before he caule darkneſs of trouble, and 
before your feet ſtumble upon the dark 
mountains, as fugitives, and while ye 
look for light he turn it into the ſhadow 
of death, making it groſs darkneſs. 17 
But if ye will not hearken to this, my 
ſoul ſhall weep in ſecret places for your 
pride; and mine eyes ſhall weep forc, & 
run down: with tears, becauſe the Eter- 
nal's flock is carried away. captive. - 18 
Say to the wag and the queen, Humble 
yourſelves, ſit down: for your principali- 
dies, your fiae crown, ſhall come down. 91 
Ihe ſouthern cities shall be shut up. and 
none shall open them; ſudah shall be 
v-hoily carried away captive, it snall be 
carried away captive two times. 20 
Look up, & behold them that come from 
the north; where is the flock that was 

given thee, thy beautiful Sheep? 21 What 
tu when he «hall punish thee ? wilt thou 
(unce thou haſt taught THERE ceptains to 
shall not for- 
r2ws ze thee, as a warts Lond woman? 

22 And if thou fay in tine heart, Why 
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come theſe things upon me? For the 
greatneſs of thine iniquity are thy ſkirts 


_ diſcovered, and thy heels made bare. 23 


Cau the 3/ach Ethiopian change his ſkin, 
or the leopard his ſpots? then may ye al- 
ſo do good, that are accuſtomed to do e- 


vil. 24 Therefore will T ſcatter them as 


the ſtubble, that paſſeth away by the 
wind of the wilderneſs. 25 This 1s thy lot, 
the portion of thy ways from me, ſaith 
the Eternal: becauſe thou hast forgotten 
me, and truſted in falſehood. 26 Therefore 


I will diſcover thy ſkirts upon thy face, 


that thy ſhame may appear. 27 Thine 
adulteries, and thy neighings, the lewd. 


neſs of thy whoredom, are upon the hills 


and in the fields; I feb thine 'abomina-

3 When 
their-nobles fent their little ones to the 


waters; they came to the pits, but found 


none; they returned with their veſſels 


ein pty: they were aſhamed'and confound- 


ed, and covered their heads. 4 Becauſe 


the ground is chapt, (tor there was no 


have not refrained their feet;

rain in the earth,) the plowmen were a- 
Shamed, they covered their heads- 5 Yea, 
the hind alfo cabved in the field, & forſook 
it, hecauſe there was no graſs. 6 And the 
wild aſſes Rood in the high places, they 
inaffed np the wind like dragons; their 
eyes fail led, becauſe there was no graſs. 

7 0 Eternal, though our iniquities teſ- 
tify againſt us, do thou act for thy name's 
ſake; for our backilidings are many; we 
firined againſt thee. $ O the Hope of 
Iſrael. their Saviour in time of trouble, 
why art thou as a ſtranger in the land, & 
as a traveller that turns aſide to lodge? 
o Why art thou as one tired, as a mig :hty 
man that cannot ſave ? ſince thou, O E- 
ternal. art among us, and we are called 
by thy name: leave us not. 

10 Thus ſaith the Eternal concerning 
this people, So they love to wander, hey 
then ſore 
the Eternal, being not pleaſed with them, 
will- now remember their iniquity. and 
puniſh their ſins 
ternal to me, Pray not for this people for 
their good. 12 When they faſt, I will 
not hearken to their cry ; and when they 
offer hurnt-off: ring and an oblation, I will 
not accept them; but I: will conſume 
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Chap. XV. 


them by the ward, famine, and peſti- 
lence. 

13 Then I ſaid, Ah, Lord God ! be- 
hold, the fal/e prophets ſay to them, Ye 
ſhall not ſce the ſword, nor have famine ; 
but I will give you affured peace in this 
place. 14 Then the Eternal ſaid to me, 
The prophets propheſy falſely m my 
name; I {ent them not, nor commanded 
them, nor ſpake to then ; they propheiy 
to you a falſe vition and divination, and a 
thing of nought, and the deceit of their 
own hcart. T5 Therefore thus ſaith the 
Eternal concerning the prophets that pro- 
pheſy in my name, and I ſent them not, 


yet they ſay, Sw ord and famine ſhall not 


be in this land; By ſword and famine 
ſhall thoſe prophets be conſumed. 16 
And the people to whom they propheſy 
ſhall be caſt out into the ſtreets of Jeru- 
ſalem, becauſe of the famine & the ſword, 
and they hall have none to bury them- 
ſelves, nor their wives, nor their ſons, nor 

their daughters: for I will pour out their 
wickedneſs upon them. 

17 Therefore thou ſhalt ſay this word 
to them, Let mine eyes run down with 
tears night and day, and let them not 
ceaſe: for the viigin daughter of my 
people is broken with a great breach, 
with a very grievous blow. 18 If I go 
forth into the field, then behold the ſlain 


with the iword! and if I enter into the 


city, then behold them that are ſick with 
yea, both the prophet and the 
prieſt go about into a land that they know 
not. 19 Haſt thou utterly rejected Ju- 


' dah? hath thy ſoul loathed Zion? why 


haſt thou ſmitten us, that there is no neal- 
ing for us? we looked for peace, but there 
is no good, and for the time of healing, 
and behold trouble!

27 Then Danicl an- 
ſwered before the king, The wiſe men, 
the aſtrologers, the magicians, the ſooth- 
ſayers, cannot ſhe to the king the ſecret 
which he demanded; 28 But there is a 
God in heaven that reveals ſecrets, and 
makes known to king Nebuchadnezzar 
what ſhall be in the latter days.

bed, are theſe; (29+Q king, the thoughts 
that came 1nto thy mind on thy bed con- 
cern what ſhall come to paſs hereafter; 
which he that reveals tecrets makes 
known to thee. 30 But this fecret is not 
revealed to me as having more wiſdom 
than any living. but that the interpreta- 
tion may be made known to the king, 
that thou mighteſt know the thoughts of

31 Thou, O king, ſaweſt a great image 
of c:111nent ſpendor, it ſtood before thee, 
and its appcarance Was terrible. 32 Its 
head was of fine gold, its breaſt and arms 
of flver, its belly and thighs of braſs, 33 
Its legs of iron, its feet part of iron and 
part of clay.

down and worſkipped the forementioned 
image. 

8 Then certain tlie came and 
accuſed the Jews, as criminals, 9 Say- 
ing, O king, live for ever. 10 Thou, O 
king, haſt made a decree, that every man 
who hears the jound of the concert with 
all kinds of muſick, fhall fall down and 
worſhip the golden image: 11 And 
whoſo falleth not down and worthippeth, 
thould be caſt into the midſt of a burning 
fiery furnace, 12 Certain Jews whom 


thou haſt ſet over the province of Baby- 


lon, Shadrach, Mefhach, and Abed-nego, 
0 kivg, regard not thine order ; they 
ſerve not thy gods, nor worſhip the. golden 
image thou haſt ſet.

14 Who 
ſaid to them, Is it deſignedly, O Shadrach, 
Meſhach, and Abed-nego, that ye ſerve 
not my gods, nor worſhip my golden image 
I ſetup? 15 Or are ye ready when ye 
hear the muſick, to tall down & worſhip 
the image I made; but if ye worſhip not, 
ye ſhal! be caſt the ſame hour into the 
midſt of a burning fiery furnace; avd 
what god-can deliver you out of my-pow- 
er? 16 They aniwered the king thus, 
O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful to 
anſwer thee in this matter. 17 If it be 
to, our God, whom we ſerve, is able to 
deliver us from the burning fiery, fur- 
race, and he will deliver us out of thine 
hand. O king. 16 But if not, be it known 
to thee, O king, that we will not ſerve 
thy gods, nor worthip the golden image 
thou haſt ſet up. 

19 Then Nebuchadnezzar was full of 
fury, and the aſpect of his viſage was 
changed againſt Shadrach, Meſhach, and 
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Abed-nego ; ; Hherefore: he commended; te 
heat the furnace ſeven times more than 
it was ever heated. 20 And be ordered 
the ſtrongeſt men in his army to bind-theſe 
men, and caſt them into the burning fiery 
furnace. 21 Then they were bound in 
their coats, ſtockings, caps, and their; 05 
ther garments, and caſt into the midſt gi 
it. 22 The kigg's word was baſty, ani 
the furnace exceeding hot, ſo the flame 
ſlew thoſe that calt them into it. 43 
And theſe three men fell dowy bougd ids 
to the midſt of the burning fery furnace; 
24 Then king Nebuehacnezzar Wi 
frightened, and riſing in haſte, ſaid-to 
his rulers, Did not we caſt three men 
bound into the midſt of the fire?

-from one another. 4 The firſt (Babylon) 
was like a lion, and had eagle's wings, 
ſpeedy conqueſts. I beheld till its wings 
were plucked off, whereby it then was 
lifted up from the ground, and made ſtand 
en its feet as a weak man, & a frail man's 
heart was given to it. 5 And, behold, a 
ſecond, vis. Pera, [Re a bear, it-raited 
up itſelf on one ſide, the Perſian, and it 
had three tuſks, or realms, between its 
teeth; and it was ſaid to it, Ariſe, devour 
much fleſh. .6.After this I beheld ano- 
ther like a leopard, viz.

VIII. Daniels prophetic viſions. 

N the third year of king Belſhazzar's 

reign, a viſion appeared to me, Daniel, 
after that which appeared to me at firit. 
2 | being, when I taw'it, at the palace in 
Shuthan, in the province of Elam; iu 
which viſion I faw that i was by the river 
of Ulat; 3 Where looking, I ſaw ſtand- 
ing before the ri ver a realm as a ram, ha- 
ving two horns, that were high; the one 
(Media) was higher than the. other, 
(Tea), and the higheſt” came up laſt. 


Ile che ram puſhing weſtward, north- 


ward, and ſouthward, ſo that no heaſt 


could ſtand before him, and none could 


deliver out of his power, but he did what 
he would, and became great. 5 Whilſt 
i contemplated, behold, an he-goat (the 
Grecian) came from the weſt, on the face 
ot the whole earth, /o quickly, that he 
learcely touched the ground: and he had 
2 notable horn between his eyes, (viz. 
Alexander.) 6 And he came to the ram 
that had two horns, which I ſaw ſtanding. 
belore the river, running at him in bis 
powerin! fury. 7 I ſaw him come cloſe 
to the ram, and being exaſperated againſt 
him, he ſmote the ram, and brake bis two 


borns ; there being no power in the ram 


to ſtand before him, ſo he east him to the 
ground, and trode on him: &. none could 
deliver the ram out of his power. 8 80 
the he-goat waxed very great; but when 
he was strong, the great horn was broken; 
and in its room came up four realms, not- 
able ones, toward the four winds of hea- 
701, 9 And from one of them came out 
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a little horn, Fpiphanes prefixuring the 
papaty, which waxed exceeding great, 


toward the ſouth, & the eaſt, and udea 


the pleaſant land. 10 Thus it waxed great 
againſt the ſaints of the hoſt of heaven; 


and caſt down ſome of the ſtars of the hoſt 


(viz. the prieſts) to the ground, and trode 
on them. 11 Yea, it magnified itſelf e- 
ven againſt the prince of the hoſt, the 
bigh priest, and by it the daily ſacrifice 
was taken away, and the order of the 
ſanctuary was caſt down. 12 And power 
was againſt the daily ſacrifice by a bold 
tranſgreſũon, ſo that it caſt down the 
truth to the ground; and acted proſper- 
ouſly. Ky . Go 

13 Then I heard one ſaint ſpeaking, 


and another aſked him, How long ſhall 


be the viſion concerning the daily ſacrifice, 
and the tranſgreſſion that maketh deſolate, 
cauling both the ſanctuary and the hoſt to 
be trampled on? 14 And be faid to me, 
Unto two thouſand and three hundred 
prophetic days, or year,: then ſhall the 
ſanctuary be cleanſed, at the millenni- 
um. 1 5 

I; Now, when I, Daniel, ſaw the vi- 
ſion, and fought for its meaning, lo, one 
ſtood before me like the appearance of 'a 
man. 16 Then I heard a an's voice be- 
tween the banks of Ulai, which called 
thus, Gabriel, make this man underſtand 
the viſion, 17 So he came neat, where I 
ſtood ; and when he came I was afraid, 
and fell on my face: but he ſaid to me, 
Underſtand, O ſon of man; for the viſion 
will reach to the laſt time. 18 And 
when he ſpake with me, I fell aſwoon on 
my face to the ground: but he touched 
me, and ſet me upright. 19 He ſaid, Be- 
hold, I will make thee know what ſhall 
be at the end of the indignation; for the 
end ſhall be at the time appointed. 20 


The ram which thou ſaweſt having two 


horns are the kings of Media and Perſia, 
21 And the fierce he-goat is the king of 
Grecia; and the great horn between his 


eyes is the firſt king. 22 Now, that be- 


ing broken, as four ſtood up for it, four 
Kingdoms ſhall ſtand up out of the nation, 
but not with his power. 23 And in the 
latter times of their kingdams, when the. 
tranſgreſſors are come to the fall, a king 
(Epiphanes) of fierce countenance, and 


underſtanding dark crafts, ſhall ſtand up. 


24 And his power ſhall be mighty, but 
not by his own power: and he ſhall de- 
ſtroy wonderfully, and act proſperouſſy, 
and deſtroy not only the mighty but the 


holy people. 25 For through his policy 
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he will make deceit, to proſper in his 


hand ; and magnify himſelf in his heart, 


and deſtroy many in pc ace: he ſhall alſo 
ſtand up against God the Prince of princes; 
but he ſhall be broken without hand. 26 


And the »iſion of the evening and the 


morning which was told 15 tzuth : there- 
foe ſhut thou up the viſion; for it ſhall 
be for many days. 27 Now I Daniel 
languiſhed, and was deeply affected cer- 
tain days; afterward I roſe up and did

4 Praying to the Eternal my God, and 
making confeſſion, I ſaid, O Eternal, the 
great and dreadſul God, keeping covenant 
and mercy with them that love him, to 
keep his commands; 5 We hare ſinned, 
committed jniquity, done wickedly, and 
rebelled, even by departing from thy pre- 
cepts and judgments: 6 We hearkened 
not to thy ſervants the prophets, who 


ſpake in thy name to our kings, our prin- 
ces, our fathers, and all the people of the 
land. 7 O Lord, righteouineſs is with 


thee; but to us confuſion of faces, as at 
this day: to the men of Judah, and the 
inhabitants of Jeruſalem, and to all Ifrael, 
who are near, and far off, in all the coun- 
tries whither thou hast driven them, for 
their wickedneis committed against thee, 
$ O Lord, to us, our king, princes, & fa- 
thers, is confuſion of faces, becauſe we 
finned against thee. 9 To the Lord our 
God belong mercies & forgiveneſſes, tho? 
we rebelled against him: o We obey- 
ec not the voice of the Lord our Gcd, to 
walk in his laws, Pe he tet before us 
by his ſervants the prophets. 11 Yea, all 
Iſrael rranſgrefied thy law, departing 
from thee, diſobeying thy vcice; thete- 
fore the carſe of the oath written in the 
Iaw by Moſes tlie ſervant of God is poured 


upon us, becauſe we ſinned against him.

I Daniel 
mourned three full weeks. 3 I ate no 
pleaſant bread, norjtook any flesh or wine 
into my mouth, nor anointed Lmyſelf, till 
three whole weeks were fulfilled.

dekel, i. e. Tigris. 3 I looked and ſaw.

as the appearance of lightning, his eyes 


as lamps of fire, his arms and feet as the 
brigutneſs of polished braſs, & the found 
of his words like that of a multitude. 71 
Daniel only ſaw the vifion ; but tho“ the 
men that were with me ſawit not, ſo great 
a fear ſeized them, that they ran away to 
hide. 8 I being thus left alone, & ſee- 
ing the great viſon, I retained no ſtrength 
and my complexion was grievouſly chan- 
ged. 9 Yet I heard the ſound of his 
words; tho” I was then in a trance with 
my face to the ground. 

10 But lo, an hand touching me, which 
ict me on my knees, and the palms of my 
hands; 1t He fail alſo to me, O Daniel, 
a man greatly beloved, understand the 
things that I ſpeak to thee, and stand up- 
rizat; for to thee I am now ſent. And 
when he had ſpoken this word ro me, I 
food trembling. 12 Then he faid to me, 
Fear not Daniel; for from the firſt daythat 
thou didſt apply thine heart to underſtand, 
and to afflict thy ſelf before thy God, thy

reaſon of thy words. 13 But the prince 
of tne kiogdom of Perſia ſtood before me, 
twenty-one days, when Michael, one of

16 But one in the lik-neis of a 
man, touched my lips; then I opened my 
mouth, and ſpake thus to him that ſtood 
be tore me, O my lord, by the viſion my 
ſorrows are turned upon me, and I retain 
no ſtrength. „17 For how can my lords 
fervant talk with him? when I $shall 
henceforth have no ſtrength remaining 
in me, where there is not breath left. 18 
Then one like the appearance of a man, 


touched me again, and strengthened me, 


19 Saying, be not afraid, O man, great- 
ly beloveil; peace he to thee, be ſtrong, 
yea, be ſtrong. And having ſpoken to 
me I was strengthened, and faid, Let my 


lord ſpeak; for thou haſt strengthened 


me. 20 Then he ſaid, Knowest thou 
why I come thee? and now I must 
return to contend with the prince of Per- 
ſia; and when I am gone, lo, the prince 
of Grecia shall come. 21 But I will shew 
thee what is written-in the ſcriptures of 
truth: and none holds with me in theſe 
things but Michael your prince. 

XI. Greece will deſtroy Perſia. 

T was I, in the first year of Darius the 

Mede, who stood to confirm and 
strengthen him. 2 So Iwill now she 
thee the truth: three kings shall arife 
in Perfia ; and a fourth, Xerxes, shall be 
far richer than they all: and by his 
ſtrength, and thro? his riches he shall stir 
up all against Crecia.

By particular deſire, eleven years ago, I propoſed a Work of this kind, in or- 
der to do the Bible ſome juſtice, and make it underſtood by every reader, 
without the neceſſity of Commentators, as moſt pevple cannot ſpare the ex- 
pence and time they require, tho* mankind in general were at a loſe for the 
ſenſe of the Bible without them; nor can any have them always at hand 
but they will ftill be uſeful. It is well known, that the Romith eccleſiaſties 
prohibit the uſe of the Bible to laics, and there are ſome of otker denominations 
who do not care for the laics knowing it ſo well as themſelves, and therefore 
are not friendly to a work of this kind, tho? it may ſeem ridiculous to cavil af- 
ter the approbation of the moſt learned, able, and judicious ; yet like the De- 
iſts, and ſome Deiſtical ſecs of profeſſed Chriſtians, if they cannot get faults 
they will make faults by perverting; and tho' they may he offended at the De- 
iſts tor doing ſo, yet they are unwilling to have ſtumbling blocks removed out 
of their way. The Bible, and every other book, either has ſenſe, or it has none; 
it it has ſenſe, why is it not given? If it has none, why are words without 
ſenſe tranſlated? But as the very learned and judicious author of the By 
for a new Tranſlation, publiſhed near a hundred years ago, obſerves, the tranſ- 
lators either wanted ability or integrity; and ſo they often tranſlate the words 
without the ſenſe, like ſchool boys, and their example has been followed by 
ſucceeding attempts. The idioms of all languages are ſo different, that the 
words which are decent and make ſenſe in one, if rendered literally, are inde. 
cent and make no ſenſe in andther, but ridiculous er barbarous abſurdities, 
which have cauſed infidelity and licentiouſneſs, fucniſhed hardened ſinners and 
hypocrites with excuſes, libertines and Atheiſts with matter of jeſting, enthu- 
liaſts or fanatics with ſuperſtitious and fooliſh fancies, thrown the weak into 
deſpair, and confirmed Sceptics by ſeeming contradictions ; and, this is too of- 
ten the caſe, as ſaid Author ſhews.by abundance of examples out of almoſt 
all the books of the Bible. Tho” Tt is unjuſt to condemn one man' upon 
another's miſrepreſentation of his meaning, yet the Deiſts, &c. .often do ſo, 
through ignorance of the original. A virulent one complains, that except 
tome broken ſcraps it is abſolutely unintelligible (viz. in the Tranſlation), and 
often neither proper language nor ſenſe. Dr Watts made a collection of 
the clearcſt parts of it for ſchools, but that contains ſtill ſuch a mixture-of 
obſcuritics that the Bible is not read, but young people are bred ignorant of 
it 2s Heathens in ſchools of taſte that uſe no b oks but what are underſtood; 
tho' there*is no book or hiſtory, real or romantic, ſo entertaming and inſtruct- 
as the Bible, or that has ſo great à variety.

5 And when Jeſus. was entered into 
Capernaum, there came unto him a cen- 
turion, beſeeching him, 6 And ſaying, - 
Lord, my fervant lieth at home fick of the 
palſy, grievouſly tormented. 7 And Jeſus 
ſaith unto him, I will come and heal him. 

3 The centurion anſwered, and ſaith, 
Lord, I am not worthy that thou ſhouldeſt 
come under my roof; but ſpeak the word 
only, and my ſervant ſhall be healed. 9g 
For I am a man under authority, having 
ſoldiers under me; and I ſay to this man, 
Go, and he goeth; and to another, Come, 
and he cometh ; and to my ſervant, Do 
this, and he doeth it, (and diſeaſes are 
as much ſudjett to thy word of com- 
mand, as my ſervants are to mine). 10 
When Jetus heard it, he marvelled, and 
ſaid to them that followed, Verily I ſay 
unto you, I have not found ſo great faith, 
not even in Ifrael. 

17 And I fay unto you, That many 
ſhall come from the eaſt and weſt, and 
ſhall fit down with Abraham, and Iſaac, 
and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven: 
12 But the children of the kingdom ſhall 
be caſt out into outer darkneſs; tliere 
ſhall be weeping and gaaſhing of teeth. 

13 And ſeſus ſaid unto the centurion, 
Go thy way; and as thou haſt believed, 
ſo be it done unto thee. And his ſer- 
vant was healed in the very fame hour. 

14 And when Jeſus was come into 
Peter's houſe, he ſaw his wife's mother 
laid, and fick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, and the 
fever left her; and the aroſe and miniſ- 
tered unto him. 

16 Wen the even was come, they 
brought uuto him many that were poſſeſ- 
ſed with devils; and he caſt out the ſpi- 
rits with his word, and healed all that 
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Chap. VIII. 


were fick; 17 That it might be fulfil- 
led which was ſpoken by Liaiah the pro- 
phet, ſaying, Himſelf took our infirmi- 
ties, and bore our ſickneſs, (as our þhy- 


ſiciau, removing them). 


18 Now, when Jeſus ſaw great mul- 
titudes about him, he gave commandment 
to depart unto the other ſide. 

19 Then a certain ſcribe came, and 
ſaid unto him, Mafter, I will follow thee 
whitherſoever thou goeſt. 20 But Jeſus 
ſaith unto him, The toxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air have neſts; but the 
Son of man hath not where to lay his 
head. 

21 And another of his diſciples ſaid un- 
to him, Lord, ſuſter me firſt to go and 
bury my father. 22 But Jeſus faith to 
him, Follow me; and let thoſe that are 

(/{ iritually) dead, Bury thoſe that are 
(naturally) dead. 

23 [ And when he was entered into 
a ſhip his diſciples followed him. 24 


And, behold, there aroſe a great tem- 


peſt in the ſea, inſomuch that the flip 
was covered with the waves; but he wes 
aſleep. 25 And-his diſcipies came to 
him, and awoke him, ſaying, Lord, ſave 
us; we periſh. 26 And he ſaith unto 
them, Why are ye fearful? O ye of little 
faith! Then he aroſe, and rebuked the 
winds and the ſea; and there was a great 
calm. 

27 But the men marvelled, ſaying, 
What manner of man 1s this, that even 
the winds and the ſea obey him ! 

28 [ And when he was come to the 
other fide, into the country of the Ger- 
geſenes, there met him two poilefled 
with devils, coming out of the tombs, 
exceeding fierce, ſo that no man might 
paſs by that way; 39 And, behold, 
they cried out, ſaying,. What have we to 
do with thee, Feſtus, thou Son of God? 
art thou come hither to torment us be- 
fore the time? 30 And there was a 
great way off from them an herd of ma- 
ny ſwine feeding, 31 So the devils be- 
ſought him, ſaying, If thou caſt us out, 
ſuffer us to go away into the herd of 
iwine. 32 And he laid unto them, Go. 
And, when they were come out, they 
went into the herd of ſwine; and, be- 
hold, the whole herd of ſwine ran vio- 
lently down a ſteep place into the ſea, 
and periſhed in the waters. 33 And 
they that kept them fled, and went their 
ways into the city, and told every thing ; 
and what was befallen to the poſſeſſed 
of the devils. 34 And, behold, the whole 
18 came out to meet Jeſus, (who had 
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thy fins be forgiven thee.

thus puniſhed them for dealing in ſwine, 

contrary to the Iaw) ; and when they 

ſaw him, they beſought him, that he 

would depart out of their coaſts. 
CHAP: IX. 

Chriſt cureth one fick of the palſy. 

ND he entered into a ſhip, and paſ- 

ſed over, and came into his own 
eityj. 

2 And, behold, they brought to him 2 
man fick of the palſy, lying on a bed: and 
Jeſus, ſeeing their faith, "(aid unto the 
ſick of the palſy, Son, be 'of good cheer; 
4 And, be- 
hold, certain of the {ſcribes ſaid within 
themſelves, This man blaſpheme th. 

And Jeſus, knowing their thoughts, 
ſaid, Wherefore think you evil in your 
hearts. 5 It is in my power, but more 
difficult to remove fin, the cauſe of ſick- 
neſs, and fo make the effect to ceaſe. 6 
But that ye may know that the Son of 
man hath power on earth to torgive ſins, 
(then ſaith he to the ſick of the pally) 
Ariſe, take up thy bed, and go into thine 
houſe. 7 And he aroſe, and departed to 
his houſe. 

8 But when the multitude ſaw it, they 
marvelled, and glorified God, who had 
given ſuch power unto men. 

9 And as Jeſus paſſed forth from 
than, he faw a man, named Matthew, 
fitting at the receipt of cuſtom ; and he 
ſaith unto him, Follow me. And he a- 
roſe, and followed him. 

1049 And it came to paſs, as Jeſus ſat 
at meat in the houſe, behold, many pu- 
blicans and finners came and fat down 
with him and his diſciples. 11 And 
when the Phariſees ſaw it, they ſaid unto 
his diſciples, Why eateth your maſter 
with publicans and ſinners? 12 But 
when Jeſus heard that, he ſaid- unto 


them, They that be whole nced not a 


phy ſician, but they that are ſick. 13 But 


go ye and learn what that meaneth, I. 


will rather have mercy than ſacrifice: 
for I am not come to call the righteous, 
but ſinners to repentance. 

14 Then came to him the diſciples 
of John, faying, Why do we and the 
Phariſees faſt often, but thy ditciples faſt 
not. 

I; And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Can the 
children of the bride-chamber mourn wn 
long as the bridegroom is with them! 

But the days will come, when the bride- 
groom ſhalt be taken from them, and 
then they ſhall faſt. 16 No man putteth

19 And Jeſus aroſe and followed 
him, and ſo did his diſciples. 

20 J (And, behold, a woman who 
was Ciſeaſed with an iſſue of blood twelve 
years, came behind him, and touched the 
hem of his garment: 22. For ſhe ſaid 
within herſelf, If T may but touch his 
garment I ſhall be whole. 21 But Jeſus 
turned him about; and, when he ſaw 
her, he ſaid, Daughter, be of good com- 
fort; thy, faith hath made thee whole. 
And the woman was made whole from 
that hour.) 23 And, when Jeſus 
came into the rulei's houſe, and ſaw 
the minſtrels (women uſing muſical 


inſlruments, for mourning here) and 


the people making a neiſe, 24 He 


aid unto them, Give place; for the maid 


is not dead, but ſleepeth. And they 
laughed kim to ſcorn. 25 But when 
the people were put forth he went in, 
and took her by the hand, and the maid 
aroſe. 27 And the fame hereof went a- 
broad into all that land. 8 

27 / And when Jeſus departed thence, 
two blind men followed him, crying, and 
laying, Thou fon of David, have mercy 
09 us, 


25 And when he was come into the 


lonie, the blind men came to him: and 
Teius faith unto them, Believe ye that I 
am able to do this? They ſaid unto him, 
Yea, Lord. 29 Then touched he their 
eyes, fay ing, According to your faith be 
it unto you... 30” And their eyes were o- 
pened ; and Jeſus ſtraitly charged them, 
laying, See that no man know it. 31 But 
they, when they were departed, ſpread a. 
broad his ſame in all that country. 

32 As they went out, behold, they 
bronght to him a dumb man poſſeſſed 
wh a devil. 33 And when the devil 
weseaſt out, the dumb ſpake: and the 


- 
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ver ſo ſeen in Iſrael. 34 But the Phari- 
ſees ſaid, He caſteth out devils through 
the prince of the devils. 5 : 
35 And Jeſus went about all the ci- 
ties and villages, teaching in their ſyna- 
gogues, and preaching the goſpel of the 
kingdom, and healing every ſickneſs and 
every diſeaſe among the people. 
36 But when he ſaw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with compaſſion, 
becauſe they fainted, and wers ſcatter- 
ed abroad as ſheep having no ſhepherd. 
37 Then ſaith he unto his diſciples. 
The (goſpel) harveft truly is plenteous, 
but the lahourers are few; 38 Pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harveſt that 
he will ſend forth laborrers into his har. 
veſt. 
C HAP. X. 
The Apostles ſent to do miracles. 
ND when he had called unto him 
his twelve diſciples, he gave them 
power againſt unclean ſpirits, to caſt 
them out, and to heal all manner of ſick- 
neſs and all manner of diſeaſe. 
2 Now the names of the twelve aþoſ- 
tles are theſe: The firſt, Simon who is 
called Peter, and Andrew his brother ; 


James the ſon of Zebedee, and John his 


brother; 3 Philip and Bartholemew : 
Thomas, and Matthew the publican ; 
James the ſon of Alpheus, and Lebbeus 
whoſe ſurname was Thaddeus; 4 Si- 
mon the Canaanite, and Judas Iſcariot, 
who alſo betrayed him. 

5 Theſe twelve Jeſus ſent forth, and 
commanded them, ſaying, Go not into the 
way of the Gentiles, and into any city of 
the Samaritans enter ye not: 6 But go 
rather to the loſt ſheep of the houſe of 
Iſrael. 7 And as ye go, preach, ſaying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 8 
Heal the fick, cleanſe the lepers, raiſe 
the dead, caſt out devils: freely ye have 
received, freely give. ä 

9 Provide neither gold, nor ſilver, nor 


nor braſs in your purſes, 10 Nor knap- 


ſack for your journey, neither two coats, 


nor (two pair of) ſhoes (Mark vi. 9), 


nor yet ſtaves; for the workman is wor- 
thy of his meat. 

11 And into whatſoever city or town 
ye ſhall enter, enquire who in it is wor- 
thy; and there abide till ye go thence. 
12 And when ye come into any houſe, 
ſav, My Gblefjing of peace be here. 13 
And if the houſe be worthy, let your 
peace be upon it; but if it be not wor- 
thy, let your peace return to you. 

14 And whoever ſhall not receive you 


- 
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multitudes marvelled, ſaying, It was ne- 
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Chap. X. 


nor hear your words, when ye depart 
out of that houſe or city, ſhike off the 
d uſt of your feet (as polluted by them, 
and to he a witneſs againſt them). - 

15 Verily I fay unto you, it ſhall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom and 
Gomorrah in the day of judgment than 
for that city. 

16 Þ Behold, I ſend you forth as ſheep 
in the midſt of wolves; be ye therefore 
wiſe as ſerpents, and harmleſs as doves. 

17 But beware of men; for they will 
deliver you up to the councils, and they 
will ſcourge you in their ſynagogues ; 
18 And ye fhall be brought before go- 
vernors and kings for my ſake, for a teſ- 
timony againſt them and the Gentiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up 
take no thought how or what ye ſhall 
ſpeak ; for it ſhall be given you in that 
hour what ye shall ſpeak. 20 For it is 
not ye that ſpeak, but the Spirit of your 
Father who ſpeaketh in you. 

21 And the brother shall deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father the 
child; and the children shall riſe up a- 
gainſt their parents, and cauſe them to 
be put to death. 22 And ye shall be ha- 
ted of all men for my name's ſake ; but 
he that endureth to the end ſhall be ſa- 
ved. 23 But when they perfecute you 

in this city, flee ye into another; for ve- 
rily I ſay unto you, ye shall not have gone 
over the cities of Iſracl till the Son of 
man be come (in the powerful demon- 
ſtration of his ſpirit). 

24 The diſciple is not above his maſ- 
ter, vor the ſervant above his lord. 

25 It is enough for the diſciple that 
he he as his maſter, and the - ſervant as 
his lord. If they have called the maſter 
of the houſe Berlzebub, how mach more 

shall they call them of his honshold ? 

26 Fear them not therefore; for there 
is nothing covered that shell not be re- 
vealed ; and hid, that ſhall not be known. 

27 What I tell you privately in cor- 
ners that ſpeak ye openiy in public. 28 
And fear not them who kill the body, 
but are not able to kill the foul ; but ra- 
ther fear him who is able to deſtroy 
both foul and body in hell. 

29 Are not two ſparrows ſold for a 
ferthing ? and one of them shall not fall 
to the ground without your heavenly 
Father. 30 But the very hairs of your 
head are all nuinbered. zt Fear ye not 
therefore; ve are of more value than ma- 
ny ſparrows, | 

32 Whoſcever therefore shall confeſs

me before men, him will I confeſs alſo

33 But whoſocver shall deny me before 


men, him will I alſo deny before my 
Father who 1s in heaven. 
34 Think not that I come to ſend 


earthly peace and proſperity, (Bunt that 
ahi ts ſpiritual and eternat).

pel,) the effect of it will be to ſet even

thy of my ſalvation: 39 And he that 
ſaveth his life by denying me ſhall tofe 
happinefs; but he that that lofeth his tife 
for the goſpel, fhall obtain happineſs: 
40 As parents requit the kindneſs or in. 
Juries done their ehildren, ſo will Tand 
my Father requit thoſe done to you and 
me, as done to me and himſelf. 41 He 
thet ſbeaus kindneſs to a prophet, or 1 
any good man, as ſuch, will be reward- 
et accordingly: 42 The leaſt kindneſi 
tho but a cup of cold water, to the mean- 
eft of mine, if it be done in my name, fbail 
affuredly be greatly rewarded. 

CHAP. Al.

A 
prophet? Yea, I ſay unto you, and more 
than a prophet. to The prophet fore-

Tho' he be thus greater than any of the 
prophets, yet as the noon-day's light is 
greater than the dawn and the morning 
ſtar, fo ſhall the leaſt of my diſciples be 
greater than he.

A ND again he entered into Caper- 
naum after ſome days; and it was 
noſed that he was in the houſe. 

2 And ſtraightway many were ga- 
thered together, inſamuch that there was 
no room to receive them, no not fo much 
as about the door: and he preached the 
word unto them. 3 And they come un- 
to him bringing one ſick of the palſy, who 
was borne of four. 4 And, when they could 
not come nigh unto him for the preſs, 


they uncovered the roof where he was: 


and, when they had broken it np, they 
let down the bed wherein the fick of the. 


palſy lay. 

5s When Jeſus ſaw their faith, he ſaid 
unto the fick of the palſy, Son, thy fins 
be forgiven ther. 

6 But there were certain of the ſcribes 
fitting there, and reaſoning in their 
hearts, 7 Why doth this man thus 
ſpeak blaſphemies? Who can forgive ſins 


but God only? 8And immediately, when 


Jeſus perceived in his ſpirit that they ſo 


reaſoned within themſelves, he ſaid un- 
to them, Why reaſon ye theſe things in 


more difficult, to remove fin, the cauſe 
of diſeaſe, and ſo make the effect to 
ceaſe. 10 But that ye may know that 
the Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive ſins, (he ſaith to the ſick of the 
palſy,) 11 I ſay unto thee, Ariſe, and 
take up thy bed, aud go thy way into 
thine houſe. . 

12 And immediately he aroſe, took 
up the bed, and went forth before them 
all; inſomuch that they were all amaz- 
ed, and glorified God, ſaying, We never 
ſaw it on this faſliion. 

13 And he went forth again by the 
ſea-ſide; and all the multitude reſorted 
unto him, and he taught them. 

14 And as he pailed by, he ſaw Levi, 
the fon of Alpheus, firting at the receipt 
of cuſtom, and ſaid unto him, Follow me. 
And he aroſe and fsllowed him. 

157 And it c ame to pals, that as Je- 
ſus ſit at meat in his hoaſe, many publi- 
cans and finners ſat alſo together with 
Jeſus and his diſciples: for there were 
many, and they followed bim. 

15 And when the ſcribes and Phari- 


fees ſaw him eat with publicaus and fin- 


ners, they [tid unto his diſciples, How is 
it har he eatcth aud drinketh with pu- 


9 It is in my power, but

blicans and ſinners? : 


179 When Jeſus heard it, he ſaith unto 


them, They that are whole have no need 
of the phyſician, but they that are fick; 
I came not to call the righteous, but fin. 
ners, to repentance. 

13 And the diſciples of John and of the 
Phariſees uſed to faſt; and they come 
and ſay unto him, Why do the diſciple 
of John and of the Phariſees faſt, but th 
diſciples faſt not? | 

19 And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Can the 
children of the bride-chamber faſt while 
the bridegroom 1s with them? as long az 
they have the bridegroom with them 
they cannot faſt, 20 But the days will 
come when the bridegroom ſhall be ta. 
ken away from. them, and then ſhall;they 
faſt in thoſe days. 21 No man alſo ſew. 
eth a piece of new cloth on an old gar- 
ment; elſe the new piece that filled it 
up taketh away from the old, and the 
rent is made worſe, 22 And no man 
putteth new wine into old bottles; elſe 
the new wine doth burft the bottles, and 
the wine is ſpilled, and the bott les will be 
marred ; but new wine muſt be put in. 
to new bottles. (The Phariſees are fill 
under darkneſs and terror; and Fohn'; 
diſciples mourn his abſence, which mane 
will do with faſting afterward : but u 
yet they are not prepared; it would be to 
them as new wine to old leathern bot. 
tles.) | | 

23 T And it came to paſs, that he 
went through the.corn-fields on the Sab- 
bath-day ; and his- diſciples began, as 
they went, to pluck the ears of corn. 

24 And the Phariſees ſaid unto him, 
Behold, why do they on the Sabbath- 
day that which is not lawful? 25 And 
he ſaid unto them, Have ye never read 
what David did when he had need and was 


hungry, he, and they that were with him, 


26 How he went into the houſe of God, in 
the days of Abiathar the high prieſt, and 
did eat the ſhew-bread, which 1s not 


| lawful to eat but for the prieſts, and 


gave allo to them who were with 
him. | SD 
27 And he ſaid unto them, The Sab- 
bath was made for man, and not man 
for the Sabbath. 28 Therefore tht 
Son of man is Lord alio of ths Sab. 
bath. . 
CH AP. III. 
Chrift healeth a withered hand. 

AN he entered again into the ſym 

gogue ;. and there was à mii 
there who had a withered hand. 
And they watched him, whether be 
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M A 


would heal him on the Sabbath - day; 
that they might accuſe hi. 

3 And he faid unto the man who had 
the withered hand, Stand forth, 4 He 
that neglects the good which he has' in 
his power to do, on the Sabbath, (or a- 
y other day), is guilty of the evil that 
thence enſues. He that does not ſave 
life, when he has it in his power, is as 


| cuilty of the loſs of it as if he took it a- 
| way. But they held their peace. 


5 And when he had looked round a- 
bout on them with anger, being grieved 
for the hardneſs of their hearts, he ſaith 
unto the man, Stretch out thine hand. 
And he ſtretched it out: and his hand 
was reſtored whole as the other. 

6 And the Phariſees went forth, and 
ſtraizhtway took counſel with the He- 
rolians againſt him, how they might de- 
ſtroy him. | 

7 But . Jeſus withdrew himſelf with 
his diſciples to the ſea: and a great mul. 
titude from Galilee followed him, and 
from Judea, 8 And from Jeruſalem, 
and from Idumea, and from beyond Jor- 
dan; and they about Tyre and Sidon, a 
great multitude, when they had heard 
what great things he did, came unto 
him. 9 And he ſpake to his diſciples, 

that a ſmall ſlup ſhould wait on him be- 

cauſe of the multitude, leſt they ſhould 
turong him. To For he healed many; 
inſomuch that they preſſed upon him for 
to touch him, as many as had plagues. 
11 And unclean ſpirits, when they ſaw 
him, fell down before him, and cried, 
laying, Thou art the Son of God. 12 
And he ſtraitly charged them that they 
ſhould not make him known. 

13} And he goeth up into a moun- 
tain, and calleth unto him whom he 
would; and they came unto him. 14 
Ant he ordained twelve, that they ſhould 
be with him, and that he might ſend 
them forth to preach, 15 And to have 
power to heal ſickneſſes, and to caft out 
devils. | „ 

16 And Simon he ſurnamed Peter; 
17 And James the ſon of Zebedee, and 
Joha the brother of James; (and he ſur- 
name them Boanerges, which is, The 
tons of thunder); 
and Philip, and Bartholomew, and Mat- 
the, and. Thomas, and ſames the ſon of 
Alpaeus, and Thaddeus, and Simon the 
Cmaanite, Ig And Judas Iſcariot, who 
allo betrayed him; and they went into 
an houſe, ; EO 

20 And the multitude cometh to- 
getaer again, ſo that they could not fo 


ſtand. 


13 And Andrew, 


kx, Chap. IV. 


much as eat bread. 21 And thoſe who 
belonged to him, ſeeing this, went out to. 
ſuppreſs them, for they ſaid, They are 
beſide themſelves. * ©. 

22 T And the ſcribes who came 
down from Jeruſalem, ſaid, He . hath 
Beelzebub, , and by the prince of the 
devils caſteth he out devils. 

23 And he called unto them, and ſaid 


unto them in parables; How can Satan 


caſt out Satan? 24 And if a kingdom 
be divided againſt itſelf, that kingdom 
cannot ſtand, 25 And if a houſe be di- 
vided again itſelf, that houſe cannot 
26 And if Satan riſe up againſt 
himſelf, and be divided, he cannot ftand, 
but hath an end. 27 No man can en- 
ter into a ſtrong man's houſe, and ſpoil 


his goods, except he will firſt bind the 


ſtrong man; and then he will ſpoil his 
houſe. 28 Verily I ſay unto you, All 
fins ſhall be forgiven unto the ſons of men, 
and blaſphemigs wherewithſoever they 
ſhall blaſpheme; 29 But he that ſhall 
blaſpheme agaiaſt the holy Spirit, (in 
aſcribing his acta to Satan), hath never 
forgiveneſs, but is in danger of eternal 
damnation. 30 Becauſe they ſaid, He 
hath an unclean ſpirit. | : 

31 There came then unto him his mo- 
ther and his kindred, and, ſtanding with- 
out, ſent unto him, calling him. 

32 And the multitude ſat about him; 


and they ſaid unto him, Behold, thy mo- 


ther and thy brethren without ſeek for 
thee. 33 And he anſwered them, ſay- 
ing, Who is my mother, or my brethren?” 
34 And he looked round about on them 
who {at about him, and ſaid, Behold 

my mother and my brethren! 35 For 

whoever ſhall do the will of God, he is 

dearer to me than brother, or lifter, or 

mother. 5 Ie.

The parable of the ſower. 

ND he began again to teach by the 
| ſea- ſide; and there was gathered 
unto him 2 great multitude, fo that he. 
entered into a ſhip, and fat in the ſea : 
and the whole multitude was by the ſea 
on the land. ; * 
2 And he taught them many things 
by parables, and ſaid unto them in his 
doctrine, 3 Hearken! Behold, there 


went out a ſower to ſow. 4 And it 


came to peſs, as he ſowed, ſome fell by 
the way-ſide, and the fowls of the air 
came and devoured it up. 5 And ſome 
fell on ſtony ground, waere it had not 
much earth; and immediately it ſprung 


up, becauſe it had no depth of earth; 6 
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But when the ſun was up it was ſcorch- 
ed; and, becauſe it had no root it wither- 
ed away. 7 And ſome fell among thorns, 
and the thorns grew up, and chocked it, 
and it yielded no fruit. 8 And other fell 
on good ground, and did yield fruit that 
ſprung up; and increaſed, ant brought 
forth, ſome thirty, and ſome ſixty, and 
tome am hundred. 

9 And he ſaid unto them, He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 T An- when he-was alone, they 
that were about him, with the twelve, 
aſked of him the parable. 

It And he ſaid unto them, Unto you 
it is given to know the myſtery of the 
kingdom of God: but unto them that 
are without, all. theſe things are done 


« In parables, 0 as they are capable of no- 


thing elſe); 12 For tho' they ſee clear- 
ly, they do not perceive; and tho' they 
hear diſtinctly, they do not underſtand ; 
fo as at any time they ſhould be convert- 
ed, and their ſins ſhould be forgiven 
them. 1 3 And he ſaid unto them, 
Know Fe net this parable? and how 
then will ye know al: parables ? 
T The ſower ſoweth the word. 75 
And theſe are they by the way: ſide, 
where the word is ſown; but, when they 
have heard it, Satan cometh immediate- 
ly, and taketh away the word that was 
town in their hearts. 5 

16 And theſe are they likewiſe which 
are ſown on ſtony g ground; who, when 
they have heard the word, immediately 
receive it with gladneis; 17 And have 
no root in themſelves, and ſo endure but 
for a time; afterward, When affliction or 
perſecution ariſeth for the word's ſake, 
immediately they are offended. 

13 And theſe are they which are ſown 
among thorns; fuch as hear the word, 

19 And the cares of this world, and the 
deceitfulneſs of riches, and the luſts of o- 
tler things, entering in, choke the word, 
and it becometh unfruitful. 

20 And theſe are they which are ſown 
on good ground; ſuch as hear the word, 
and receive it, and bring forth fruit, 
ſome thirty-fold, ſome ſixty, and ſome an 
Hundred. 

21 J And he ſaid unto them, Is a 
canule brought to be put under a buſhel, 
or under a bed, and not to be ſet on a 
candleſtick? 22 For there is nothing 
hid, which ſhall rot be manifeſted ; nei- 
ther was any thing kept ſecret, but that 
it ſhould come abroad. 

23 If any man hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. | 


faith? 


1 Chap. IV. 


24 And he ſaith unto them, Take 
heed what ye hear. With what mea- 
ſure ye mete, it ſhall be meaſured to you. 
And unto you that give ear, more fhall 
be given. 25 For he that improveth 
what he hath, to him more ſhall be gi. 
ven; and he that improveth not what 
he hath, from him ſhall be taken even 
that which he hath. 

26 [ And he ſaid, So is the kingdom 
of God, as if a man ſhould caſt ſeed i into 
the ground ; 27 And ſhould ſleep by 
night, and riſe by day, and the ſee 
ſhonld ſpring and grow, he knows not 
how. 28 For the earth bringeth forth 
fruit of herſelf; firſt the blade, then the 
ear, after that the full corn in the eay, 


29 But when the fruit is brought forth, 


immediately he putteth in the ſickle, be- 
cauſe the harveſt is come. 

30 And he ſaid, Whereunto ſhalt 
we liken the kingdom of God? or with 
what compariſon ſhall we compare it? 
31 It is like a grain of muſtard-ſeed, 
which, when it is ſown in the earth, is 
leſs than all the ſeeds that be in the 
carth: 32 But when it is ſown it 
groweth. up, and becometh greater than 
all herbs, and ſhooteth out great bran- 
ches; ſo that the fowls of the air may 
lodge under the ſhadow of it. 

33 And with many ſuch parables ſpake 
he the word unto them, as they were a- 
ble to hear it. 34 But without a para- 
ble ſpake he not unto them. And when 
they were alone he expounded all things 
to his difciples. 

35 And the ſame day, when the e- 
ven was come, he faith unto them, Let 
us paſs over unto the other fide. | 

36 And, when they had ſent away 
the multitude, they took him even as he 
was in the tip. And there were allo 
with him other little ſhips. | 

37 And there aroſe a great ſtorm of 
wind, and the waves beat into the ſhip, 
ſo that it was now full. 38 And he wa 
in the hinder part of the ſhip, aſleep on 
a pillow; and they awake him, and lay 
unto him, Maſter, careſt thou not that 
we nerith ? — 35 And he aroſe, and re- 
buked the wie: and ſaid unto the ſea, 
Peace, be ſtill. And the wind ceaſed, 
and there was a great calm. 

40 And he fail unto them, Why are 
ye ſo fearful? how is it that ye have no 
41 And they feared exceeding- 
ly, and ſaid one to another, What man- 
ner of man is this, that even the wine 
and the fea obey him ! 
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CHAP.-.V. 
The legion of devils diſpoſſeſſed. 
ND they came over unto the other 
fide of the ſea, into the country of 
the Gadarenes. = 
2 And, when he was come out of the 
ſhip, immediately there met him out of 
the tombs aman with an unclean ſpirit, 3 
Who had his dwelling among the tombs; 
and no man could bind him, no, not with 


| chains: 4 Becauſe that he had been of- 


ten bound with fetters and chains, and 
the chains had been plucked aſunder by 
him, and the fetters broken in pieces : 
neither could any man tame him. 


And always night and day he was in the 


mountains, and in the tombs, crying, and 
cutting himſelf with ſtones, 

& And when he ſaw Jeſus afar off, he 
ran and worſhipped him, 7 And cried 
with a loud veice, and ſaid, What have 
I to de with thee, Jeſus, thou Son of the 
moſt high God? I adjure thee by God, 
that thou torment me not. 8 (For he 
ſaid unto him, Come out of the man, 
thou unclean ſpirit.) - | 

9 And he aſked him, What is thy 
name? And he anſwered, ſaying, My 
name is Legion: for we are many. 10 
And he beſought him much that he 
would not ſend them away - out of the 
country. ; 

11 Now there was there, nigh unto 
the mountains, a gieat herd of ſwine 
feeding. 12 And all the devils beſought 
hum, ſaying, Send us into the ſwine, that 
we may enter into them, | 

13 And forthwith Jeſus gave them 
leave, And the unclean ſpirits went 
out, and entered into the ſwine; and 
the herd ran violently down a ſteep place 
into the ſea, [they were about two thou- 
fand,] and were chocked in the ſea. 
(Thus Jeſus puniſhed them for dealing 
in ſwine contrary to the law). 

14 And they that fed the ſwine fled, 
and told it in the city, and in the coun- 
try, And they went out to {ee what it 
was that was done. 15 And they come 
to Jeſus, and ſee him that was poſſeſſed 
with the devil, and had the legion, ſit- 
ting, and clothed, and right in his mind; 
and they were afraid. 

16 And they that ſaw it told them 
how it befel to him that was poſſeſſed 
with the devil, and alſo concerning the 
"Wine, I7 And they began to pray him 
to depart out of their coaſts. 

18 And when he was come into the 
lip, he that had been poſſeſſed with the 
Evil prayed him that he might be with 


R K. 
him. 19 Howbeit, Jeſus ſuffered him 
not, but ſaith unto him, Go home to thy 
friends, and tell them how gieat things 
the Lord hath done for thee, and hath 
had compaſſion on thee. 20 And he de- 
parted, and began to publiſh in Decapo- 
lis how great things Jeſus had done for 
him: and all men did marvel. | 

21 [ And when Jeſus was paſſed over 
again by ſhip unto the other ſide, much 
people gathered unto him; and he was 
nigh unto the ſea. 

22 And, behold, there cometh one of 
the rulers of the ſynagogue, Jairus by 
name; and, when he ſaw him, he fell 
at his feet, 23 And beſought him great- 
ly, ſaying, My littſe daughter lieth at the 
point of death; I pray thee, ceme and lay 
thy hands on her, that ſhe may be heal- 


ed; and' ſhe ſhall. live. 24 And Jeſus. 


went with him; and much people fol- 
lowed him, and thronged him. 

25 And a certain woman, who had 
an iffue of blood twelve years, 26 And 
had ſuffered many things of many phyfi- 


cians, and had ſpent all that ſhe had, and 
was nothing bettered, but rather grew 


worſe; 27. When ſhe had heard of Je- 
ſus, came in the preſs behind, and touch- 
ed his garment: 28 For ſhe ſaid, If I 
may touch but his cluthes, I ſhall be 
whole. 29 And ſtraightway the foun- 
tain of her blood was dried up; and ſhe 
felt in her body that ſhe was healed of 
that plague. 

39 And Jeſus, immediately knowing 


in himſelf that virtue had gone out of 


him, turned him about in the preſs, and 
ſaid, Who touched my clothes? 31 And 
his diſciples ſaid unto him, Thon ſeeſt 
the multitude thronging thee, and ſayeſt 
thou, Who tou. hed me x 

32 And he looked round about to ſee 
her that had done this thing, 33 But 
the woman, fearing and trembling, 


knowing what was done in her, came, 


and fell down before him, and told him 
all the truth. | | 

34 And he ſaid unto her, Daugh- 
ter, thy faith hath made thee whole; 
go in peace, and be whole of thy 
plague. 

35 While he yet ſpake, there came 
from the ruler of the ſynagogue's houſe 


certain, who ſaid, Thy, daughter 1s 


dead; why troubleſt thou the Maſter a- 
ny further ! | 


36 As ſoon as Jeſus heard the word 


that was ſpoken, he faith nnto the ruler 
of the ſynagogue, Ee not afraid, only be- 
lieve. ; | 
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37 And he ſuffered no man to follow 
him, fave Peter, and James, and John the 
brother of James. 38 And he cometh 


to the houſe of the ruler of the iyna- 


gogue, and ſeeth the tumult, and them 
that wept and wailed greatly. 

39 And when he was come in, he ſaith 
unto them, Why make ye this ado, and 
weep? the damſel is not dead, but fleep- 
eth. 40 And they laughed him to ſcorn. 
But, when he had put them all out, he 
taketh the father and the mother of the 
damſel, and them that were with him, 
and entereth in where the damiel was 
Jying. | 
41 And he took the damſel by the 
hand, and ſaid unto her, Talitha-cumi; 
which is, being interpreted, Damſel, II 
ſay unto thee, ] ariſe. 42 And ſtraight- 
way the damſel aroſe, and walked ; for 
ſhe was of the age of twelve years. And 
they were aſtoniſhed with a great aſto- 
niſhment. : : 

43 And he charged them ſtraitly that 


no man ſhould know it; and commanid-, 


ed that ſomething ſhould be given her 
to eat. 
CHAP. VL. 
Chriſt contemned of his countrymen. 
N D he went out from thence, and 
came unto his own country; and 
his diſciples follow him. 
2 And, when the Sabbath-day was 
come, he began to teach in the ſyna- 
gogue: and many hearing him were a-

4 But Jeſus ſaid unto them, A pro- 
phet is not without honour, but in his 
own country, and among his own kin, 
and in his own kouſe, 5 And he could 
there do no mighty work, ſave that he 
laid his hands upon a few fick folk, and 
healed them. 6 And he marvelled becaute 
of their unbelief. 
about the villages, teaching. 

7 And he calleth unto him the 
twelve, and began to ſend them forth by 
two and two; and gave them power o- 
ver unclean ſpirits; 8 And commanded 
them that they ſhould take nothing for 
their journey, no not a ſtaff, no knapfack, 
no bread, no money in their purſe: 9 


And he went round

But be ſhod with ſandals; and not put 
on two coats. : 

10 And he ſaid unto them, In what 
place ſoever ye ſhall enter into an houſe, 
there abide till ye depart from that 
place. 

11 And whoſoever ſhall not receive 
you, nor hear you, when ye depart 
thence, ſhake of the duit under your 
feet, for a teſtimony againſt them. Ve. 
rily I fay unto you, It ſhall be more to- 
lerable for Sodom and Gomorrha in the 
day of judgment than for that city?! 

I2 And they went out, and preached 
that men ſhould repent. 13 And they 
caſt out many devils, and anointed with 
oil many that were lick, and healed 
them. I : 

14 J And king Herod heard of him; 
[for his name was ſpread abroad] and 
he ſaid, that John the Baptiſt was riſen 
from the dead, and therefore mighty 
works do ſhew forth themſelves in him, 
15 Others ſaid, that this is Elias. And 
others ſaid, that it is a prophets er as 
one of the prophets; 

16- But when Hered heard thereof, he 
ſaid, It is John whom I beheaded : he 
riſen from the dead. 17 For Herod 
himſelf had ſent forth and laid hold up- 
on John, and bound him in priſon, for 
Herodias* ſake, his brother Philip's wife; 
for he had married her. 18 For John 
had ſaid wito Herod, It is not lawful fot 
| thee, to have thy brother's wife. 19 
Therefore Herodias had a quarrel again 
him, and would have kitled him; but 
ſhe could not. 20 For Berod feared 
John, knowing that he was a juſt and 
holy man, and he kept him in priſe 
with a watchtul eye over him; and has. 
ing heard him, he was much perplexet, 
tho” he heard him peaceably. 21 An 
when a convenient day was come, tha 
Herod, on his birth-day, made a ſupp 
to his lords, high captains, and- chi 
eſtates of Galilee: 22 And when tit 


daughter of the ſaid Herodias came uf 


and danced, and pltaied Herod, and thell 
chat ſat with him, the king ſaid un 

the damſel, Ak of me whattoever tho 
wilt, and Iwill give it thee. 23 4 
he ſware unto her, Whatſoever thou ſhall 
aſk of me I will give it thee, unto i 
half of my kingdom. 

24 And the went forth, and ſaid un 
her mother, What ſhall I aſk ? Andi 
ſaid, The head of John the Baptiſt. | 

25 And ſhe came in ſtraigthway u. 
haſte unto the king, and aſked, ſaying, 
will that thou give me by aud by, W 
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Chap. VL M A 


charger, the head of John the Baptiſt. 

20 And the king was exceeding ſorry; 
vet for his oath's fake, and for their ſakes 
who ſat at meat with hun, he would 
not reject her. 

27 And immediately the king ſent an 
executioner, and commanded his head to 
be brou chit. And he went and behead- 
el jim in the priſon; 28 And brought 
his zead in a charger, and gave it to the 
demſel: and the. damſel gave it to her 
mother. i 

29 And when his diſciples heard of it, 
they came and took up his corpſe, and 
laid it in a tomb. 

30} And the apoſtles gathered them- 
{c!ves together unto Jeſus, and told him 
all things, both what they had done, and 
wha t they had taught. 

31 And he ſaid unto them, Come ye 
yourſelves apart into a deſart place, and 
reſt a while: for there were many com- 
ing and going, and they had no leiſure 
ſo much as to eat. 32 And they depart- 
ed into a deſart place by ſhip privately. 

33 And the people ſaw them depart- 
ing; and many knew him, and ran afoot 
thither out of all cities (around the 
late), and outwent them, and came to- 
gether unto him. 

34 And ſeſus, when he came out, ſaw 
much people, and was moved with com- 
paſlion toward them, becauſe they were 
as ſheep not having a ſhepherd : and he 
began to teach them many things.

HEN came together unto him the 
Phariſees, and certain of the ſcribes,

2 And when they ſaw ſome of his dii- 
ciples eat bread with defiled (that is to 
ſay, with unwaſhen) hands, they found 
fault: 3 For the Phariſces, and all the 
Jews, 8 they waſh thei? hands oft 
eat not, holding the tradition of the el- 
ders. 4 And when they come from the 
market, except they wath they eat not. 
And many other things there be which 
they have received to hold, as the waſh- 
ing of cups, and pots, DE veſſels, and 
of tables, 
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Chap. VII. 


5 Then the Phariſees and ſeribes aſked 
him, Why walk not thy diſciples accord- 
ing to the tradition of the elders, but eat 
breed with unwaſhen hands? 6 He an- 
ſwered, and ſaid unto: them, Well hath 
Iſaiah propheſied of you, hypocrites, as it 
is written, This people honoureth me 
with their lips, but their heart is far 
from me. 7 Howbeit in vain do they 
worſhip me, teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men. 8 For lay ing 
aſide the commandment of Got, ye hold 
the tradition of mea, as the waſhing of 
pots and cups; and many other ſuch like 
things ve do. | 

9 And he ſaid unto them, Finely done. 


Ye reject the commend of God, that ye 


may keep your own tiadition., 10 For 
Moſes ſaid, Honour thy father and thy 
mother; and, Whoſo curicth father or 
mother let him die the death. II But 
ye ſay, If a man ſhall ſay to his father or 
mother, (when in want), the thing thou 
aſkeſt is devoted (to be offered on the al- 


rar); he ſhall be free of blame. 12 And 


ye ſuffer him no more to do ought for his 
father or his mother; 13 Making the 
word of God of none eftect through your 


tradition which ye have delivered: and 


many ſuch like things do ye. 

14 T And, when he had called all the 
people unto him, he ſaid unto them, Hear- 
ken unto me every one of you, and under- 
ſtand. 15 There is nothing from with- 
out a man thatenterirg into him can de- 
file him; but the things which come out 
of him, thoſe are the things which defile 
2 man. 16 If any man have ears to hear, 
det him hear. 

17 And, when he was entered into the 
houſe from the people, his diſciples aſked 
him concerning the parable. 18 And 
he ſaith unto them, Are ye ſo without 
underſtanding alſo? Do ye not perceive 
that whatſoe ver thing from without en- 
tereth into the man, it cannot defile 
him; 19 Becauſe it entereth not into 
his heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
out into the draught, purging all meats? 
20 And he ſaid, That which cometh out 
of the man, that defileth the man. 21 
For from within, out of the heart of men, 
proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, forni- 
cations, murders, 22 Thefts, covetouſ- 


neſs, wickedneſs, deceit, laſciviouſneſs, 


an evil eye, blaſphemy, pride, fooliſhneſs: 
23 All theſe evil things come from with- 
in, and defile the man. 

24 And from thence he aroſe, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and Sidon, 
and entered into an houſe, and would have

no man know it; but he could not be 
hid. | 
25 For a certain woman, whoſe you: 

daughter had an unclean ſpirit, heard of 
him, and came and fell at his feet; 26

would caſt forth the devil out of her 


daughter. 


27 But Jeſus ſaid unto her, Let the 
children irſt be filled: for it is not meet 
to take the children's bread, and to caſt 
it unto the dogs. 28 And the anſwered 
and ſaid unto him, Yes, Lord; yet the 
dogs under the table eat of the children's 
crumbs. 29 And he ſaid unto her, For 
tnis ſaying go thy way; the devilis gone 
out of thy daughter. |

her dauphter laid upon the bed. 

31 And again, departing from the 


coaſts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto 


the ſea of Galilee, thro' the midſt of the 
coaſts of Decapolis. 


32 And they bring unto him one that 


was deaf, and had an impediment in his 
ſpeech ; and they beſeech him to put his 
hand upon him. 

33 And he took him aſide from the 
multitude, and put his fingers into his 
ears: And he ſpit (on his own ſinger, 


and with it) touched his tongue. 


34 And looking up to heaven, he ſighed: 
and faith unto him, Ehphatha ; that is, 
Be opened. 35 And ſtraightway his ears 
were opened, and the ſtring of his tongue 
was looſed, and he ſpike plain. : 

36 And he charged them that they 
ſhould tell no man: but the more he 
charged them, ſo much the more a great 
deal they publiſhed it; 37 And were 
beyond meaſure aſtoniſhed, ſaying, He 
hath done all things well; he maketh 
both the deaf to hear, and the dumb to 
ſpeak. . | 
CHAP. VII. 

Chryft feedeth the people miraculonsly. 
” thoſe days the multitude being very 

great, and having nothing to eat, 
Teſus called his diſciples unto him, and 
ſaith unto them, 2 I have compaſſion 
on the multitude, becauſe they have now 
been with me three days, and have no- 
thing to eat: 3 And if 1 ſend them a- 
way taſting to their own houſes they will 
faint by the way : for diverſe of them 
came from far. 5 
4 And his diſciples anſwered him, 
From whence can a man ſatisfy theie 
men with bread here in the wilderne!s: 
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And he aſked them, How many loaves 
have ye?

So they did eat, and were filled. And they 
took up of the broken meat that was left 
ſeven baſkets. 9 And they that had 
eaten were about four thouſand ; and he 
ſent them away. © 

ro And ſtraightway he entered in- 
to a {hip with his, diſciples, and came in- 
to the parts of Dalmanutha. 

11 And the Phariſees came forth, and 
began to queſtion with him, ſeekifg of 
him a ſign from heaven, tempting him. 

12 And he ſighed deeply in his ſpirit, 
and faith, Why doth this generation ſeek 
after a ſign? Verily I ſay unto you, 
There ſhall no ſign be given unto this 
generation, | 


13 And he left them, and entering 


into the ſhip again, departed to the o- 
ther fide. a : 

14 {| Now, the diſciples had forgotten 
to take bread, neither had they in the 
hip with them more than one loaf, 

15 And he charged them, ſaying, 
Take heed, beware of the leaven of the 
Pharitees, and of the leaven of Herod. 

16 And they reaſoned among them- 
ſelves, faying, It is becauſe we have ta- 
ken no bread. ES | 

17 And when Jeſus knew it, he ſaith 


unto them, Why reaſon ye becauſe ye ' 


have ao bread ? perceive ye not yet, nei- 
ther underſtand ? have ye your heart yet 
hardened? 18 Having eyes, ſee ye not? 
and having ears, hear ye not? and do ye 
not remember, 19 When I brake the 
tive loaves among five thoufand, how ma- 
ny baſkets full of fragments took ye up ? 

20 And 
when the ſeven among four thouſand, 
bow many baſkets full of fragments took 
ye up? And they faid, Seven. 21 And 
he ſaid unto them, How is it that ye do 
not undderſtand? 

22 J And he cometh to Bethſaida; 
aud they bring a blind man unto him, 
and beſought him to touch him. 

23 And he teok the blind man by the 
hand, and led him out of the town; and 
hen he had ſpit on his eyes, and put 
L's hands upon him, he aſked him if he 
«W ought? 24 And he looked up, and 
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ſaid, I ſee men, as trees, walking. 25 

After that he had put his hands again u- 
pon his eyes, and made him look up: 
and he was reſtored, and ſaw every man 


clearly. 


26 And he ſent him away to his houſe, 
ſaying, Neither go into the town, nor 
tell it to any in the town. 15 

27 And Jeſus went out and his dii- 
ciptes into the towns of Ceſarea Philippi; 

and by the way he asked his diſciples, 
faying unto them, Whom do men ſay 
that I am ? | 7 . 

28 And they anſwered, John the Bap- 
tiſt: but ſome ſay, Elias; and others,

29 And he ſaith unto them, But 
whom ſay ye that I am? And Peter 
anſwereth, and ſaith unto him, Thou art 
the Chriſt, ER.” | 

30 And he charged them that they 
ſhould tell no man of him. 

31 J And he began to teach them, 
that the Son of man muſt fuffer many 
things, and be rejected of the elders, and 
of the chief prieſts - and ſcribes, and be 
killed ; and after three days rife again, 

32 And he ſpake that ſaying openly. 
And Peter took him, and began to re- 
buke him. 

33 And when he had turned about, 

and looked on his diſciples, he rebuked 
Peter, ſaying, Get thee.behind me, Sa- 
tan; for thou favoureſt not the things 
that be of God, but the things that be of 
men. 
34 } And when he had called the 
people unto him, with his diſciples alſo, 
he ſaid unto them, Whoever will come 
after me, let him deny himſelf, (ali the 
world's good things), and take up his 
craſs, (suffer all its evils), and follow 
me. 35 For whoever ſhall ſave his Re 
(by avoiding ſufferings) shall loſe the 
happineſs thereof; but whoever shall 
loſe his life for my ſake and the goſpel's, 
Shall obtain happineſs. 36 For what 
Shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and loſe himſelf? 37 Or 
what shall a man give in exchange for 
himſelf? 

38 Whoſoever, therefore, shall be a- 
shamed of me, and of my words, in this 
adulterous and ſinful generation, of him 
shall alſo the Son of man be ashamed, 
when he cometh in the glory of his Fa- 
ther, with the holy angels.

30 But he ſhall receive now in this life 
an hundred-fold (more joy and comfort 
even in perſecutions, than in} houſes, 
and brethren, and ſiſters, and mothers, 
and children, and lands, and in the world 
to come, eternal life. 31 But many (of 
the Yews}Y that were firſt (the church of 

God), ſhall be laft (in embracing the goſ- 
fel: and the Gentiles that were laſt in 
becoming the people of God, ſhall become 
firſt the church of Chrift. There be firſt 

in the <wvay that ſhall he laſt in attaining 
the end, aud loſe it). | 

32 [ And they were in the way go- 

ing up to Jeruſalem; and Jeſus went be- 
fore them; and they were amazed; and 
as they followed they were afraid. And 
he took again the twelve, and began to 
tell them what things ſhould happen un- 
to him, 33 Saying, Behold, we go up 
to Jeruſalem, and the Son of man ſhall 
be delivered. unto the chief priefts, and 
unto the. ſcribes; and they ſhall condemn 
him to death, and ſhall deliver him to 
the Gentiles; 34 And they ſhall mock 
him, and ſhall ſcourge him, and ſhall 
ſpit upon him, and shall kill him; and 
the third day he ſhall rite again. 

35 And James and John, the ſons 
of Zebedee, come unto him, ſaying, Maſ- 
ter, we would that thou ſhouldeſt do for 
us whatſoever we ſhall defire, | 

36 And he ſaid unto them, What 
would ye that I ſhould do for you? 37 
they ſaid unto him, Grant unto us that 


1 Chap. XI, 


we may fit, one on thy right hand, and 
the other on thy left hand, in thy glory. 

38 But Jeſus ſaid unto them, Ye know 
not what ye aſk: can ye drink of the 
cup that I drink of? and be baptized 
with the baptiſm that 1 am baptized 
with ? 

39 And they ſaid unto him, We can. 
And ſeſus ſaid-unto them, Ye shall in- 
deed ſuffer perſecution, and martyrdom, 
and have a bloody baptiſm; 40 But to 
ſit on my right hand, and on my left, I 


cannot give, except to thoſe for whom 


the Father hath prepared it. | 

41 And when the ten heard it, they 
began to be much diſpleaſed with James 
and John. | 

42 But Jeſus called them to him, and 
ſaith unto them, Ye know that they who 
are accounted to rule over the Gentiles 
exerciſe lordſhip over them; and their 
great ones exerciſe authority upon them, 
43 But ſo ſhall it not be among you; but 
whoever will be great among you, ſhall 
be your miniſter; 44 And whoever of 
you will be the chiefeſt, ſhall be ſervant 
of all. 45 For even the Son of man 
came not to be miniſtered unto, but to 
miniſter, and to give his life a ranſom 
for many. | 

46 [ And they came to Jericho; and 
as he went out of Jericho with his diſ- 
ciples, and a great number of people, 
blind Bartimeus, the ſon of Timeus, fat 
by the highway-ſide begging. 

47 And when he heard that it was Je- 

ſus of Nazareth, he began to cry out and 
ſay, Jeſus, thou fon of David, have metc) 
on me. Ny, 
48 And many charged him that he 
ſhould hold his peace; but he cried the 
more a great deal, Thou ſon of David, 
have mercy on me. 49 And Jeſus ſteod 
ſtill and commanded him to be called. 
And they call the blind man, ſaying, Be 
of good comfort, rife, be calleth thee. 5 
And he, caſting away his garment, role, 
and came to Jeſus. 

51 And Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, What wilt thou that I should do 
unto thee? The blind man ſaid unto 
him, That I might receive my ſight. 3 
And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Go thy way; 
thy faith hath made thee whole. And 
immediately he received his. fight, and 
followed Jeſus in the way. 


CHAP... XI. 
Chriſt rideth into Jeruſalem. 
AN when they came nigh to Jeri 
ſalem, unto Bethphage and Bethe. 
ny, at the mount of Olives, he fendet 
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Chap. XI. 


forth two of his diſciples, 2 And ſaith 
unto them, Go your way into the village 


over againſt you; and as ſoon as ye be 
entered into it ye ſhall find a colt tied, 


whereon never man ſat; looſe him, and 
bring him. 3 And if any man ſay unto 
vou, Why do ye this? ſay ye that the 
Lord hath need of him; ànd ſtraight way 
he will ſend him hither. | 

4 And they went their way, and found 
the colt tied by the door without in a 
place where two ways met, and they looſe 
him. | 

5 And certain of them that ſtood there 
ſaid unto them, What do ye looſingthe colt? 
And they ſaid unto them even as Jeſus 
had commanded ; and they let them go. 

7 And they brought the colt to Jeſus, 
and caſt their garments on him, and he 
lat upon him. 8 And many ſpread their 
garments in the way, and others cut 
down branches off the trees, and ſtrawed 
them in the way. 9 And they that went 
before, and they that followed behind, 
cried, ſaying, Hoſanna : bleſſed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord: 10 
Bleſſed be the kingdom (typified and re- 
preſented by that) of our father David : 
all hail in the higheſt. 

11 And Jeſus entered into Jeruſalem 
and into the temple; and when he had 
looked round about upon all things, and 
now the even tide was come, he went 
out unto Bethany with the twelve. 

12 And on the morrow, when they 
were come from Bethany, he was hun- 
gry. 13 And ſeeing a fig-tree afar off 
having leaves, he came, if haply he might 
find any thing thereon: and when he 
came to it he found nothing but leaves. 
for where he was it was the time of figs. 
14 And feſus anſwered and ſaid unto it, 
No man eat fruit of thee hereafter for e- 
ver. And his diſciples heard it. 

15 J And they came to ſeruſalem. 
And Jetus went into the temple, and be- 
gan to caſt out them that ſold and bought 
in the temple, and overthrew the tables 
of the money changers, and the ſeats of 

them that ſold doves; 16 And would 
not ſuffer that any man ſhould carry any 
rellel thro'ꝰ the temple. Ns 

17 And he taught, ſaying unto them, 

Is it not written, My houſe ſhall be call- 
ed of all nations the houſe of prayer? 
but ye have made it a den of thieves. 
„1 And the ſcribes and chief pricſts 
neard it, and ſought how they might de- 
{troy him: for they feared him, becauſe 
all the people were astoniſhed at his doc- 
irine, | 

19 And, when even was come he went 

: G 
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out of the city. | 

20 [ And in the morning, as they 
paſſed by, they ſaw the fig-tree dried np 
from the roots. 

21 And Peter, calling to remembrance, 
ſaith unto him, Maſter, behold, che fig- 
tree which thou curſedit is withered a- 
way. EE 

22 And Jeſus, antwering, ſaith unto 
them, Have faith in God. 23 For veri- 
ly I fay unto you, that whoſoever ſhall 
ſay unto this mountain, Be thou remov- 
ed, and be thou caſt into the fea, and 
ſhall not doubt in his heart, but ſhall be- 
lieve that thoſe things which he ſaith 
ſhall come to paſs, he ſhall have whatſo- 
ever he faith. 24 Therefore I ſay unto 
you, What things ſoever ye deſire when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye ſhall have them. 25 And when 
ye ſtand praying, forgive, if ye have 
ought againſt any; that your Father al- 
lo who is, in heaven ,may forgive your 
treſpaſſes. 26 But if ye do not forgive, 
neither will your Father who 1s in hea- 
ven forgive your treſpaffes. 

27 And they come again to Jeruſa- 


lem. And as he was walking in the tem 


ple, there come to him the chief prieſts, 
and the ſcribes and the «lders, 28 And 
ſay unto him, By what authority doit 
thou theſe things? and who gave thee 
this authority ? 

29 And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid unto 
them, I will alſo aſk of you one queſtion, 
and anſwer me, and I will tell you by 
what authority I do theſe things. 30 The 
baptiſm of John, was it from heaven or 
of men? anſwer me. 

31 And they reaſoned with themſelves, 
ſaying, If we ſhall ſay, From heaven, he 
will ſay, Why then did ye not believe 
him? 32 But if we ſhall ſay, Of men; 
they feared the people ; for all men 
counted John that he was a prophet in- 
deed. 33 And they.anſwered, and faid 
unto Jeſus, We cannot tell. And Jeſus 
anſwering, ſaith unto them, Neither do 
I tell you by what authority I do theſe 


things. 


CHAP. XII. | 
The parable of the vineyard. ; 

AF? he began to ſpeak unto them 

by parables. A certain man plant- 
ed a vineyard, and ſet an hedge about it, 
and digged a place for the wine-fat, and 
built a tower, and let it out to huſband- 
men, and went into a far country. 2 
And at the ſeaſon he ſent to the huſband- 
men a ſervant that he might receive 
from the huſbandmen of the fruit of the

vineyard. 3 And they caught him, and 
beat him, and ſent him away empty. 
4 And again he ſent unto them another 
ſervant; and at him they caft ſtones, 
and wounded him in the head, and ſent 


. him away shamefully handled. 5 And 


again he ſent another; and him they Kil- 
led, and many others; beating tome, and 
6 Having yet, therefore, 
one ſon, his well-beloved, he ſent him al- 
ſo laſt unto them, ſaying, They will re- 
verence my Son. 7 But thoſe huſband- 
men ſaid among themſelves, This is the 
heir; come, let us kill him, and the in- 
heritance ſhall be ours. 8 And they 
took him, and killed him, and caſt him 
out of the vineyard. 9 What ſhall, there- 
fore, the Lord of the vidcyard do? He 
will come and deſtroy the kuſbandmen, 
and will -give the vineyard nnto others. 
10 And have ye not read the ſcripture? 
"The ſtone which the builders rejected, is 
become the head of the corner: (See 
Matth. xxi. 33.) 11 This is the Lord's 
doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes. 

12 And they ſought to lay hold on him, 
but feared the people; for they knew 
that he had ſpoken the parable againſt 
them. And they left him, and went 
their way. 

3 And they ſend unto him certain 
of the Phariſces, and of the Herodians, 
to catch him in his words. 

14 And, when they were come, they 
ay unto him, Maſter, we know that 
thou art true, and careit for no man; for 
thou regardeſt not the perſon of men, 
but teacheſt the way of God in truth; 
Is it lawful to give tribute to Ceſar, or 
not? 15 Shall we give, or shall we not 
give? But he, knowing their vypocri- 
iy, ſaid unto them, Why tempt ye me? 
Bi ing me a penny, that I may ſee it. 16 
And they brought it. And he ſaid unto 
them, Whoſe is this image and ſuper- 
feription? And they ſaid unto him, Ce- 
far's. 17 And Jeſus anſwering, faid un- 
to them, Render to Ceſar the things that 
are Cef:r's, and to God the things that 
are God's. And they marvelled at him. 
18 J Then come unto him the Sad- 
dncees, who ſay there is no reſurrection; 
and they aſked him, ſaying, 19 Maſter, 
Moſes wrote unto us, If a man's brother 
die, and leave his wife behind him, and 
leave no children, that his brother should 
take his wife, and raiſe up ſeed unto his 
brother. 20 Now, there were ſeven bre- 
thren; and the firſt took a wife, and, 


' dying, left no ſeed. 21 And the ſecond 


took her, and died, neither left he any 
jeed: and the third likewiſe. 22 And 
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the ſeven had her, and left no feed. Laſt 


of all the woman died alſo. 23 In the 
reſurrection, therefore, when they shall 
riſe, whoſe wife shall she be of them? for 
the ſeven had ker to wife. 

24 And Jefus anſwering, ſaid unto 
them, Do ye not, therefore, err, hecauſe 
ye know not the ſcriptures, neither the 
power of God? 25 For when they shall 
riſe irom the dead, they neither marry 
nor are given in marriage; but are 2 
the angels who are in heaven. 26 And 
as touching the dead, that they riſe; have 
ye not read in the bock of Moſes, how in 
the busk God ſpake unto him, ſaying, I 
am tae God of Abrahern, and the God of 
Iſaac, and the God of Jacob? 27 Heis 
not the God oi the dead, but the God of 
the living. Ye, therefore, do greatly

28 [And one of the ſcribes came, 


and having heard them reaſoning toge- 
ther, and perceiving that he had an. 
ſwered them well, aſked him, Which i 
tne firſt commandment of all? 

29 And Jeſus anſwered him, The firlt 
of all the commandments is, Hear, O If. 
rael; The Lord our God is one Lord: 
30 And thou ſhalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
foul, and with all thy mind, and with all 
thy ſtrength. This is the firſt command. 
ment. 31 And the ſecond is like, name- 
ly this, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thylelf. There is none other command- 
ment greater than theſe. 

32 And the fcrive ſaid unto him, Well 
Maſter, thou haſt ſaid the truth; for 
there is one God; and there is none o- 
ther but he: 33 And to love him with 


all the heart, and with all the under- 


ſtanding, and with all the ſoul, and with 
all the ftrenyth, and to love his neigh 
bour as himſelf, is more than all whole 
burat-offerings and facrinces. 

34 And when Jeſus ſaw that he an- 
ſwered difcreetly, he ſaid unto him, Thou 
art not fat from the kingdom of God 
And no man after that duift aſk him a- 
ny queſtion. 

35 J And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid, 
while he taught in the temple, How lay 
the ſcribes that Chriſt is the ſon of Dr 
vid? 36 For David himſelf faid by the 
Holy Ghoſt, The Lob ſaid to my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right band, till I mak? 


| thine enemies thy foqtitool. 37 David, 


therefore, Eimſelf calleth him Lord: (a. 


being the Son of Ged, or the Meſſiah); 


and he is his ion, (as being the Son 0 
man.) And the common people heard 
him gladly, 
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z8 And he ſaid unto them in his 
doctrine, Beware of the ſcribes, who love 
to go in long clothing, and love ſaluta- 
tions in the market places, 39 And the 
chief ſcats in the ſynagogues, and the up- 
permoſt rooms at feaſts; 40 Who devour 


widows livings, ( for which they are fru 


tees), and for a pretence to piety, make 
long prayers; therefore, they thali re- 
ce:ve the greater damnation. 

41 F And Jeſus ſat over againſt the 
treaſury, and beheld ho the people caſt 
money into the.treaſury; and many that 
were rich caſt in much. 

12 And there came a certain poor wi- 
dw, and she threw in two mites, which 
make a farthing. | | 

43 And he called unto him his difct- 
ples, and ſaith unto them, Verily I ſay 
unto you, That this poor widow hath 


cait more in than all they who have caſt 


into the treaſury: 44 For they alldid caſt 
in of their abundance; but she of her 
want did caſt in all that she had, even 
all her living. | 
CHAP, AIII. (See Matt. xxiv.) 
The deſtrnction of the temple foretold. 
A* i) as he went out of the temple 
one of his diſciples ſaith unto him, 


Matter, ſee what manner of ſtones, and 


what buildings, are here! 2 And Jeſus 
antwering, ſaid unto him, Seeſt thou 
theie great buildings? there ſhall not be 
left one ſtone upon another, that ſhall 
not be throwa down. 

3 And as he ſat upon the mount of 
Olives, over againſt the temple, Peter, 
and James, and John, and Andrew, aſk- 
ed hita privately, 4 Tell us, when shall 
theſ2 things be?

5 And Jeſus anſwering them, began 
to ſay, Take heed, leſt any man deceive 
You: 6 For many shall come in my 
name, ſaying, I am Chriſt; and shall de- 
ceive many. 7 And when ye shall hear 
ol wars, and ramours of wars, be ye not 
troubled; for ſuch things muſt needs be; 
but the end shall not be yet. 8 For na- 
tion ſhall riſe againſt nation, and king- 
com againſt kingdom ; and there ſhall 
be earthquakes in diverſe places, and 
there ſhall be famines and troubles; theſe 
we the heginnings of ſorrows. 

9 * But take heed to yourſelves; for 
they shall deliver you up to councils ; 
anch in the ſynagogues ye shall be beaten; 
end ye Shall be brought before rulers and

them. 10 And the goſpel! muſt firſt he 
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published ameng all yations. - 11 But 
when they shall lead you, and deliver 
you up, take ho thought beforehand 
what ye shall ſpeak, neither do ye pre- 
meditate; but whatſoever shall be given 
you in that hour, that ſpeak ye; for it is 
not ye that ſpeak, but the Holy Spirit.

T4 J But when ye shall ſee the abo- 
mination of deſolation, ſpoken of by Da- 


-niel the prophet, ſtanding where it ought 


not, (let him that readeth underſtand,) 
then let them that be in Tudea flee to 
the mountains; 15' And let him that 
is on the houſe-top not go down into the 
houfe, neither enter therein, to take any 
thing out af his houſe. 16 And let kim 
that is in the field not tura back again 
for to take up his garment. 

17 But woe unta them that are with 
child, and to them that give ſuck, in 
thoſe days! 18 And pray ye that your 
flight be not in the winter. 19 For in 
thoſe days shall be aMiction, ſuch as was 
not from the beginning of the creation 


which God created unto this time, nei- 


ther shall be. 20 And except that the 
Lord had shortened thoſe days, no flesh 


should be ſaved ; but for the elect's ſake, 


whom he hath choſen, he hath shortened 
the days. 

21 And then, if any man shall ſay to 
you, Lo, here is Chriſt ; or, lo, he is 
there; believe him not: 22 For falſe 
chriſts and falſe prophets shall riſe, and 
Shall shew fGigns and wonders, to ſeduce, 
if it were potlible, even the elect. 23 
But take ye heed ; - behold, I have fore- 
told you all things. 

24 ſſ But in thoſe days, after that 
tribulation, the ſun shall be darkened, 
and the moon shall not give her light; 
25 And the ſtars of heaven shall fall, 
and the powers that are in heaven shall 
be shaken; 26 And then they shall ſee 
the Son of man coming in the clouds, 
with great power and glory. 27 And 
then shall he ſend his angels, and shall 
gather together his elect from the four 
winds, from the uttermoſt part of the 
earth to the uttermoſt part of heaven.

32 [But of that day and that hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the angels who 
are in heaven, neither the Son, (as Sor 
of man, John xxi. 17.) but the Father. 
33 Take ye heed, watch and pray; fcr 
ye know not when the time is. 34 For 
the Son of man is as a man taking a iar 
jourrey, who left his houſe, and gave au- 
thority to his ſervants, and to every man 
his work, and commanded the porter to 
watch. | | 

35 Watch ye, therefore; for ye know 
not when the maſter of the houſe cor- 
eth; at even, or at midnight, or at the 
cock-crowing, or in the morning: 36 
Leſt coming tuddenly, he find you fleep- 
mg, (unconceried). 37 And what I 


ſay unto you, I ſay unto all, Watch.

6 And Jctus ſaid, Let her alone; why 
trouble ye her? ſhe hath wrought a good 
work on me. 
with you always, and whenſoever ye will 
ye may do them good; but me ye have 
not always. 8 She hath done what ſhe 
could; ſhe is come aforehand to anoint 
my body to the burying. 9g Verily I ſay 
unto you, Whereſoever this goipel ſhall 
be preached throughout the whole world, 
this allo that she hath done ſhall be ſpo- 
Ken of, for a memorial of her.

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7 For ye have the poor 
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10 And Judas Iſcariot, one of the 
twelve, went unto the chief prieſts, to 
betray him unto them. | 

11 And when they heard it they were 
glad, and promiſed to give him money, 
And he ſought how he might conve. 
niently betray him. 

12 And the firſt day of unleavened 
bread, when they had killed the paſſe. 
ver, his diſciples ſaid unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we go and prepare, that 
thou mayeſt eat the paſſover? 

13 And he ſendeth forth two of his 
diſciples, and faith unto them, Go ye in. 
to the city, and there ſhall meet you a 
wan bearing a pitcher of water: follow 
him. 14 And whereſoever he ſhall go 
in, ſay ye to the goodman of the houle, 


The Maſter faith, Where is the gueſt 


chamber, where I ſhall eat the paſſover 
with my die pies? 15 And he will 
ſhew you a large upper-room furnifhed 
and prepared; there make ready for 
us. 

16 And his diſciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found as he had 
ſaid unto them; and they made ready 
the pailorer, | 

17 And in the evening he cometh 
with the twelve. 

18 And as they ſat, and did eat, Jeſus 
ſaid, Verily I ſay unto you, One of you 
who eateth with me ſhall betray me. 

19 And they began to be ſorrowfnl, 
and to ſay unto him one by one, Is it I? 
and another ſaid, Is it I? 

20 And he anſwered, and ſaid unto 
them, It is one of the twelve that dippeth 
with me in the diſh. 21 The Son of 
man indeed goeth, as it is written of 
him; but woe to that man by whom 
the Son-of man is betrayed ! good were 
it tor that man if he had never been 
born. 5 
22 . And, as they did eat, Jeſus took 
bread, and bleſſed, and brake it, and gave 
to them, and ſaid, Take, eat; this is my 
body. (See Matth. xxvi. 26.) 23 And 
he took the cup; and, when he had g1- 
ven thanks, he gave it to them; and 
they all drank of it. 24 And he ſaid un- 
to them, This is my blood of the new 
teſtament, which is ſhed for many. 25 
Verily I fay unto you, I will drink no 
more of the fruit of the vine, until that 
day that I drink it new in the kingdom 
of God. 

26 [ And, when they had ſung an 
hymn, they went out into the mount 0!

27 And Jeſus ſaith unto them, All ye 
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ſhall he offended becauſe of me this night; 
{or it is written, I will {mite the Shep- 
nerd, and the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered. 
28 But after that I am rifen I will go 
before you into Galilee, 

29 But Peter ſaid unto him, Although 
all all be offended, yet will not J. 

zo And Jeſas ſaith unto him, Verily I 
{ay uato thee, That this day, even in this 
night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
halt deny me thrice. 

31 But he ſpake the more vehemently, 
If I ſhould die with thee I will not deny 
thee in any wile. . Likewiſe alfo ſaid 
they all, 

32 And they came to a place which 
was named Gethſemane : and he ſaith 


to his diſciples, Sit ye here while I ſhall 


pray. ; 
33 And he taketh with him Peter, 
and James, and John, and began to be 
ſore amazed, and to be very heavy; 34 


And ſaith unto them, My ſoul is exceed- 


ing forrowtul unto death. Tarry ye 
kere, and watch. 

35 And he weat forward a little, and 
fell on the ground, and prayed, that, if 
it were potſible, the hour might paſs 


from him. 


36 And he ſaid, Abba, Father, all 


things are poſſible unto thee; take away 
this cup from me; nevertheleſs, not 
what I will, but what thou wilt. | 

37 Ant he cometh, and findeth them 
ſleeping, and ſaith unto Peter, Simon, 
ſleepeit thou! couldeſt thou not watch 
one hour? 38 Watch ye, and pray, leſt 
ye enter into temptation : the ſpirit tru- 
ly is ready, but the fleſh is weak.

1 Chap. XIV. 

45 And as ſoon as he was come he go- 
eth ſtraightway to him, and ſaith, Maſ- 
ter, Maſter ; and kiſſed him. 46 And 
they laid their hands on him, and took 
him. 

47 And one of them that ſtood by 
drew a ſword, and ſmote a ſervant of 
the high prieſt, and cut of his ear. | 

48 And Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid unto

27 And with him they crucify two 
thieves; the one on his right hand, and 
the other on his left. 

28 And the ſcripture was fulfilled, 
which ſaith; And he was numbered with 
the tranſgreſſors. 

29 And they that paſſed by railed on 
him, wagging their heads, and ſaying 
Ah, thou that deſtroyeſt the temple, and 
buildeſt it in ares days, 25 Save thi: 
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If, and come down from the croſs. 31 
Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts, mocking, 
ſaid among themſelves, with the ſcribes, 
le ſaved others; himſelf he cannot ſave.

5 E- 
very valley ſhall be filled, and every 
mountain and hill ſhall be brought low, 
the humble ſball be exalted, the proud 
and haughty abaſed) ; and the crooked 
ſhall be made ſtraight, and the rough 
ways ſhall be made tmooth, (the wicked 
and profligate ſhall become upright and 

oder, and the way to heaven rendered 
eaſy); 6 And all fleſh ſhall ſee the ſal- 
vation of God. 

7 Then ſaid he to the multitude that 
came forth to be baptiſed of him, O ge-

11 And, as they heard thefe things, 
he added, and ſpake a parable, becauſe 
he was nigh to Jeruſalem, and becauſe 
they thought that the kingdom of Gu 
ſhould immediatcly appear. 

12 He ſaid, therefore, A certain 900 
man went into a far country to receive 
for himſelf a kingdom, and to return. 
(See Matth. xxv. 14. Chriſt aſcended to 
heaven to poſſeſs his mediatorial hing- 
dom, and to return to judge the world). 
13 And he called his ten ſervants, and 
delivered them ten pounds, and ſaid un-

his citizens hated him, and ſent a meſ— 
ſage after him, ſaying, We will not have 
this man to reign over us.

Was returned, having received the king- 
dom, then he commanded theſe ſervants

how much every man had gained by 
trading.

17 And he ſaid unto him, Well, thou

(It is not enough not to ſpend 
it il, or not loſe it, but it muſt not be 
kept uſeleſely, but ſpent in pious or cha- 
ritable actions). 24 And he ſaid unto 
them that ſtood by, Take from-him the 
pound, and give it to him that hath ten 
pounds. 25 (And they ſaid unto him, 
Lord, he hath ten pounds. ) : 

26 For 1 fay unto you, That unto e- 
very one who improveth what he hath 
more ſhall be given; and irom him who 
improveth not what he hath, even what 
he hath ſhall be taken away from him. 27

Saying, Go ye into the village over a- 
gainſt you: in the which, at your enter- 
ing, ye ſhall' find a colt tied, whereon 
yet never man ſat; looſe him, and bring 
him hither.

HERE was a man of the Phariſees 
named Nicodemus, a ruler of the 
2 The ſame came to Jeſus by night, 
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and ſaid unto him, Rabbi, we know that 
thou art a teacher come from God; for 
no man can do theſe miracles that thou 
doeſt except God be with him. 3 Jeſus 
anſwered, and faid unto him, Verily, 
verily, I ſay unto*thee, Except a man be 
born again, he cannot fee the kingdom of 
God. 

4 Nicodemus ſaith unto him, How 
caiſa man be born when he is old? can 
he enter the ſecond time into his mo- 
ther's womb, and be born? 5 Jeſus an- 
ſwered, Verily, verily, I ſay unto thee, 


Except a man be born of water and of 


the Spirit, (become pure and ſpiritual) 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 
6 That which is born of the ficth is fleſh, 
and that which is born of the Spirit is 
ſpirit. 7 Marvel not that I ſaid unto 
thee, Ye muſt be bora again. 8 The 
wind blaweth where it liſteth ; and thou 
heareſt the ſound thereof, but canſt not 
tell wherice it cometh, and whither it 
goeth: ſo is every one that is born of the 
Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus anſwered and ſaid unto 
him, How can theſe things be? 10 Je- 
ſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, Art thou 
a maſter of Iſrael, and knoweſt not theſe 
things? 11 Verily, verily, I ſay unto 
thee, We ſpeak what we do know, and 
teſtify what we have ſeen; and ye re- 
ceive not our witneſs. 12 If IT have told 
you (ſpiritual things in figures taken 
from) earthly things, and ye believe not, 
how thall ye believe if I tell you of hea- 
venly things? 13 And no man hath a- 
ſcended up to heaven, (1. 18, known the 
ſecrets of the divine will and counſel), 
but he that came down from heaven, (i. 
14. aſſumed the human nature) even the 
Son of man, who is in heaven (dy hrs u 
nion with the Divinity). 

14 [ And as Moſes lifted up the (bra- 


zen, Num. xxi. 9.) ſerpent (cn a pole) 


in the wilderneſs, ſo ſhall the Son of 
man be lifted up (por the croſs); 15 
That whoſoever believeth in him ſhould 
not periſh, but have eternal life. 

16 J For God fo loved the world that 
he gave his only Son, that whoſoever be- 
L:eveth in him ſhould not periſh, but have 
everlaſting life. 17 For God ſent not 
his Son into the world to condemn the 

world, but that the world thro' him 
might be ſaved. _ 

18 He that believeth on bim is not 
condemned; but he that believeth not 
is condemned already, becauſe he hath 
not believed in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God.

may be made manifeſt that they are 
wrought in God (to his glory). | 

22 | After theſe things came Jeſus 
and his diſciples into the land of Judea : 
and there he tarried with them, and bap- 
tized. 

23 . And John alſo was baptizing in 
Anon, near to Salim, becauſe there was 
mich water there; and they came, and 
were baptized: 24 For John was not yet 
caſt into priſon. 

25 Then there aroſe a queſtion be- 
tween ſome of John's diſciples and the 
Jews about purifying. 26 And they 
came unto John, and ſaid unto him, Rab- 
bi, he that was with thee beyond Jor- 
dan, to whom thou hareſt witneſs, be- 
hold the ſame baptizeth, and all men 
come to him. 

27 John anſwered and ſaid, A man can 
receive notning, except it be given him 
from heaven. 28 Ye yourſelves bear me 
witneſs that I iaid, I am not the Chriſt, 
but that J am ſent before him. 29 He 
that hatlr the bride is the bridegroom; 
but the friend of the bridegroom, who 
ſtandeth and heareth him, rejoiceth 
greatly becauſe of the bridegroom's 
voice. This my joy, theretore, is fulfilled. 
30 He muſt encreaſe, but I muſt decreaſe. 
31 He that cometh from above 1s above 
all; he that is of the earth is eart!.ly, 
and ſpeaketh of the carth ; he that com- 
eth from heaven is above all. 
what he hath ſeen and heard, that he tei- 
tifieth, and no man receiveth his teſtimo- 
ny. 33 He that hath received his teſti- 
mony, hath ſet to his ſeal that God is 
true. 34 For he whom God hath ſent 
ſpeaketh the words of God; for God gt- 
veth not the Spirit by meaſure unto him. 
35 The Father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into his hand. 36 Re 
that believeth on the Son hath everlaſt- 
ing life; and he that believeth not the 
Son {hall not ſee life; but the wrath ot 
God abideth on him. 

„„ AP. IV. 
Chriſt and the Samaritan woman: 
HEN, therefore, the Lord knew 
how that the Phariſces had heard 
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that Jeſus made and baptized more diſ- 
ciples than John, 2 (Tho' Feſus him- 
ſelf b aptized not, but his diſciples,) 3 
He leit Judea, and departed again into 
Galilee, 4 And he muſt needs go thro? 
Samaria. | 

5 Then cometh he to a city of Sama- 
ria which 1s called Sychar, near to the 
parcel of ground that Jacob gave to his 
fon Joſeph. 6 Now, Jacob's well was 
there. Jeſus, therefore, being wearied 
with his journey, ſat thus on the well; 
and it was about the ſixth hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of Samaria 
to draw water, Jeſus faith unto her, 
Give me to drink. 8 (For his diſciples 
were gone away unto the city to buy 
meat). 

9 Then ſaith the woman of Samaria 
unto him, How is it that thou, being a 
Jew, aſkeſt drink of me, Who am a wo- 


man of Samaria ? (for the Jews have no 


dealings with the Samaritans.) 10 Je- 
{us anſwered and ſaid unto her, If thou 
bneweſt the gift of God, and who it is 
that ſaith to thee, Give me to drink ; 
thou wouldſt havę aſked of him, and he 
would have given thee living water (tbe 
Spirit's influence to refreſb the foul, 
John vii. 38, 39). 

it The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
Thou haſt nothing to draw with, and the 
well is deep: from whence then haſt 
thou that living water? 12 Art thou 
greater than our father Jacob, who gave 
us the well, and drank thereof himſelf, 
and his children and his cattle ? 13 Je- 
las anfwered and ſaid unto her, Whoſo- 
ever drinketh of this water fall thirſt 
again; 14 But whotoever drinketh of 
the water that I ſhall give him ſhall ne- 
ver thirſt (or want comfort); but the 
water that I ſhail give him ſh; ll be in him 
a well of water ſpring ing up into everlai- 

ing life. 

15 The woman faith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water, that I thirſt not, nei- 
ther come hither to draw. 16 feſus 


talth unto her, Go, call thy hnſband, and 


come hither. 17 The woman anſwered, 
and faid, I have no huſband. Jeſus ſaid 
to her, Finely anſwered | I have no huiſ- 
band; 18 For thou haft had five huſ- 
Lands: and he whom thou now haſt is 


not thy huſband, in that ſaidſt thou tru- 


ly. 
19 The woman faith unto my Sir, 1 
percerve that thou art a prophet. 20 
Our fathers worſhipped (at the roms te) 
v" this mountain (G erg, and ye iy 
taut in Jeruſalem is the place where mea 
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ought to worſhip. 21 Jeſus ſaith unto her, 
Womar, believe we, the hour cometh, 
wen ye ſhall neither in this mountain, 
nor yet at Jernſatem, worſhip the Father. 
22 Ye worthip ye know not how. We 


know what we worſhip; for (the word 


of) ſalvation is of the Jews. 23 But the 
hour cometh and now is, when the true 
worſhippers ſhall worſhip the Father in 
ſpirit and in truth; for the Father ſeek- 
eth ſuch to worthip him. 24 God is a 


ſpirit; and they that worſhip him muſt 


worſhip him in ſpirit and in truth. 

25 The woman ſaith unto him, I know 
that Meſſias cometh, who is called 
Chriſt ; when he is come he will tell us 
all things. 26 Jeſus ſaith unto her, I 
that ſpeak unto thee am he. 

27 [ And upon this came his diſci- 
ples, and marvelled that he talked with 
the woman; yet no man ſaid, What ſeck- 
eſt thou ? or, Why talkeſt thou with her ? 

28 The woman then left her water- 
pot, and went her. way into the city, 
and ſaith to the men, 29. Come, ſee a 
man who told me all things that ever I 
did; is not this the Chriſt ? 30 Then 
they went out of the city, and came un- 
to him. 

31 © In the mean while his diſciples 


prayed him, ſaying, Maſter, eat. 32 But 


he ſaid unto them, I have meat to eat 
that ye Know not of 33 Therefore 
ſaid the diſciples one to another, Hath 
any man brought him ought to eat? 
34 Jeſus ſaith unto them, My meat is to 
do the will of him that ſent me, and to 
finiſh his work. 35 Say not ye, Tacre 
are yet four "months; and then cometh 
harveſt ? behold, I ſay unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and 190k on the fields; for they 
are white already to {the goſpel) harveſt. 
35 And he that reapeth receiveth wages, 
and gathereth (Spirituai) truit unto life 


etrnal; that both he that ſoweth and 


he that reapeth may rejoice together. 
37 And herein 1s that ſaying true, One 
ſoweth and another reapeth. 38 1 nt 
you to reap that wherevn ye beſtowed 
no labour: other men laboured, and ye 
are entered into their labours. 

39 | And many of the Samaritans of 


that city believed on him ſor the ſaying 


of the woman, who teſtified, He told me 
all that ever I did. 40 So when the 
Samaritans were come unto him, they 
beſcaght him that he would tarry with 
them: and he abode there two days. 

41 And many more believed becauſe 
of his own word; 42 And laid unto the 


woman, Now we believe, not becaule of ”

45 Then, when he was come into Ga- 
lilee, the Galileans received him, h :ving 
ſeen all the things that he did at ſeruſa- 
lem at the feaſt; for they allo went unto 
the feaſt. | 

45 So Jeſus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine. 
And there was a certain nobieman, whole 
ſon was fick at Capernzum. 47 When 
he heard that ſeſus was come out of Ju- 
dea into Galilee he went unto him, and 
Leſonght him that he would come down 
and heal his ſon; for he was at the point 
of death. 48 Then ſaid Jeſus unto him, 
Except ye fee figns and wonders ye will 
not believe. 49 The nobleman ſaith un- 
to him, Sir, come down ere my child 
die. 50 Jeſus ſaith unto him, Go thy 


; way ; thy ſon liveth. And the man be- 


lieved the word that Jeſus had ſpoken 
unto him, and he went his way. 

51 And, as he was now going down, 
his ſervants met him, and told him, ſay- 
ing, Thy ſon liveth. 52 Then enquired 


he of them the hour when he be- 
gan to amend. And they ſaid unto him, 


Yeſterday at the ſeventh hour the fever 
left him. «<3 So the father knew that 
it was at the ſame hour in the which 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thy ſon liveth ; 
And hintelf believed, and his whole 
houſe, 

54 This is again the ſecond miracle 
that Jeſus did, when he was come out 
of Judca into Galilee. 

| CHAP, V. 

Chriſt cureth on the Saboath-day. 

F T ER this there was a feaſt of 

the Jews; and Jeſus went up to 
Jeruſalem. 2 Now there is at Jeruſa- 
lem, by the ſheep-market, a pool, which 
is called in the Hebrew tongue Beth- 


eſda, (the houſe of mercy), having five 


porches. 3 In thefe lay a gteat mul- 
titude of impotent folk, of blind, halt, 
withered, waiting for the moving of the 
water. 4 For an angel went down at a 
certain feaſon into the phol, and troubled 
the water: whotoever then ürſt, alter 
the troubling of the water, ſtepped in, 
was made Mhele of whatſoexer diſeaſe 
he had. | 


5 And a certain man vis tl. re, who

had an infirmity thirty and eight years, 
6 When Jeſus ſaw him lie, and knew 
that he had heen now a lons time in that 
caſe, he ſaith unto him, Wilt thou be 
made whole? 7 The impotent man 
anſwered him, Sir, I have no man, when 


the water is troubled, to put nie into 


the pool: but, while I an: coming, ano- 
ther fteppeth down before me. 8 Jeſus 
ſaith unto him, Riſe, take up thy bed, 
and walk. 9 And immediately the man 
was made whole, and took up his bed, 
and walked : 
the Sabbath. 
10 J The Jews therefore ſaid unto 
him that was cured, It is the Sabbath- 
day; it is not Jawful for thee to carry 
thy bed. 11 He anſwered them, He 


that made me whole, the ſame ſaid unto 


me, Take up thy bed and walk. 12 
Then aſked they him, What man is that 
who ſaid unto thee, Take up thy bed 
and wa'k? 13 And he that was healed 
wiſt not who it was: for Jeſus had con- 
veyed himſelf away, a multitude being 
in that place. 

14 Aiterward, Jeſus findeth, him in 
the temple, and ſaid unto him, Behold, 
thou art made whole; fin no moro, leſt 
a worſe thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the 
Jews that it was Jeſus who had made 
him whole. 16 And therefore did the 
Jews perſecute Jeſus, and ſor ght to ſlay 
him, becauſe he had done theſe things on 
the ſabbath-day. | 8 

17 But Jeſus anſwered them, My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

IS Therefore the Jews ſought the 
more to kiil him, becauſe he not only 
had broken the ſabbath, but faid alſo 
that God was his Father, making him- 
ſelf equal with God. 


19 ſ Then anſwered Jeſus, and ſaid 
unto them, Verily, verily, 1 ſay unto 


you, The Son can do nothing of himſeif, 


but what he ſeeth the Father do; for 


what things ſoever he docth, theſe alſo 
doeth the Son likewiſe. 20 For the Fa- 
ther loveth the Son, and ſneweth him all 
things that himfelf docth; and he will 
ſhew him greater works than thete that 
ye may marvel. 21 For as the Father 
ratteth up the dead, and quickeneth 


them, even fo the Son quickeneth whom 


he will. 22 For the Father judgeth 19 
man, but bath committed all judgment 
unto the Sen; 23 That all men ſ:ouid 
honuur the Son, even as they honour the 
Father. He that honoureth not the $08 
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lin. 24 Verily, verily, IL ſay unto you, 


He that heareth my word, and believeh 


on him that ſent me, hath cverlaſting 
lie, and ſhall not come into condem- 
nation; but is paſſed from death unto 
life, 25 Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, 
The hour is coming, and now is, when 
the dead ſhall hear the voice of the Son 
of God; and they that hear ſhall live. 
:£ For as the Father hath life in himſelf, 
fo hath he given to the Son to have life 
in himſelf; 27 And hath given him au- 


thority to execute judgment alſo, becauſe 


Le is the Son of man. 28 Marvel not 
at this; for the hour is coming, in the 


which all that are in the graves ſhall hear 


his voice, 29 And ſhall come forth; 
they that Have done good unto the reſur- 
rection of life ; and they that have done 
evil unto the reſurrection of damnation. 
zo I can of mine own ſelf do nothing; 
a3 Thear J judge; and my judgment 1s 
juſt : becauſe I ſeek not mine own will, 
but the will of the Father who hath 
ſent me. 

31 If I bear witneſs of myſelf, my 
witzels1s not true, 32 There is anether 
that heareth witneſs of me; and I know 
that the witneſs which he witneſſeth of 
me is true. 33 Ye ſent unto John, and 
he bare witneſs upto the truth. 34 But 
] r1ecetve not teſtimony from man; but 
theſe things I fay, that ye might be ſa- 
ved. 35 He was a burning and a ſhining 
light; and ye were willing for a ſeaſon 
to rcqoice in his light. 

36 But I have greater witneſs than 
that of John; for the works which the 
Father hath given me to finith, the ſame 
Woris that I do bear witneſs of me, that 
tie Father hath fent me. 37 And the 
Father himfelf, who hath ſent me, hath 
borne Witnels to me. Ye have neither 
heard hi voice at any time, nor ſeen his 
Epbrarance. 38 And ye have not his 
on aiding in you; for whom he hath 
bent, hi ye believe not. 

29 J Search the ſcriptures; for in 
them yethink ye have eternal life; and 
hey are they which teſtify of me. 40 
Ana ye will not come ta me, that ye 
might have life. 41 I receive not ho- 
gur tom men, 42 But I know you that 
vc ave not the love of God in you. 43 
{ 212 come in my Father's name, and ye 


Perce me not; if another ſhall come in 
Lis cn name, him ye will receive. 44 


Lon Can ye believe, who receive ho- 
gone of another, and ſeek not the ho- 
gur that cometh from God only? 45

the Father; there is one that accuſeth 
you, even Moſes (by his writings) in 
whom ye truſt. 46 For had ye believed 
Moſes ye would have believed me ; for 
he wrote of me. 47 But if ye believe 
not his writings, how ſhall ye believe my. 
words ? 
CHAP. VI 
Five thoufand men miraculouſly fed. 
 FTER theſe things Jeſus went over 
the ſea (or late) of Galilee, which 

is the ſea of Tiberias (and Geneſaretb). 

2 And a great multitude followed him, 
becauſe they ſaw bis miracles which he 
did on them that were diſeaſed. 3 And 
Jeſus went up into a mountain, and there 
he ſat with his diſciples. 4 And the 
paſſover a feaſt of the Jews was nigh. 

5 When Jeſus then lifted up his eyes

and ſaw a great company come unto him, 


he ſaith unto Philip, Whence ſhall we 
buy bread, that theſe may eat? 6 (And 
this he ſaid to prove him : for he himſelf 
knew what he would do). 7 Philip an- 
ſwered him, Two hundied pennyworth 
of bread is not ſufficient for them, that 
every one of them may take a little, 

8 One of his diſciples, Andrew, Simon 
Peter's brother, ſaith unto him, 9 There 
is a Jad here, whohath five barley loaves 


10 And Jeſus ſaid, 
Make the men fit down. Now there 
was much graſs in the place. So the 
men ſat down, in number about five thou- 
ſand. 

11 And Jefas took the loaves; and 
when he had given thanks he diſtributed 
to the diſciples, and the diſciples to them 


among ſo many? 


that were ſet down; and likew:ie of the 
: fiſhes as much as they would. 


they were filled, he ſaid unto his diſci- 
ples, Gather up the fragments that re- 
main, that nothing be loſt. 13 There- 
fore they gathered them together, and 
filled twelve baſkets with the fragments

and two ſmall fiſhes : but what are they 


12 When 


of the five barley loaves, which remain- 


ed over aud above unto them that had 
eaten. 

14 Then thoſe men, when they had 
ſeen, the miracie that Jcſus did, ſaid, 
This is of a truth that prophet which 
ſhould come into the world. 

15 J When Jeſus, therefore, perceiv- 
ed that they would come and take him 
by. force to make him a king, he depart- 


ed again into a mountain himſelf alone. 


16 And when even was now come his 
diſciples went down unto the-ſea. 17 And 
entercd into a ſhip,. and went over the 
ſea toward Capernaum ; and it was now 
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dark, and Jeſus was not come to them. 
18 And the ſea aroſe by reaſon of a great 
wind that blew. 19 So when they had 


rowed about five and twenty or thirty 


furlongs, they ſee Jeſus walking on the 
ſea, and drawing nigh unto the ſhip ; and 
they were afraid. 20 But he faith unto 
them, It is I; be not afraid. 21 Then 
they willingly received him into the ſhip, 
and immediately the ſhip was at the land 
whither they went. | : 
22 T The day following, when th 
people who ſtood on the other fide of the 
ſea ſaw that there was none other boat 
there ſave that one whereinto his diſci- 
ples were entered, and that Jeſus went 
not with his diſciples into the boat, but 


that his difciples were gone away alone; 


23 (Howbeit there came other boats 
from Tiberias, nigh unto the place 
where they did eat bread, aſter that the 
Lord had given thanks;) 24 When the 


people, therefore, ſaw that Jeſus was not 


there, neither his diſciples, they alſo took 


ſhipping, and came to Capernaum ſeck- 


ing tor Jeſus. 25 And, when they had 
tound him on the other fide of the ſea, 
they ſaid unto him, Rabbi, when cameſt 
26 Jeſus anſwered them, 
and ſaid, Verily, verily, I ſay unto you, 


Le ſeek me, not becauſe ye ſaw the mi- 


racles, but becauſe ye did eat of the 
loaves, and were filled. 27 Labour not 
for the meat which periſheth, but for 
that meat which endureth unto everlaſt- 
ing life, which the Son of man ſhall give 
unto you; for him hath God the Father 
ſealed, (authorized ). 

28 Then faid they unto him, What 
mall we do, that we might work the 
works of God? 29 Jeſus anſwered, and 
ſaid unto them, This is the work of God, 
that ye belicve on him whom he hath 
tent. 
30 They ſaid, therefore, unto him, 


What ſigns ſheweſt thou then, that we 


may ſee and believe thee? what doſt 
thou work? 31 Our fathers did eat 
manna in the deſart; as it is written, He 
gave them bread from heaven to eat. 
32 Then Jeſus ſaid unto them, Verily, 
verily, I ſay unto you, Moſes gave you 
nut that bread from heaven; but my Fa- 
ther giveth you the true (spiritual) 
bread from heaven---(of which the other 
74s only a figure). 33 For the (Spiri- 
tial) bread of God is he who cometh 
down from heaven, and giveth (Spfiritu- 
al) life unto the world. | 

34 Then ſaid they unto him, Lord, 
evermore give us this bread, 35 And 
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Jeſus ſaid unto them, I am the bread of 
(Spiritual) life: he that cometh to me 
ſhall never hunger; and he that belier. 
eth on me ſhall never thirſt, (newer 
want comfort). 36 But I ſaid unto yon, 
That ye alſo have ſeen me, and believe 
not. 37 All that the Father giveth 
me ſhall come to me; and him that 
cometh to me I will in no wiſe cf 
out. 38 For I came down from heaven, 
not to do mine own will, but the will of 
him that ſent me. 39 And this is the 
Father's will who hath ſent me, that of 
all which he hath given me ſhould loſe 
nothing, but thould raiſe it up again at 
the laſt day. 40 And this is the will of 
him that ſent me, that every one who 
ſeeth the Son, and believeth on him, may 
have everlaſting life; and I will raiſe 
him up at the laſt day. ; 
41 The Jews then murmured at him, 
becauſe he ſaid, I am the bread which 
came down from heaven. 42 And they 
ſaid, Is not this Jeſus the ſon of Joſeph, 
whoſe father and mother we know? how 
is it then that he ſaith, I came down 
from heaven? 43 Jeſus, therefore, an- 
ſwered, and ſaid unto them, Murmur 
not among yourſelves. 44 No man can 
come to me, except the Father who hath 
ſent me draw him : and I will raife him 
up at the laſt day. 45 It is written in 
the prophets, And they ſhall be all 
taught of God. Every man, therefore, 
that hath heard, and hath learned of the 
Father, (by hs Spirit), cometh unto me. 
46 Not that any man hath ſeen the Fa- 
ther, ſa ve he who is (the Son) of God, he 
hath ſeen the Father. 47 Verily, veri- 
ly, I ſay unto you, He that believeth on 
me hath everlaſting life. 48 I am that 
bread of (the gpiritual) life. 49 Your 
fathers did eat (-aterial) manna in the 
wilderneſs, and are dead. 50 This i 
the (Spiritual) bread which cometh 
down trom heaven, that a man may eat 
thereof, and not die (eternally). 511 
am the living bread (the ſoul's food) 
which came down from heaven. If any 
man eat of this (spiritual) bread he shal 
live (spriritualty, and be happy) forever: 
and the bread that I will give 1s.my 
fleſh, (the benefits that T purchaſed by 
partaking of fleſh, and ſuffering in tht 
human nature), which (benefits) I will 
give for the lite of the world. 52 The 
Jews, therefore, ſtrove among them- 
ſelves, ſaying, How can this man give Us 
his. fleſh to eat? 53 Then Jeſus ſaid 
unto them, Verily, verily, I iay unto 
you, Except ye eat (ed /Þirituaily c 
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the benefits purchaſed by) the fleſh of 


the Son of man, and drink (receive the 
conſolatioms purchaſed by) his blood, ye 
have no (Spiritual) lite in you. 54 
Whoſo eateth (S faith) my fleſh, and 
drinketh(5y faith) my blood, hath eternal 


life, ani I will raiſe him up at the laſt - 


day: 55 For (the pardon purchaſed in) 
my feth is meat indeed (or the foul), 
and (the peace purchaſed by) my blood 


is drink (and comfort) indeed (to the 


foul). 56 He that (thus by faith) eat- 

eth my fleſh, and drinketh my blood, 

dweileth in me (by faith) and I in him 

(by my Spirit). 57 As the living Fa- 

ther hath ſent me, and I live by the Fa- 

ther; ſo he that (hs by faith ſpiritual- 
ly) cateth (or feedeth) on me, even he 
ſhall live by me. 58 This is that (Spi- 
ritual) bread which came down from 
heaven; not as your fathers did eat 

(material) manna, and are dead, He 
that eateth of this bread ſhall live (Spi- 
ritually) for ever. 

59 Theſe things ſaid he in the ſyna- 
gogue, as he taught in Capernaum. 

6o | Many, therefore, of his diſciples, 
when they had heard this, ſaid, This is 
an hard ſaying ; who can hear it? 

61 When ſeſus knew in himſelf that 
his diſciples murmured at it, he ſaid un- 
to them, Doth this offend you? 62 What 
and if ye ſhall ſee the Son of man aſcend 
up where he was before? 63. It is the 
ſpirit that quickeneth; the fleſh profit- 
eth nothing: the words that I ſpeak un- 
to you they are (to be under/tood of the) 
Spirit, and (thut) they are life. 64But 
there are ſome of you that believe not.

3 Jeſus 
anſwered, Neither by this man's fin nor 
his parents was he born blind, but that 
the works of God should be made mani- 
feſt in him. 5 

4 I muſt work the works of him that 
ſent me while it is day; the night (of 
aeath) cometh, when no man can work. 

As long as I am in the world, I am 
the light of the world. : 

6 When he had thus ſpoken, he ſpat 
on the ground, and made clay of the ſpit- 
tle, and he anointed the eyes of the blind 
man with the clay, 7 And ſaid unto 
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Chap. IX, 


him, Go waſh in the pool of Siloam, 
(which is, by interpretation, Sent). He 
went his way, therefore, and waſlied, 
and came ſeeing. «+ | 

8 TJ The neighbours, therefore, and 


they who before had ſeen him that he. 


was blind, ſaid, Is not this he that ſat 
and begged? 9 Some ſaid, This is he; 
others ſaid, He is like him; but he ſaid, 
I am he. - | 

10 Therefore ſaid they unto him, How 
were thine eyes opened? 11 He anſwer. 
ed and ſaid, A man that is called Jeſus 
mace clay, and anotated mine eyes, and 
ſaid unto me, Go to the pool of Siloam, 
and waſh ; and I went and waſhed, and 
I received ſight. 

12 Then ſaid they unto him, Where is 
he? He ſaid, I know not. | 

13 They brought to the Phariſees 
him that aforetime was blind. -14 And 


it was the ſabbath day when Jeſns made 


the clay, and opened his eyes. 

15 Then again the Phariſees alſo aſk- 
ed him how he had received his ſight. 
He faid unto chem, He put clay upon 
mine eyes, and I waſhed, and do ſee. 

16 Therefore ſaid ſome of the Phari- 
ſees, This man 1s not of God, becauſe he 
keepeth not the ſabbath day. Others 
ſaid, How can a man that 1s a finner do 
ſuch miracles? And there was a diviſion 
among them. 

17 They ſay unto the blind man a- 
gain, What ſayeſt thou of him, that he 
hath opened thine eyes ? He ſaid, He 1s a 
prophet. | 

18 But the Jews did not believe con- 
cerning him that he had been blind, and 
received his fight, till they called the 
parents of him that had received his 
ſight. 19 Ard they aſked them, ſay- 
ing, Is this your ſon, who ye iay was 
born blind ? how then doth he now ſee? 

20 His parents anſwered them, and 
ſaid, We know that this is our ſon, and 
that he was born blind; 21 But by 
what means he now ſeeth we know not; 
or who hath opened his eyes we know 
not. He is of age, aſk him, he ſhall ſpeak 
for himſelf. 

22 Theſe words ſpake his parents be- 
cauſe they feared the Jews ; for the Jews 
had agreed already, that if any man did 
confeſs that he was Chriſt he ſhould be 
put out of the ſynagogue. 23 There- 


fore ſaid his parents, He 1s of age, alk 
him. | 
24 Then again called they the man 
that was blind, and ſaid unto him, Give 
God the praiſe ; we know that this man

is a ſinner. 25 He anſwered, and ſaid, 
Whether he'be a ſinner or no I know not; 
one thing I know, that, whereas I was 
blind, now I ſee, 

26 Then ſaid they to him again, What 
did he to thee? how opened he thine 
eyes? 27 He anſwered them, I have 
told you already, and ye did not give car. 


Wherefore would ye hear it again ? will 


ye alſo be his diſciples ? 

23 Then they reviled him, and ſaid, 
Thou art his diſciple, but we are Moſes? 
diſciples. 29 We know that God ſpake 
untoMoles; as for this man, we know not 
from Whence he is. 3zoThe man anſwer- 
ed and ſaid unto them, Why herein is a 
marvelious thing, that ye know not from 
whence he 1s, and yet he hath opened 
mine cyes. 31Now, we know that God 
keareth not ſinners; but if any man be a 
worſhipper of God, and doeth his will, him 
he heareth. 32 Since the world began 
was it not heard that any man opened the 
eyes of one that was born blind.

that entereth not by the door into 
the ſheep-fold, but climbeth up ſome o- 
taer way, the ſame is a thief and a rob- 
ber.

35 If he called 
them gods to whom the word (Hau- 
thority fr om) God came, and the {crip- 
ture cannot be broken; 36 Say ye of 
him whom the Father hath ſanctified, 
(authorized), and ſent into the world, 
Thou blaſphemeſt ; becauſe I (aid, T am 
the Son of God? 3 If I do not the 
works of my Fa ther, believe me not. 
38 But if I do, th ough ye believe not 
me, believe the works; that ye may 
know and believe that he Father is in 
me, and I in him. 

39 Thereſore th ey ſour: t - FR to 
take him; but he eſczped o of their 
hand, 40 And went away again n be- 
yond Jorden into the place where John 
at firſt baptized : ard there he abode. 
41 12 57 many reſted unto him, and 
ſaid, john did no miracle; but al things 
that Jong ſpake of this man veere true. 
42 And many believed on him there.

(Man's 
life is his day, in wvhich, if he does his 
duty DOT hour, he 44 alks in the light, 
and fumbles net). 10 But if a man 
walk in the night (being out of bis du- 
ty) he ſtumbleth, becauſe there is no 
light (or wiftom ) in him. 

11 Theſe things ſaia he; and after 
that he ſaith unto them, Our friend La- 

zarus ſleepeth ; but Igo, 585 I may a- 
wake him out of ileep. Then ſaid 
his diſciples, Lord, if he fleep he ſhall do 
well. 13 Howbeit Jeſus ſpake of his 
death; but they thought that he had 
{oken of taking - reſt in ſleep. 

14 Then ſaid Jeſus unto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead. 15 And J am glad for 
your ſakes that i wes not there, to the 
intent ye may belive ; nes ertheleſs, let 
us go unto him. 15 Then ſaid Thomas, 
who was called Didymus, unto his fel- 
low-Cifciplcs, Let us allo go, that we may 
die with him. 

17 Then when Jeſus came, he found 
that he had lain in the grave four days 
already. 18 . Bethany was nigh un- 
to Jeruſalem, about fifteen furlongs off.

32 Then when Mary was come where 
Jeſus was, and ſaw hun, ſhe fell down at 
his feet, ſaying unto him, Lord, if thou 
hadſt been here, my brother had not died. 

33 When Jeſus, therefore, ſaw her 
weep.ng, and the Jews alſo weeping who 
came with her, he groaned in the ſpirit, 
and was troubled, 34 And ſaid, where 
have ye laid hun? They ſay unto him, Lord, 
come and ſee. 35 Jeſus wept. 
36 Then ſaid the Jews, Behald how 
he loved him! 37 And ſome of them 
laid, Could not this man, who opened the 
eyes of the blind, have cauſed that even 
this man ſhould not have died? 

38 Jeſus, therefore, again groaning in 
himiclf, cometh to the grave. It was a 
cave, and a ſtone lay upon it. 39 Jeſus, 
ſeid, Take ye away the ftone : Martha, 
the ſiſter of him that was dead, ſaith un- 
to him, Lord, by this time he ſtinketh:

and nation. : 

49 And one of them named Caiphas, 
being the high prieſt that ſame year, ſaid 
unto them, Ye know nothing at ail, 50 
Nor conſider that it is expedient for us, 
that one man ſhould rather die for 
the people, than that the whole nation 
ſhould periſh. r And this ſpake he not 
of himſelf; but being high prieſt that 
year, he propheſied that Jeſus ſhould die for 
(the believers of) that nation: 52 And 


not for (believers of) that nation only, 


but that alſo he ſhould gather together 
in one the children of God that were 
ſcattered abroad (among the Gentiles). 

53 Then, from that day forth, they 
took counſel together for to put, him to. 
death. 54 Jeſus, therefore, walked no 
more openly among the Jews; but went 
thence into. a country near to the wil- 
derneſs, into a city called Ephraim, and 
there continued with his diſciples. 

55 . And the Jews paſiover was nigh 
at hand. And many went out of the 
country up to Jeruſalem before the paſl- 
over, to purify themſelves. 

56 Then ſought they for Jeſus, and. 
ſpake among themſelves as they ſtood in 
the temple, What think ye, that he will 
not come to the feaſt? 8 

57 Now both the chief prieſts and the

6 This ſaid he, not that he 
ca1ed for the poor, but becauſe he was a 
covetens thief, and got the purſe to keep, 
and carried it, with the money. 

7 Then ſaid Jeſus, Let her alone? as 
a preparation tor the day of my burial 
hath ſhe kept this. 8 For the poor al- 
ways ye have with you ; but me ye have 
not always--(as IJ will 75 on leave you). 

9 Much people of the Jews, there- 
fore, knew that he was there; and they 
came, not for Jeſus ſake only, but that 
they might ſee Lazarus alſo, whom he 
had raiſed froin the dead. 

10 But the chief prieſts conſulted that 
they might put Lazarus alſo to death; 
11 Becaule that by reaſon of him many 
oi the Jews went away, and believed on 
Jeſus. 

12 J On the next day, much people 
that were come to the feaſt, when they 
heard that Jeſus was coming to Jeruia- 
lem, 13 Tock branches of palm trees, 
and went forth to meet him, and cried, 

loſanna (all hail), bleſſed is the King 
of Iſrael that cometh in the name of the 
Lord. 

14 And Jeſus, when he had found a 
young als, fat thereon; as it is written, 
Ic Fear not, inhabitants of Sion; be- 
hold, thy King cometh fitting on an aſs's 
colt. 

16 Theſe things vnderſtood not his 
diſciples at the firit ; but when Jeſus was 
glorified (aſcended), then remembered 


they that theſe things were written of 


him, and that they bad done theſe things 
unto him. 

17 The people, therefore, that were 
with Lim when he called Lazarus out of 
his grave, and raifed him from the dead, 
bare rec d. 18 For this cauſe the peo- 
ple ailo met hin, for that they heard 5 
he had done this miracle. 

19 The Phar iſees, therefore. ſaid a- 
mong themſelves, Ferceive ye how ye 
prevuit nothing ? beheld, the world is 
gone after him. 

20.4 And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to worſhip at 
the feat: 21 The ſame came, therefore, 
to Philip, who was of Beth(aida of Gali- 
tee, and defired him, ſaying, Sir, we 
would foo Jeſus. 22 Philip cometh and

31 Now 1s the judgment of thi 
world (fo rectify it); row ſhall (Satan) 
the prince of this world be caſt out (if 
his dominion in ido!alry).

34 The people anſwered him, we haut 
heard out of the law that Chrift + 
bideth for ever; and how ſayeſt then 
The Son of man muſt be lifted up?

33 Then faid Jeſus unto them, yet!

that 0 in darkneſs knoweth ni 
whither Ee goeth. 36 While ye hart

HE former treatiſc (Luke 1. 3.) have 
I made, O Theophilus, of all that 
Teſus both did and taught, 2 Until the 
day of his aſcenſion to heaven, after that 
he, by the Holy Spirit, had given com- 
mandments unto the apoſtles whom he 
had choſen; 3 Te whom alio he ſhew- 
ed himſelf alive, after his paſſion by ma- 
ny infallible proofs, being ſeen of them 
forty days, and ſpeaking of the things 


pertaining to the kingdom of God: 4 


And being aſſembled together withthem,

49.) but 
wait for the Spirit, as promiſed by the 
Father, of which, faith he, you have 
heard me ſpeak, (ohn xiv. 26.) 5 For 
John truly baptized with water, but ye 
mall be baptized with the Holy Spirit 
(taught, enlightened, and puriſied by 
him) not many days hence. | 

6 When they, thereiore, were come 
together, they aſked of him, ſaying, 
Lord. wilt thou at this time reſtore again 
the kingdom to Ifrael? (as in the time 
of David.) 7 And he ſaid unto them, 
It is not for you to know the times or 
the ſeaſons which the Father hath kept 
in his own power, and kept hid.

2 Then the twelve called the multi- 
tude of the diſciples unto them, and ſaid, 
It is not reaſonable that we ſhould leave 
the word of God, and ſerve tables (to 
apply the poor). 3 Wherefore, bret hren, 
look ye out among you ſeven men of ho- 
neſt report, full of the Holy Spirit's wiſ- 
dom, whom we may appoint over this 
buſineſs. 4 But we will give ourſelves 
continually to prayer, and to the miniſ: 
try of the word. | 

5 And the ſaying pleaſed the whole 
maltitude: and they choſe Stephen, a 
man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, 
and Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, 
and Timon, and Parmenas, and Nicolas 
a profelyte (or convert) of Antioch, 6 
Whom they ſet before the apoſtles: and, 
when they had prayed, they laid their 
hands on them. 

7 And the word of God increaſed; 
and the numher of the diſciples multi- 
plied in Jeruſatem greatly; and a great 
company of the prieſts were obedient to 
the faith. 

8 And Stephen, full of faith and power, 
did great wonders and miracles among 
the people. | 

9 Then there aroſe certain of the 
ſynagogue, which is called the ſynagogue 
of the Libertines, and Cyrenians, and 
Alexandrians, and of them of Cilicia, and 
of Afia, diſputing with Stephen. 19

The God of glo- 
ry appeared unto our father Abraham, 
When he was in Meſopotamia, before he 
dwelt in Charran, 3 And ſaid unto him, 
Bet thee out of thy country, and from 


thy kindred, and come into the land 


-which 1 ſhall-ſhew-thee. 

4 Then came he out of the land of the 
Chaldeans, and delt in Charran : and 
and from thence, when his father was 
dead, he removed him into this land 
5 And he gave 
him no inheritance in it, no, not ſo 


much as'to-ſet his foot on; yet he pro- 


miſed that he would give it to-him for a 
poffeſſion, and to his ſeed after him, when 
as yet he had no child. 6 And God ſpake 
in this manner, That his ſeed ſhould ſo- 


journ in a ſtrange land; and that they 


Mould bring them into bondage, and en- 


treat them evil four hundred years. 7 
And the natien to whom they ſhall be 


in bondage will I judge, ſaid God; and 
after that ſhall they come forth and ſerve 
me in this place. 3 And he gave him 
the covenant of circumciſion; and ſo A- 


braham begat Ifaac, and circumciſed him 


the eighth day; and Iſaac begat Jacob, 
and Jacob begat the twelve patriarchs. 
9 And the patriarchs, moved with en- 
vy, fold Joſeph into Egypt; but God 
Was with him, 10 And delivered him 


out of all his afflictions, and gave him 


favour and wiſdom in the ſight of Pha- 


Faoh king of Egypt; and he made him 


governor over Egypt and all his houſe. 
It Now, there came a dearth over allthe 


land ofEzyptand Canaan, and great afflic.

tion, and our fathers found no ſuſtenance; 
12 But when Jacob heard that there waz 
corn in Egypt he ſent out our fathers 
firſt. 13 And at the ſecond time Joſeph 
was made 'known to his brethren; and 
Joſeph's kindred was made known unto 
Pharaoh. 14 Then ſent Joſeph and call. 
ed his father Jacob to him, and all his 
kindred, three ſcore and fifteen” perſons. 
1.5 So Jacob went down into Egypt, and 
died there, he and our fathers, 16 And 
were carried over into Sychem, and laid 
in the ſepulchre that Abraham bought 
for a ſum of money of the ſons of Emmot 
the father of Sychem. 


17 But When the time of the promiſe 


drew nigh, which God had ſworn to A. 
braham, the people grew and multiplied 
in Egypt, 18 Till another king axoſe 
who knew not Joſeph. 19 The fame 
dealt ſubtilely with our kindred, and e- 
vii-entreated our fathers, ſo that they 
caſt out their young children, to the end 
they might not live. 8 
20 In which time Moſes was born, and 


was exceeding fair, and nourifhed up in, 


his father's houſe three months. 21 And 
when he was caſt out, Pharaoh's daugh- 
ter took him up, and nouriſhed him for 
her own fon. 22 And Moſes was learn- 


ed in all the wiſdom of the Egyptians, 


ant! was mighty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to viſit his 
brethren the children of Iſrael. 24 And 
ſecing one of them ſuffer wrong, he de- 
fendetl and avenged him that was op- 
preſſed. nd ſmote the Egyptian: '25 
For he ſuppoſed his brethren would have 
underſtood how that God by his hand 
would deliver them; but they under- 
ſtood not. 26 And the next day he ſhew- 
ed himſelf to two of them as they ſtrove, 
and wonld have ſet them at one again, 
ſaying, Sirs, ye are brethren; why do ye 
wrong one to another? 27 But he that 
did his neighbour wrong thruſt him 4- 
way, faying, Who made thee a ruler and 
a judge over us? 28 Wilt thou kill me 
-as thou didſt the Egyptian yeſterday? 29 
Then fled Moſes at this ſaying, and was 
a ſtranger in the land of Madian, where 
he begat two ſons. - 
30 And when forty years were expi- 
red, there appeared to him, in the wil 
derneſs of mount Sina, an angel of the 
Lord (Chrift) in a flame of fire in a bull. 
31 When Moſes ſaw it, he wondered at 
the ſight ; and as he drew near to behold 
it, the voice of the Lord came unto him, 
32 Saying, I am the God of thy fatheis,

Then ſaid the Lord unto him, Put off thy 


ſhoes from thy feet: for the place where 


thou ſtandeſt is holy ground. 34 J have 
jurely ſeen the affliction of my people 
which is in Egypt, and J have heard their 
groan ing. and am come down to deliver 
tkem. And now come, I will ſend thee 
into Egypt. 35 This Moſes whom they 
refuied, ſaying, Who made thee a ruler 
and a judge? the ſame did God ſend to 


be a ruler and a deliverer by the hand of | 


the angel who appeared to him in the 
buſh. 36 And he brought them out, af- 
ter that he had thewed wonders and figns 
in the land of Egypt, and in the Red ſea, 
2nd in the wilderneſs forty years. 

37 J This is that Moſes who ſaid un- 
to the children of Iſrael, & Prophet ſhall 
the Lord our God raiſe up unto you of 
your brethren, a deliverer like-unto me : 
him ſhall ye hear. 38 This is he that 
was in the church in the wilderneſs 
with the angel who ſpake to him in 
the mount Sina, and with our fathers; 
and who received the lively oracles to 
give unto us; 39 Whom, our fathers 
would not obey, butthruſt him from them 
and in their hearts turned back again into 
Egypt, 40 Saying unto. Aaren, Make 
us. gods to go before us; for as for this 
Moſes, who brought us out of the land 
of Egypt, we wot not what is become of 
bim. 41 And they made a golden calf 
iu thoſe days, and offered ſacrifice anto- 
the idol, and rejoiced in the work of their 
hands. 

42 Then God turned away from them, 
and ſuffered them to worſhip the hoſt of 
heuven; as it is written in the book of 
the prophets, O ye houſe of Iſrael, have 
ye offered to me ſlain, beaſts and ſacrifices 
by the ſpace of forty years in the wilder- 
nels 2 ye did not. 43 Yet, ye took up 
the tabernacle of Moloch, and the ſtar 
ot your god Remphan, figures which ye 
made to worſhip.them : therefore I will 
carry you away. beyond Babylon. 44 Our 
fathers had the tabernacle of (Cod for a) 
witneſs in the wilderneſs, as he had ap- 
pointed, ſpeaking unto Moſes, that he 
ſhould make it according to the faſhien 
that he had ſeen (on mount Sinai). 
45 Which alſo our fathers that came af- 
ter, brought in with Jathua into the pol- 
leſſion of the Gentiles, whom God drave 
ont before the face of our fathers, unto

54 U When they heard. theſe things, 
they were cut'to the heart, and they

s Then Philip went down to the city 
of Samaria, and preached Chrift unto 
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them. 6 And the people with one ac- 
cord gave heed unto thoſe things which 
Philip ſpake, hearing and ſeeing the mi- 
racles which he did. 7 For unclean ſpi- 
rits, crying with a loud voice, came out 
of many that were poſſeſſed with them; 
and many taken with palſies, and that 
were lame were healed. 8 And there 
was great joy in that city. | 

9 But there was a certain man called 
Simon, who before time in the city uſed 
magic, and aſtoniſhed the people of Sa- 
maria, giving out that himſelf was ſome 
great one: 10 To whom they all gave 
heed, from the leaſt to the greateſt, ſay- 
ing, This man is the great power of God. 
11 And to him they had regard, becauſe 
that of long time he had bewitched them 
with ſorceries.

on none of them; only they were bapti- 
zed in the name of the Lord Jeſus.) 17 
Then laid they their hands on them, and 
they received the Holy Spirit. 

18 And when Simon ſaw that thro” 
laying on of the apoſties* hands the Holy 
Spirit was given, he offered them money, 
19 Saying. Give me alio this power, that 
cn whomſcever I lay bands, he may re- 
ceive the Holy Spirit. | 

20 But Peter ſaid unto him, Thy mo- 
ney perith with thee, becauſe thou haſt 
thought that the_gift of God may be 
purchaſed with money. 21 Thou haſt

25 And they, when they had teſtified 
and preached the word of the Lord, re. 
turned to Jeruſalem, and preached the 
goſpel in many villages of the Samartamy, 

26 [ And the angel of the Lord ſpake 
unto Philip, ſaying, Ariſe -and go to- 
ward the ſouth, unto the wav that goeth 
down from Jeruſalem unto Gaza, which 
is defart. 27 And he aroſe and went; 
and, behold, a man of Ethiopia, an eu- 
nuch of great authority under Candace 
the queen of the, Ethiopians, who had 
the charge of all her treaſure, and had 
come to Jeruſalem, for to worſhip. 28 
Was returning, and, fitting in his chari- 
ot, read Eſaias the prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit ſaid unto Philip, 
Go near and join thyſelf unto this chart- 
ot. 30 And Philip ran thither to him, 
and heard him rezd the prophet Eſaias, 
and faid, Underſtandeſt thou what thou 
readeſt*® 3r And he ſaid, How can I, 
except ſome man ſhould guide me? And 
he defired Philip that he would come up 
and fit with him. 32 The place of the 
ſcripture Which he read was this, He was 
led as a ſheep to the ſlaughter ; and, like 
a lamb dumb hefore his ſhearer, fo open- 
ed he not his mouth: 33 In his humilia- 
tion he was deprived of judgment; and 
who ſhall declare his generation; (be e- 
ver {iveth) tho? his life is taken from the 
earth. | 

34 And the eunuch anſwered Philip, 
and ſaid,-I pray thee, of whom ſpeaketh 
the prophet this? of himſelf, or of ſome o- 
ther man? 35 Then Philip opened his 


mouth, and began at the ſame ſcripture, 


and preached unto lim Jeſus. | 
36 And as they went on their way 


they came unto a certain water; and 


the eunuch ſaid, See, heieis water; what 
doth hinder me io be baptized 37 And 
Philip ſaid, If thou believeſt with all thine 
heart, thou mayeſt. And he anſwered, 


and ſaid, I believe that Jeſus Chriſt is the 


Son of God. 38 And he commanded the 
chariot to ſtand fill; and they went 
down into the water, both Philip and the 
eunnch; and he baptized him. 39 And 
when they were come up out of the wate 
the Spirit of the Lord caught away Phi- 
lip, that the Eunuch ſaw him no more; 
and he went cn his way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at Azotus; 
and, paſſing through, he preached in all 
the cities, till he came to Ccſarea. 

CHAP. H. 
Saul goeth to Damaſcus. 
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Chap. IX: 


ND Saul, yet breathing out threaten- 
ings and ſlaughter againſt the diſ- 
ciples of the Lord, went unto the high 
prieſt, 2 And deſired of him letters to 
Damaſcus to the ſynagogues, that if he 
found any of this way, whether they 
were men or women, he might bring 
them bound unto jeruſalem. 
- 3 And, as he journeyed, he came near 
Damaſcus ; and ſuddenly there ſhined 
round about him a light from heaven; 
4 And he fell to the earth, and heard a 
voice ſaying unto him, Saul, Saul, why 
perſecuteſt thou me? 5 And he ſaid, 
Who art thou, Lord? And the Lord ſaid, 


I am Jeſus whom thou perſecuteſt. It is 


hard for thee to kick againſt the pricks. 

6 And he, trembling, and aſtonithed, 
ſaid, Lord, what wilt thou have me to 
do? And the Lord ſaid unto him, Ariſe, 
and go into the city, and it ſhall be told 
thee what thou mutt = 

7 And the men who journeyed with 
him ſtood ſpeechleſs, hearing a- voice, 
but ſeeing no man (Heating). 

$ And Saul aroſe from the earth; and 


when his eyes were opened he could not 


ſee; but they led him by the hand, and 
brought him into Damaſcus. 9 And he 
was three days without fight, and nei- 
r did eat nor drink. 
And there was a certain diſciple 
'-zmaſcus named Ananias; and to him 
the Lord in a viſion, Ananias. And 
.id, Bzhold, I am here, Lord. 11 And 
Lord faid unto him, Ariſe, and go in- 
e itreet which is called Straight; and 
ire in the hoate of Judas for one call- 
aul of Tarſus; for, behold, he pray- 
12 And hath ſeen in a viſion a man 
d Ananias coming in, and putting 
and on him, that he might receive 
ght. 8 . 
Then Ananias anſwered, Lord, I 
„heard by many of this man, how 
1 evil he hath done to thy ſaints at 
Jeruſalem; 14 And here he hath au- 
thority from the chief prieſts to bind all 
that call on thy name. 15 But the Lord 


Taid unto him, Go thy way---for he is a 


choſen veſſel unto me, to bear my name 
before the Gentiles, and kings, and the 
children of Iſrael; 16 For I will ſhew 
im how great things he mult ſuffer for 
my name's fake. | 
17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the houſe ; and, putting his 
hands on him, ſaid, Brother Saul, the 
Lord, even Jeſus, that appeared nnto 
thee in the way as thou cameſt, hath 
lent me, that thou mighteſt receive thy 
lint, and be filled with the Holy Spirit.

18 And immediately there fell from his 
eyes as it had been ſcales; and he recety- 
ed fight forthwith, and aroſe, and was 
baptized. 19 And when he had recerv- 
ed meat he was ſtrengthened. Then 
was Saul certain days with the diſciples 
who were at Damaſcus. 20 And 
ſtraightway he preached Chriſt in the 
ſynagogues, that he is the Son of God.

23 [ And, after that many days were 
pait, the Jews took counſel to kill him ; 
24 But their lying in wait was known of 
Saul; and they watched the gates day 
and night to kill him. 25 Then the diſ- 
ciples took him by night, and let him 
down by the wall in a baſket. 

26 [ And when Saul was come to Je- 
ruſalem he aſſayed to join himſelf to the 
diſciples; but they were all afraid of 
him, and believed not that he was a diſ- 
ciple. 27 But Barnabas took him, and 
brought him to the apoſtles, and declar- 
ed unto them how he had ſeen the Lord 


in the way, and that he had ſpoken to 


him, and how he had preached boldly at 
Damaſcus in the name of Jeſus. 28 And 
he was with them coming in and going 
out at Jeruſalem. 29 And he ſpake 
boldly in the name of the Lord Jeſus, 
and diſputed againſt the Greek Jews; 
but they went about to ſlay him. 30 
Which when the brethren knew, they 
brought him down to Ceſarea, and ſent 
him forth to Tarſus. / | 

31 Then had the churches reſt through- 
out all Judea, and Galilee, and Samaria, 
and were edified ; and, walking in the 
ear of the Lord, and in the comfort of 
the Holy Spirit were multiplied. | 

32 And it came to pats, as Peter 
paſſed throughout all quarters, ke came 
down alfo to the ſaints who dwelt at 
Lydda: 433 And there he found a cer- 
tain man named Eneas, who had kept 
his bed eight years, and was ſick of the 
palſy. 34 And Peter ſaid unto him, E- 
neas, Jeſus Chriſt maketh the whole; a- 
riſe, and make thy bed. And he aroſe 
immediately. 35 And all that dwelt in 
Lydda and Saron ſaw him, aad turned to 
the Lord. 2 

36 No there was at Joppa a cer-

tain diſciple named Tabitha, which, by 
interpretation, is called Dorcas; this wo- 
man was full of good works and alms- 
deeds which ſhe did. 37 And it came 
to paſs in thoſe days that ſhe was ſick, 
and died : whom, when they had waſh- 
ed, they laid her in ar upper chamber. 
: 38 And foraſmuch as Lydda was nigh 
to .

5 And now ſend 
men to Joppa, and call for one Simon, 
whoſe ſurname is Peter; 6 He lodgeth 
with one Simon a tanner, whoſe houſe is 
by the ſea-ſide; he ſhall tell thee what 
thou oughteſt to Co. 

7 And, when the angel who wake un- 
to Cornelius was departed, he called two 
of his houſehold ſervants, and a devout 
{oldier of them that waited. on him con- 
tinually;- 8 And, when he had declar- 
ed all theſe things 1 unto them, he ſent 
them to Joppa. 

9 J On the morrow, as they went on 


their journey, and drew gh unto the

city, Peter went up upon the houſe-to 
to pray, about the ſixth hour. 10 And 
he became very hungry, and would haye 
eaten; but, while they made ready, be 
fell into a trance, 11 And ſaw heaven 
opened, and a, certain veſſel deſcending 
unto him, as if it had been a great ſheet 
knit at the four corners, and let down to 
the earth; 12 Whetein were all man- 
ner of e beaſts of the earth, and 
wild beaſts, and creeping things, and 
fowls of the air. 1 3 And > 60 came 2 
voice to him, Riſe, Peter; kill, and eat. 
14 But Peter ſaict, Not fo, Lord; for! 


have never eaten any thing that is com- 


15 And the voice ſpake 
unto him again the ſecond time, What 
God hath cleanfed that call, not thoy 
commcn. 16 This was done thrice; and 
the veſſel was received up again into hes.

17 JJ Now, while Peter doubted i 
himſelf what this viſion which he had 
ſeen ſhould mean, behold, the men who 
were ſent from Cornelius had made er- 
quiry for Simon's houſe, and ſtood before 
the gate, 18 And called, and aſked 
whether Simon, who was ſurnamed Pe. 
ter, ladged there. 

19 [While Peter thought on the yi 
ſon, the Spirit ſaid unto him, Behold, 
three men ſeek thee. 20 Ariſe, there- 
fore, and get thee down, and go with 
them, doubting nothing; for I have ſeit 
them, 

21 Then Peter went down to the men 
who were ſent unto him from Cornelius 
and ſaid, Behold, I am he whom ye ſeek; 
hat is the cauſe wherefore ye are come! 
22 And they ſaid, Cornelius the cẽnti- 
rion, a charitab;e man, and one that tear 
eth God, and of ood report among ul 
the nation of the = was warned trom 
God by an holy angel ta ſend for thet 
(to come) into his Houſe, and to hen 
words of thees 23 Then called he them, 
and lodged them. And on the morrov 
Peter went away with them, and ces. 
tain brethren from Joppa accompanied 
him. 24 And the morrow after they 
entered into Ceſarea, Cornelius waited 
for them, and had. called together hi 
kinſmen and near friends. ö 

25 JJ And, as Peter was coming in 
Cornelius met him, and fell down at bi 
feet, and worſhipped. him, 26 But Fe 
ter took him up, laying, Stand up; Imy 
ſelf alſo am a man. 

27 And, as he talked with him, be 
went in, and found many that were com! 
together. 28 And he ſaid unto then,

ve know how that it & an unlawful 
thing for a man that is a Jew to keep 
company or come- unto one of another 
nation: but God hath thewed me, that 


1 ſhould not call any man common or 


unclean. 29 Therefore came I unto you 
without gainſaying. as ſoon as T was ſent 
for; I aſk, therefore, er what latent ye 
have ſent for me ? 

32 And Cornelius ſaid, Four days ago 
] was faſting until this hour ; and at the 
ninth hour I prayed in my houſe, and, be- 
hold, a man ſtood before me in dright 
clothing, 31 And ſaid, Cornelius, thy 
prayer is heard, and thine alms are had 
in remembrance in the ſight of God. 
42 Send, therefore, to Joppa, and call 


hither Simon, whoſe ſurname is Peter; In 


he is lodged in the houſe of one Simon a 
tanner, by the ſea-ſide; who, when he 
cometh, ſhall ſpeak unto thee. 33 Im- 
mediately, therefore, T ſent tothee; and 
thou haft well done that thou art come. 
Now, therefore, are we all here prefent 
before God, to hear all things that are 
commanded thee of God. 

34 J Then Peter opened his out, 
and ſaid, Of a truth I perceive that God 
is no reſpecter of perſons; 35 But in e- 
very nation he that feareth* him, and 
worketh righteouſneſs is accepted with 
kim.

8 But I ſaid, Not ſo, Lord; for no- 
thing common or unclean hath at any 
time entered into my mouth: 9 But the 
voice anſwered me again Tram heaven, 
What God hath cleanſed, that call not 
thou common. 10 And this was done 
three times; then all were drawn up a- 
gain into heaven. 11 And, behold, im- 
mediate ly there were three men already 
come unto the houſe where I was, ſent 
from Ceſarea unto me. 12 And the Spi- 
rit bade me ge with them, nothing doubt- 
ing. Moreover, thefe ſitbrethren accom- 
panied me, and we entered into the man's 
honſe: 13 And he ſhewed us how he 
had ſeen an angel in his houſe, who ſtood 
and [aid unto him, ſend men to Joppa, 
and call for Simon whoſe ſurname i is Pe- 
ter, 14 Who ſhall tell thee words where- 
by thou and all thy houſe ſhall be ſaved. - 
1; And as I began to ſpeak, the Holy 
Spirit fell on them, as on us at tae be- 
ginning.

thcrs allo. 

36 J And ſore days after, Paul fail 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again and vi- 
ſit our brethren jn every city where we 
have preached the word of the Lord, and 
ſee how they do. 37 And Barnabas de- 
termined to take with ther John, whoſe 
ſurname was Mark. 38 But Paul thought 
not good to take him with them, who 
departcd from them from Pamphylia, and 
went not with tiem to the work. Yy 
And the contention was fo tharp between 
them that they departed- aſunder ore 
from the other ; and ſo Ear nabas tock 
Mark, and failed unto Cyprus; 40 And 
Paul choſe Silas, znd departed, being re- 
commended by the' brethren unto the 
grace of God, 41 And he went thro 
Syria and Cilicia, confirming the churches 

CHAP. XVI. 

Paul circumſeth Timothy. 
1 N came he to Derbe and Lyfin; 

and behold, a certain diſciple was 
there, named Timotheus, the ſon of a ce. 
tain woman who was a, Jewels, and be- 
lieved ; but his father was a Greek: 1 
Who was well reported of by the bre- 
thren that were at Lyſtra and Iconium; 
3 Him wonld Paul have to go with him; 
and took and circumciſed him, hecavit 
of the Jews who were in thoſe quartets 
for they Kuew all that his father was! 
Greek. 

4 And as they went through the cities 
they delivered them the decrees for u 
keep, that were ordained of the apoltic 
and elders who were at Jeruſalem.

14 And a certain Pagan woman, 
named Lydia, a ſeller of purple of the ci- 
ty of Thyatira, who worſhipped. God, 
heard us; whoſe heart the Lord opened 
that ſhe attended unto 15 things which 
were ſpoken of Paul. 15 And when the 
was baptized, and her 3 ſhe be- 
ſought us, ſaying, If ye have judged me 
to be faithful to the Lord, come unto my 
toule, and abide there. and ſhe conſtrain-

Romans.

23 And when t they had! laid many ſtripes 
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gittrates ſent the ſerjeants, ſaying, 


pon them, they caſt them into priſon, 
charging the jailor to keep them ſafely ; 
24 Who, having received ſuch a charge, 
thruſt them into the inner prifon, and 
made their feet fait in the ſtocks. | 

25 J And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and ſang praiſes unto God; and 
the ps, heard them. 26 And ſad- 
denly there was a great earthquake, ſo 
that the foundations of the priſon were 
ſhaken; and immediately all the doors 
were opened, and every man's bands 
were looſed. 27 And the keeper of the 
priſon, awaking out of his fleep, and ſee- 
ivg the priſon doors open, he drew out 
his ſword, and would have killed hirafelf, 
ſuppoſing that the priſoners had fled.

5 not, they drew Jaſon, and certain 
brethren, unto the rulers of the city, 
crying,

7 Whom Jaſon hath received, and theſe 

all do contrary to the decrees of Cefar, 

ſaying that there is another king, one Je- 
Tus. 8 And they troubled the people, 
and the rulers of the city, when they 
heard theſe things. 9 And when they 
had taken ſecurity of Jaſon, and of the 
others, they let them £0. 

10 J And the brethren immediately 


ſent away Paul and Silas by night unto: 


Berea ; who, coming thither, went into 
the ſynagogue of the Jews. 11 Theſe 
were more noble than ale 1 in Theſſalo- 
nica, in that they received the word with 
all readineſs of mind, and ſearched the 
ſcriptures daily whether thote things 
were ſo. 12 Therefore many of them 
believed; alſo of honourable women who 
were Greeks, and of men not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Theflalonica 
rad knowledge that the word of God was 
preached of Paul at Berea, they came thi- 
ther alſo, and ſtirred up the people. 14 
And then immediately the brethren ſent 
away Paul, to go as it were to the fea : 
but Silas and * {:imothens abode their ſtill. 
r And Hey that conducted Paul brought 
him unto Athens: and receiving a com- 
mandment unto Silas and Timotheus for 
to come to him with all tpeed, 1785 de-

4 And he reaſoned 
in the Iynagogue every ſabbath, and per- 
ſvaiied the [ews and the Greeks. 

s And when Silas and Timotheus were 
come from Macedonia, Paul was preſſed 
in ſpirit, and teſtified to the Jews that Je- 
ſus was Chriſt. 6 And when they op- 
poſed themſelves, and blaiphemed, he 
ook (the duſt off) his raiment, ( for a 
witneſs), and ſaid” unto them, Your 
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blood be upon your own heads; Iam 
clean: from henceiorth I will go unto 


the Gentiles. | 

7 7 And he departed thence, and en- 
tered into a certain man's houſe, named 
Juſtus, one that worſhipped God, whoſe 
houſe joined hard to the ſynagogue. 8 
And Crityns, the chief ruler of the ſyna- 
gozuc, believed on the Lord with all his 
houſc; and many of the Corinthians, hear- 
ing, believed, and were baptized. 

Then ſpike the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a viſton, Be not afraid, but 
peat, and hold not thy peace; 10 For 
I am with thee, and no man ſhall fet on 
thee to hurt the; for I have much peo- 
ple in this city. 4x And he continued 
there a year and fix months, teaching the 
word of God among them. |

19 And he came to 
Epheſus, and left them there; where 
be himſelf entered into the ſynagogue, 
and reaſoned with the Jews. 20 When 
they deſired him to tarry longer time with 
them he conſented not; 21 But bade 
them farewell, ſaying, I muſt by all 
means keep this feaſt that cometh in Je- 
ruſalem : but I will return again unto 
you, if God will. And he ſailed from E- 
pheſus. 22 And when he had landed at 
Ceſarea, and gone up and faluted the 
church, he went down to Antioch. 23 
And after he had ſpent ſome time there 
he departed, and went over all the coun- 
try of Galatia and Phrygia in order, con- 
firming the diſciples. | | | 
24 And a certain Jew named Apol- 
los, born at Alexandria, an eloquent 
man, and mighty in the ſcriptures, came 
to Ephefus. 25 This man was inſtructed 
in the goſpel of the Lord Fe/zs; and, 
being fervent in the fpirit, he ſpake and 
tanght diligently the doctrines of the 
Lord, knowing only the baptiſm of John. 
26 And be began to ſpeak boldly in the 
ſynagogue; whom when Aquila and 
Priſ:illa had heard they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto him the goſ- 
pel of God more perfectly. 27 And 
when he was diſpoſed to paſs into Achaia 
the brethren wrote, exhorting the diſci- 
ples to receive him; who, when he was 
come, helped them much, who had thro? 
28 For he mightily 
convinced the Jews, and that publicly, 
ſhewing by the ſcriptures that Jeſus was

CHA P.:; XEG 
The Holy Spirit given. 

ND it came to paſs, that, while 
Apollos was at Corinth, Paul, hav- 
ing paſted through the upper coaſts, came 
to Epheſus: and finding certain diſciples, 
2 He ſaid unto them, Have ye recieved 
the gifts of the Holy Spirit ſince ye be- 
heved? And they faid unto him, We 
have not ſo much as heard whether there 
be any <vbo have received the Holy Spi- 
rit. 3 And he ſaid unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized ? And they 
ſaid, Unto John's baptiſm. 
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4 Then ſaid Paul, John, verily, bep- 
tized with the baptiſm of repentance, 
ſaying unto the people, That they ſhould 
believe on him who ſhould come after 
him, that is, on Chriſt Jeſus. 5 When 
they heard this they were baptized in the 
name of the Lord Jeſus. 6 And, when 
Paul had laid his hands upon them, the 
Holy Spirit came on them; and they 
ipake with tongues, and propheſied. 7 
And all the men were about twelve. 

8 T And he went into the {5 nagogue, 
and ſpake boldly for the ſpace of three 

months, diſputing, and perſuading the 
things concerning tae kingdom of Ged. 
9 But when diverſe were hardened, and 
believed not, but ſpake evil of that way 
before the multitude, he departed from 
them, and ſeparated the diſciples, diſput- 
ing daily in the ſchool of one Tyrannus. 
10 And this continued by the ſpace of 

- two years; fo that all they who dwelt 
in the leſſer Aſia heard the word of the 
Lord Jeſus, both Jews and Greeks. 11 
And God wrought ſpecial miracles by 
the hands of Paul: 12 So that from his 


body were brought unto the ſick hahd- 
kerchiefs or aprons, and the diſeaſes de- 


parted from them, and the evil ſpirits 
went out of them. 

13 J Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcifts, took upon them to call 
over them who had evil ſpirits the name 
of the Lord Jeſus, ſaying, We adjure you 
by Jeſus, whom Paul preacheth. 14 And 
there were ſcven ſons of cne Sceva a 
Jew, and chief of the prieſts, who did fo. 
18 And the evil ſpirit anſwered, and 
ſaid, Jeſus I know, and Paul I know; 
but who are ye? 16 And the man in 
whom the evil ſpirit was leaped on them, 
and overcame ther, and prevaited again 
them, ſo that they fled cut of tker houſe 
naked and wounded. 17 And this 
was known to all the Jews and Greeks 
2Iſo dwelling at Ephetus; and fear fell 
on them all, and the name of the Lord 
Jeſus was magnified. ” 

18 And many that believed came, and 
confeffed, and ſhe wed their ei deeds. 
19 Many allo of them who uſe curious 
arts brought their books together, and 
burned them before all men: and they 
counted the price of them, and found it 
fifty thouſand pices of filver. 20,0 
mightily grew the word of Cod, and pre- 
vailed. | 

2t . Aſter theſe things were ended 
Paul purpoſed in the ſpirit, when he had 
paſſed through Macedenia end Achaia, 


to go to Jeruſalem, ſaying, After I bave

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been there IJ mnſt alſo ſee Rome. 22 80 
he ſent into Macedonia two of ue m that 
miniſtered unto him, Timotheus and E. 
raſtus; but he himſelf ſtayed in Aſia for 
a ſeaſon. 23 And at tlie ſame time 
there aroſe no ſmall ſtir about that way; 
24 For a certain min, named Demetri- 


us, a filver ſmith, who made ſilver ſhrines 


for Diana, brought no ſmall gain unto 
the craftſmen; 25 Whom he called to- 
gether, with the workmen of the like oc- 
cupation, and ſaid, Sirs, ye know that by 
this craft we have our wealth; 26 More- 
over, ye ſee and hear, that not alone at 
Epheſus, but almoſt throughout all A. 
ſia, this Paul hath perſnaded and turned 
away much people, ſaying, That they be 
no gods which are made with hands; 27 
So that not only this our craft is in dan- 
ger to be ſet at nought ; but alſo that 
the temple of the great goddeſs Diana 
ſhould be deſpiſed, and her magnificence 
ſhould be deſtroyed, whom all Aſia and 
the world worſhippeth. 28 And when 
they heard theſe ſayings they were full 
of wrath, and cried out, fay.ng, Great is 
Diana of the Epheſians. 29 And the 


whole city was filled with conſuſion; 


and having caught Gaius and Ariſtarchus, 
men of Macedonia, Paul's companions in 
travel, they ruthed with one accord into 
the' theatre, 
have entered in unto the people the diſ- 
ciples ſuffered him not. 31 And certain 
of the chief of Aſia, who were his friends, 
ſent unto him, defiring him, that he 
would not adventure himſelf into the 
theatre. 32 Some, therefore, cried one 
thing, and ſome auother; for the aſſem- 
bly was confuſed ; and the more part 
knew not Where fore they were come to- 
33 And tbey drew Alexander 
out of the multitude, the Jews putting 
him forward. And Alexander beckoned 
with the hard, and would have made his 
defence unto the people; 34 But when 
they knew that he was a Jew, all with 
one voice, about the ſpace of two hours, 
cried out, Great is Diana of the Ephe- 
Lane. 35 And when the town clerk had 
appeaſed the people he ſaid, Ye men of 
Epheſus, what man is there that know- 
eth not how that the city of the Ephe- 
fians is a worſhipper of the great god- 
deſs Diana, and of the image which (45 
it repested) fell down from. Jupiter? 
36 Seeing then that theſe things cannot 
be ſpoken againſt, ye ought to be quiet, 
and to do nothing rathly. 37 For ye 
have brought hither theſe men, who are 
neither robters of churches, nor yet blat- 


30 And when Paul would 
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phemers of your goddeſs, 38 Wherefore 
ir Demetrius, and the craftſmen who are 
with him, have a matter againſt any 
man, the law is open, and there are de- 
uties; let them implead one another.

ea; and of the Theflalomans, Ariſt ar- 
hus and Secundus; and Gaius of Derbe, 
nd Timotheus; and of the leſſer Alia, 
ychicus, and Trophimus. 5 Theſe, go- 
g before, tarried for us at Troas. 6 
nd we failed away from Philippi after 
e days of unleavened bread, and came 
to them to Troas in five days; where 
e abode ſeven days. 5 
And upon the firſt day of the 
eck, when the diſciples came together 
break bread, (at the Lord's ſupper), 
ul preached unto them, ready to de- 


rt on the murrow ; and continued his 


eech until, midnight. 8 And there 

ere many lights in the upper chamber 

nere they were gathered together. 

9 And there ſat in a window a certain: 

ung man named Eutychus, being fal- 
into a deep fleep; and, as Paul was

CHAP. XXIV. 
Paul accuſed by Tertullus. _ 

| ND after five days Ananias the high 

_ prieſt deſcended with the'elders, 

and with a certain orator named Tertul- 

lus, who informed the goveraor againſt 

Paul. 2 And, when he was called forth, 

Tertullus began to. accuſe him, ſaying, 

Seeing that by thee we enjoy greatquiet- 
nets, and that very worthy deeds are done 
unto this nation by. thy providence, 3 
We accept it always, and in all places, 
moſt noble Felix, with all thankfulneſs. 
4 Notwithſtanding, that I be not fur- 
ther tedious unto thee, I pray thee that 
thou wouldeſt hear us of thy clemency a 
tew words. 5 For we have found this 
man a peſtilent man, and a mover of ſe- 
dition among all the Jews throughout 
the empire, and a ringleader of the 
ſect of the Nazarene: (Chriftians) * 
6 Who alfo hath gone about to profane 
the temple ; whom we took, and woull 
have judged according to our law; 7 
But the chief captain Lyſias came upon 
us, and with great violence took him a- 
way out of our hands, 8 Commanding 
his accuſers to come unto thee ; by ex- 
amining of whom, thyſelf mayeſt take 
knowledge of all theſe things whereof we 
accuſe him. 9 And the Jews alto aſſent- 
ed, ſaying, that theſe things were ſo. 

10 Then Paul, after that the gover- 
nor had beckoned unto him to fpeak, an- 
ſwered, Foraſmuch as I know that thou 
haſt been of many years a judge unto this 
nation, I do the more cheertully anſwer 
for myſelf; 11 Becauſe that thou may- 


eſt underſtand, that there are yet but 


twelve days fince I went pp to Jeruſalem 
for to worſhip. 12 And they neither 
found me in the temple diſputing with a- 
ny man, neither raiſing up the people, 
neither in the ſynagogues, nor in the city; 
12 Neither can they prove thethings 
whereof they now accuſe me. 14 But 
this L confeis unto thee, that after the 
way which they call hereſy, fo worſhip I 
the God of my fathers, believing ail things 
which are written in the law and in the 
prophets; 15 And have hope toward 
God, which they themſelves alſo allow, 
that there ſhall be a reſurre ion of the 


dead, both of the juſt and unjuſt. 15 And 


herein do I exerciſe myſelf to have al- 
ways a conſcience without oſſence toward 
God, and toward men. 17 Now after 
many years, I came'to bring alms to my 
nation, and offerings, 18 Whereupon 
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certain Jews from (the leſſer) Aſia found 
me purified” in the temple, neither with 
multitude, nor with tumult: 19 Who 
ought to have been here before thee, and 
object, if they had ought againſt me. 20 
Or elſe let theſe ſame here ſay, if they 


have found any evil-doing in me while I 1 


ſtood before the council, 21 Except it 
be for this one voice, that I cried ſtand- 
ing among them, Touching the reſurrec- 
tion of the dead I am called in queſtion 
by you this day. 

22 And when Felix heard theſe things, 
having more perfect knowledge of that 
way, he deferred them, and ſaid, When 
Lyſias the chief captain ſhall come down 
I will know the uttermoſt of your matter. 
23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, 
and that he ſhould forbid none of his ac- 
quaintance to miniſter or come unto him, 

24 [ And after certain days, when Fe- 
lix came with his wife Druſilla, who was 
a ſeweſs, he ſent for Paul, and heard him 


concerning the faith in Chriſt. 25 And as 


he reaſoned of righteoufneſs, temperance, 
andjudgmentto come, Felix trembled,and 
anſwered, Go thy way for this time; 


- when I have a convenient ſeaſon I will 


call for thee. 26 He hoped alſo that 
money ſhould have been given him of 
Paul, that he might looſe him; where- 
fore he ſent for him the oſtener, and com- 
muned with him. 27 But, after two 
years, Porcins Feſtus came into Felix' 
room : and Felix willing to ſhew the Jews 
a pleaſure, left Paul bound. : 
CHAP. XXV. 
The Jews accuſe Paul before Felix. 
OW, when Feſtus was come 1pto 
the province, after three days he a- 
ſcended from Ceſarea to Jeruſalem. 

2 Then the high prieſt, and the chief 
of the Jews informed him againſt Paul, 
and beſought him, 3 And deſired favour a- 
gainſt him, that he would ſend for him to 


Jeruſalem, laying wait in the way to kill 


him. 4 But Feſtus anſwered that Paul 
ſhould be kept at Ceſarea, and that he 
himſelf would depart ſhortly thither. 5 
Let them, therefore, ſaid he, who among 
you are able go down with me, and accuſe 
this man, if there be any wickedneſs in 
him. 

6 And, when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went down 
nnto Ceſarea; and the next day, ſitting 
on the judgment-ieat commanded Paul 
to be brought. 

7 And, when he was come, the Jews 
wao came down from Jeruſalem ſtood 


1 Chap. XXV. 
round about, and laid many and grievous 
complaints againſt Paul, which they 
could not prove; $ While he anſwer. 
ed for himſelf, Neither againſt the lay 
of the Jews, neither againſt the temple, 
nor yet againſt Ceſar, have I offended x. 
ny thing at all. 
9 But Feſtus, willing to do the Jews 
a pleaſure, anſwered Paul, and faid, 
Wilt thou go up to Jeruſalem, and there 
be judged of theſe things before me? 10 
Then ſaid Paul, I ſtand at Ceſar's Judg- 
ment-ſcat, where I ought to be judged; 
to the Jews have I done no wrong, az 
thou very well knoweſt. 11 For if I he 
an offender, or have committed any thing 
worthy of death, I refuſe not to die; but 
if there be none of theſe things fut 
whereof theſe accuſe me, no man may 
deliver me unto them. I appcal unto 
Ceſar. 

12 Then Feſtus, when he had confer. 
red with the council, anſwered, Haft 
thou appealed unto Ceſar ? unto Ceſar 
FVV 

13 And, after certain days, king A. 
grippa and Bernice came unto Ceſares 
to ſalute Feſtus. 14 And, when they 
had been there many days, Feſtus de. 


clared Paul's cauſe unto- the king, ſay- 


ing, There is a certain man left in bonds 
by Felix; 15 About whom, when! 
was at Jeruſalem, the chief prieſts and 
the elders of the Jews intormed me, de- 
firing to have judgment againſt him. 16 
To whom I anſwered, It is not the man- 
ner of the Romans to deliver any mat 


to die before that lie who is accuſed have 


the accuſers face to face, and have li- 
cence to anſwer for himſelf concerning 
the crime laid against him. 17 There- 
* fore, when they were come hither, with- 
cout any delay on the morrow I fat on the 
judgment-ſeat, and commanded the man 
to be brough forth. 18 Againſt whom, 
when the accuſers ſtood up, they brought 
none accuſation of ſuch things as I ſup- 
poſed; 19 But had certain queſtions #- 
gainſt him of their own ſuperſtition, and 
of one Jeſus who was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive. 20 And, becailt 
I doubted of ſuch manner of queſtions, | 
aſked him whether be would go up tl 
Jeruſalem, and there be judged of thelt 
matters. 21 But when Paul had ap- 
pealed to be reſerved unto the nearing d 
Augustus, I commanded him to be Kkef! 
till TI might ſend him to Ceſar. 
22 Then Agrippa ſaid unto Festus, | 
would alſo hear the man myſelf, T6 
morrow, ſaid he, thou ſhalt hear bim. 
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Chap. XXVI. A 


23 J Ard on the morrow, when A- 
grippa was come, and Bernice, with great 
pomp, and was entered into the place of 
hearing, with the chief captains and prin- 
cipal men of. the city, at Feſtus com- 
ment Paul-was brought forth, 

24 And Feſtus ſaid, King Agrippa and 
all men who are here preſent with us, ye 
ſce this man, about whom all the multi- 
tude of the Jews have dealt with me, 
both at Jeruſalem, and alſo here, crying, 
that he ought not to live any longer. 25 
But when I found that he had committed 
nothing worthy of death, and that he 
himſelf hath appealed to Auguſtus, I 
have determined to ſend him, 26 Of 
whom I have no certain thing to write 
unto my lord. Wherefore Ihave brought 
him forth before you, and ſpecially before 
thee, O King Agrippa, that, after exa- 
mination had, I might have ſomewhat 
to write. 27 For it ſeemeth to me un- 
reaſonable to ſend a priſoner, and not 
withal to ſignify the crimes laid againſt 
him. | 

CHAP. XXVI. 
Of Paul's life and converſion, 

HEN Agrippa ſaid unto Paul, Thou 

art permitted to ſpeak for thyſelf. 

Then Paul ſtretched forth the hand, and 
anſwered for himſelf. 2 1 think myſelf 
happy, king Agrippa, becauſe I hall an- 
{wer for myſelf this day before thee, 
touching all the things whereof I am ac- 
cuſed of the Jews; 3 Eſpecially, becauſe 
I know thee to be expert in all cuſtoms 
and queſtions which are among the Jews: 
wherefore I beſzech thee to hear me pa- 
tiently. 4 My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the firſt among 
mine own nation at Jeruſalem, know all 
the Jews; 5 Who knew me from the 
beginning, if they would teftify, that, 
after the molt ſtraiteſt ſe of our reli- 
gion, I lived a Phariſee. 6 And now I 
ſtand and am judged for the hope of the 


promiſe of the goſÞet and the reſurrei- 


tion made of God-unto our fathers: 7 
Unto which promiſe our twelve tribes, 
inſtantly ſerving God day and night, hope 
to come: for which hope's ſake, king A- 
grippa, I am acculed of the Jews. 8 Why 
thould it be thought a thing incredible 
with you that God ſhould raiſe the 
dead? 9 I verily thought with myſelf 
that J ought to do many things con- 
trary to the name of Jeſus of Nazareth. 
12 Which thing I alſo did in Jeruſalem; 
and many of the ſaints did I ſhut up in 


priſon, having received authority from, 
the chicf prieſts; and, when they were 


* 
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put to death, I gave my voice againſt 
them. 11 And I puniſhed them oft in 
every ſynagogue, and compelled them to 
blaſpheme : and, being exceedingly mad 


againſt them, I perſecuted them even un- 


to ſtrange cities. 12 Whereupon, as L 
went unto Damaſcus with authority and 
commiſſion from the chief prieſts, 13 At 
mid-day, O king, I ſaw in the way a 
light from heaven, above the brightneſs 
of the ſun, ſhining round about me, and 
them who journeyed with me. 14 And, 
when we were all fallen to the earth, I 
heard a voice ſpeaking unto me, and ſay- 
ing, in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, Saul, 
why perſecuteſt thou me ? It is hard for 
thee to kick againſt the pricks. 15 And 
I ſaid, Who art thou, Lord? And he ſaid, 
I am- Jeſus, whom thou perſecuteſt. 16 
But riſe, and ſtand upon thy feet; for 1 


have appeared unto thee for this purpoſe, 


to make thee a miniſter and a witneſs, 
both of theſe things which thou haft 
ſeen, and of thoſe things for the which I 
will appear unto thee; 17 Delivering 
thee from the people, and from the Gen- 
tiles, unto whom now I ſend thee, 18 
To open their eyes, (the eyes of their 
minds), and to turn them from darkneſs 
to light, ( from error to truth), and from 
the power of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveneſs of ſins, and in- 
heritance among them who are ſancti- 
fied by faith that is in me. 19 Where- 


upon, O king Agrippa, I was not diſobe- 


dient unto the heavenly viſion z 20 But 
ſhewed firſt unto them of Damaſcus, and 
at Jeruſalem, and throughout all the 
coaſts of ſudea, and then to the Gentiles, 
that they ſhould repent and turn to God, 
and do the works o! repentance. 21 For 
theſe cauſes the Jews caught me in the 
temple, and went about to kill me. 22 
Having, therefore, obtained help of God, 
I continue unto this day, witneſſing both 
to ſmall and great; ſaying none other 
things than thoſe which the prophets 
and Moſes did ſay ſhould come; 23 That 
Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, and that he ſhould 
be the firſt that ſhould rife from the 
dead, and ſhould ſhew the light (of the 
$nowtedge of ſalvation) unto the peo- 
ple, and to the Gentiles. 

24 [ And, as he thus ſpake for him- 
ſelf, Feſtus ſaid with a loud voice, Paul, 
thou are befide thyſelf; much learning 
doth make thee mad. 25 But he ſaid, I 
am not mad, moſt noble Feſtus; but ſpeak 
forth the words of truth and ſoberneſs, 
( for learning rather makes wiſe). 26 
For the king knoweth of theſe things, 
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before whom alſo I ſpeak freely; for T 
am perſuaded that none of theſe things 


are hidden from him; for this thing was 


not done in a corner. 27 King Agrippa, 
believeſt thon the prophets? I know that 
thou believeſt. __ 

23 Then Aprippa ſaid unto Paul, Al- 
moſt thou perſuadeſt me to be a Chriſ- 
tian. 29 And Paul ſaid, T would to 
God, that not only thou, but alſo all that 
hear me this lay, were both almoſt, and 
altogether ſuch as I am, except theſe 
bonds. | 

30 T And, when he had thus ſpoken, 
the king roſe up, and the governor, and 
Bernice, and they that ſat with them. 
31 And, when they were gone aſide, 


they talked between themſelves, ſaying, 


This man doeth nothing worthy of death, 
or of bonds. 32 Then ſaid Agrippa unto 
Feſtus, This man might have been ſet 
at liberty, if he had not appealed unto 
Ceſar. 
CHAP; XVI. 
Paul ſbippeth for Rome. 
ND, when it was determined that 
we ſhould ſail into Italy, they de- 
livered Paul, and certain other priſoners. 
unto one named Julius, a centurion of 
Auguſtus' band. 2 And, entering into 
a ſhip of Adramyttium, we launched, 
meaning to ſail by the coaſts of Aſia; one 
Ariſtarchus, a Macedonian of Theſſaloni- 


ca, being with us. 3 And the next day 


we touched at Sidon. And Julius cour- 
teouſly entreated Paul, and gave him li- 
berty to go unto his friends to refreſh 
Aimſelf. 4 And, when we had launch- 
ed from thence, we tailed under Cyprus, 
becauſe the winds were contrary. 5 And, 
when we had ſailed over the ſea of Ci- 
licia and Pamphyna, we came to Myra, 
a city of Lycia. 6 And there the cen- 
turion found a ſkip of Alexandria falling 
into Italy; and he put us therein. 7 And 
when we had ſailed ſlowly many days, 
and ſcarce were come over againſt Cni- 


dus, the wind not ſuffering us, we ſailed 


under Crete, over againſt Salmone; 8 
Anti, hardly paſſing it, came unte a place 
which is called The Fair Havens, nigh 
whereunto was tlie city of Laſea. 9

ſoners to the captain of the guard; but 
Paul was ſuffered to dwell by himſelf 
with a ſoldier that kept him. | 

17 F And it came to paſs, that, after 
three days, Paul called the chief of the 


Jews together ; and, when they were 


come together, he ſaid unto them, Men 
and brethren, thongh I have committed 
nothing 2 Ainſt the p3oplie, or cuſtoms of 
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our fathers, yet was I delivered priſoner 
from Jeruſalem into the hands of the 
Romans; 18 Who, when they had 
examined me, would have let me go, 
becauſe there was no cauſe of death in 
me. Tg But, when the Jews ſpake a- 
gainſt it, I was conftrained to appeal un- 
to Ceſar; not that 1 had ought to accuſe 
my nation of. 20 For this caufe, there- 
fore, have I called for you, to ſee you, 
and to ſpeak with you; becauſe that for 
the goſpel the hope of Iſrael, I am bound 
with this chain. 

21 And they ſaid unto him, We nel- 

ther received letters out of Judea con- 
cerning thee, neither any of the brethren 


that came ſhewed or ſpake any harm of 


thee, 22 But we deſire to hear of thee, 
what. thou thinkeſt ; for as concerning 
this ſe, we know that every where it 
is ſpoken againſt.

with or reſpe& to the Jewiſh law or 
ftate. This epiſtle was written above. 
ſeven years before any of the goſpels. 
The day of Chriſt's death, which it 
was to commemorate, was the great 
yearly feaſt of the ſupper as of the paſſo- 
ver. 1 Cor. v. 75, He is very par- 
ticular in his charge about the ſup- 
per; not ſo about baptiſm, the original 
deſign and practice of which was for 
converts to Chriſtianity who firſt believ- 
ed.

darkly ; but then face to face; now Iknow 
in part; but then ſhall I know even as 
alſo I am known, (intuitively, as an- 
gels). 13 There now abideth faith, 
hope, charity, theſe three (notable gra- 
ces); but the greateſt of theſe is charity. 

CHAP. XIV. | 
Prophecy commended. 

OLLow after charity, and deſire ſpi- 
ritual gifts, but eſpecially that ye 
may propheſy. 2 For he that ſpeaketh 
in an- unknown tongue ſpeaketh not un- 
to men, but unto God : for none elſe 
underſtandeth him, tho' in the ſpirit he 
ſpeak myſteries. 3 But he that prophe- 
fieth ſpeaketh unto men to edification, 
and exhortation, and comfort. 4 He that 
ſpeaketh in an unknown tongue edifieth 
himſelf only; but he that propheſieth e- 

difieth the church. | 

5 I would that ye all ſpake with 
tongues ; but rather that ye propheſied; 
for greater is he that propheſieth than he 
that ſpeaketh with tongues, except he 
interpret, that the church may receive e- 
difying. | 
6 Now, brethren, if I come unto you 
ſpeaking with tongues, what ſhall I pro- 


fit you, except I ſhall ſpeak to you either 


by revelation, or by knowledge of any 
ſcripture, or by propheſying, or by doc- 
trine? 7 And even things without life 
giving ſound, whether pipe or harp, ex- 
cept they give a due diſtinction in the 
ſounds, how ſhall it be known what is 
piped or harped? 8 For if the trumpet 
give an uncertain ſound, who ſhall pre- 
pare himſelf to the battle? 

9 So likewiſe you, except ye utter by 
the tongue words intelligible, how ſhall 
it be known what is ſpoken? for ye ſha!l 
ſpeak into the air. 10 There may be e- 
ver ſo many kinds of language in the 
world, and none of them is withcat ſig- 
nification, 11 But if I know not the 
meaning of the language, I-ſhall be unto 
him that ſpeaketh a barbarian, and he 
that ſpeaketh fall be a barbarian unto 
me. 12 So you allo, ſeeing ye defire 
ſpiritual gifts, ſeck to excel in them for 
the editication of the church. | 

13 Wherefore, let him that ſpeaketh 
in an unknown tongue pray that he alſo 
may interpret. 14 For if Ipray in an

unknown tongue, my ſpirit prayeth, but 
my underſtanding is unfruitful to o- 
thers., . 570 
15 What is my duty then? I will 
pray with the ſpirit, and I will pray with 


the underſtanding alfo; I will fing with 


the ſpirit, and I will ſing with the under- 
ſtanding alfo. 16 Moreover, if thou 
giveſt thanks in the ſpirit, how ſhall he 
thit filleth up a private place ſay;Amen 
to thy thankſgiving, ſeeing he knows not 
what thou ſayeſt? 17 For thou, indeed, 
verity, giveſt thanks well, yet the other 
is not edified. | 

18 Lthank my God, that I ſpeak with 
tonones more than you all: 19 Let in 
the church I had rather ſpeak five words 
with my underſtanding, that I might 
teach others alſo,. than ten thouſand 
words in an unknewn tongue. 

20 Brethren, be- not children in under- 
ſtanding; howbeit, in malice be ye chil- 
dren, but in underſtanding be men. 27 
In the law it is written, With foreign 
language and foreign lips will I fpeak 
unto this people; and even fo they will 
not hearken to me, ſaith the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a ſign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
that believe not; but propheſying ſerv- 


eth not for them that believe not, but 


for them who believe. | 
23 If, therefore, the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all 
ſpeak with- tongues, and there come in 
thoſe that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not ſay that ye are diſtracted.

8 For we would not have you, igno- 
ant, Vrethren, of our trouble which 
ame to us in Aſia, that we were exceed- 
ugly preſſed above ſtrength, in ſo much 
hat we deſpaired even of life. 9 And 
e ourſelves received the ſentence of 
leath in ourſelves, (expecting to die,)

13 J had 
no Teſt in my ſpirit, becavfe I found not 
Titus my brother ; but taking my leave 


of them, I went from thence into Ma- 


cedonia. 14 But thanks be unto God, 
who elways cauſeth us to triumph in 
Chriſt, and maketh manifeſt the ſavour 


ef his knowledge -by us in every place. 


15 For we are unto God a {ſweet favour 
ot Chriſt with reſpect to them that are 
ſaved, and to them that periſh. 16 To 
the one we are the ſavour of death

3 But if our goſpel (afterall this plain- 
nets for recovering man from his igno- 
rance of fin and future miſery), be ſtill 
under a vail, (as the ritual law 15 to the 
Jews,) it is vailed to thoſe that are pe- 
riſhing (by rejecting the remedy); 4 
Among whom are all they, whoſe unbe- 
lieving minds (Satan, who acts as) the 

- cod of this world, (by whom he is ſerv- 
ed as their god,) hath blinded (by its daz- 
zling allurements), leſt the light of the 
glortous goſpel of Chriſt, who is the im- 
age of God, ſhould ſhine into them. 

; For we preach not ourſelyes, (our 
own glory or gain,) but Chriſt Jefus the 
Lord. and ourſelves your ſervants for Je- 
ſus' ſake. 6 For God, who command- 
ed the light to ſhine out of darkneſs, hath 
ſhined into our hearts, to give the light 
of the knowledge of the glory of God in 
the face of Jeſus, Chriſt. '7 But we have 
this treaſure in earthen veſſels, that the 
excellency of the power may be of God, 
aud not of us. 3 

$ We are troubled on every fide, yet 
not over- preſſed; we are perplexed, but 
not in deſpair; 9 Perſecuted, but not 
Wrlaken (of God); caſt down, but not 
deſtroyed; Io Always bearing about 
in the body the dying of the Lord Jeſus,

3 For every high prieſt is or- 
dained to offer gifts and ſacrifices; where- 
fore it is of neceſſity that this man have 
ſomewhat alto to offer. 4For if he were to 
be on earth, he could. not be a prieſt (as 
he is not of their pedigree) for there are 
prieſts (of Levi's tribe), who offer gifts 
according to the law; 5 Who terve un- 
to the example and ſhadow ot heavenly 
things, as Moſes was admoniſhed ot God, 
when he was about to make the taber- 
nacle; for, See, ſaith he, that thou make 
all things according to the pattern thew- 
ed thee in the mount. | 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent miniſtry, by how much alſo he 
is the mediator of a better covenant, 
which was elitabliſhed upon better pro- 
miſes. 7 For if that firſt covenant had 
not been imperfe& then ſhould no place 


have been ſought for the ſecond. *'$ For 


finding fauit with the people, he faith, 
Behold, the days come, faith the Cord,

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Chap. IX. 
CHAP.: . 


The rites of the law inferior to Chriſt. 


HEN verily the firſt tabernacle had 
J «alſo ordinances of divine ſervice, & 
a woridly ſanctuary. 2 For there was a 
tabernacle made, and in the firft part, 
which is called the ſanctuary was the 
candleſtick, and the table with the ſacred 
bread: | 

3 And beyond the ſecond vail was that 
part of the tabernacle, which iscalled the 
Holieſt of holies; 4 Which had the gol- 
den cenſer, and the ark of the covenant 
overlaid round about with gold, by which 
was the golden pot that had manna, and 
Aaron's red that budded, and in it were 
the tables of the covenant; 5 And over 
it the cherubims that attended the cloud 
of glory ſhadowing the mercy ſeat (the 
cover of the ark), of which we cannot 
now ſpeak particulzrly. 

6 Now, when theſe things were thus 
ordained, the prieſts went always into 
the firit part of the tabernacle, accompliſh- 
ing the ſervice of God daily. 7 But in- 
to the ſecond part went the bigh prieſt 
alone once every year, not without blood, 
which he offered for himſelf and for the 
people's fins of ignorance; 8 The Holy 
Spirit by this ſignifying, that the way in- 
to the holieſt of all was not yet made ma- 
nifeſt, while the fyſt tabernacle was yet 
ſtanding : 
the time now preſent, in which were of- 
fered both gifts and ſacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the ſervice per- 
fect, as pertaining to the conſcience. 10 


But conſiſted only in meats and drinks, & 


diverſe wathings, and carnal ordinances, 
impoſed on them until the (goſpel) time 
of reformation. 11 But Chritt being be- 
come an high prieſt of good things to 
come in, a greater and more perfect ta- 
bernacle, not made with hands, that is to 
ſay, not of this lower creation; 12 Net- 
ther by the blood of goats, and calves, 
but by his oven blood, he enteted in once 
into the holy place above, having obtain- 
ed eternal redemption for us. 13 For if 
the blood of bulls, and of goats, and the 
aſhes of an heifer, ſprinkling the unclean, 
ſanctiſieth to the purifying of the fleſh; 
14 How much more ſhall the blood of 
Ciriſt, who by the aids of the eternal ſpi- 
tit offered himſelf without ſpot to God, 
purge your conſcience from dead works, 
(fins) to ſerve the living God. 15 And 
in this reſpect he is the mediator of 
a new covenant, that by means of 
death, for the redemption from the tranſ- 
greflions ag ainſt the, fittt covenant,

they who are called might receixe 
the promiſe of an eternal inheritance, 
16 For where a covenant is, it neceflari.

hytop, and ſprinkled both the book and 
all the people, 30 S:ying, This is the 
blood of the covenant which God hath 
enjoined unto you. 21 Moreover he 
ſprinkled Jikewiſe with blood both the 
tabernacle, and all the veſſels for the ter. 
vice. 22 And almoſt all things are by 
the law purified with blood ; and with- 
out ſhedding of blood is no remiſſior. 23 
It was, therefore, neceſſary that the pat- 
terns of things in the heavens ſhou!d be 
purified with theſe (victims), but the 


heavenly things themſelves with better 


ſacrifices than theſe. 

24 For Chriſt is not entered into the ho- 
ly places made with hands, which were 
the figures of the true ; but into heaven 
itſelf, now to vppear in the preſence of 
God, for us; 25 Not that he ſhould of- 


„fer himſelf often, as the high prieſt en- 


tered into the holy place every year with 
blood of others (as lambs)., 26 (For then 
muſt he often have ſuffered ſince the 
foundation of the worid ;) but xow once 
for all at the concluſion of the prior ages 
hath he appeared to put away ſin by the 
ſacrifice of himſelf, 

27 And as it is appointed unfo men 
once to die, but after that the judgment 
28 So Chriſt was once offered to bear the 
fins of many: and unto them that wait 
for him ſhall he appear the ſecond time 
without ſin unto their ſalvation. (Kom.

faith. 

8 By. faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which he 
ſhould after receive for an inheritance, o- 
*beyed ; and went out, not knowing whi- 
ther he was going. 9 By faith he ſo- 
journed in the land of promiſe as in a 
ſtrange country, dwelling in tabernacles 
with Iſaac and Jacob, heirs with him of 
the ſame promiſe; 10 For he expected 
a city which hath (immoveable) foun- 
dat ions, whoſe buiider and maker is God. 
IT By faith alſo Sarah received ſtrength 
to become prolific, and had a child when 
ſhe was paſt age, becauſe ſhe accounted 
him faithful who had promiſed. 12 
Therefore there ſprung even of one, and 
him as good as dead, ſo many as the ftars 


of the ſky in multitude, and as the ſand 


which is by the ſea-ſhore innumerable. 
13 Theie all died in faith, not having 
received the promiſes, but having ſeen 
them afar off, and were perſuaded of them 
and embraced them (by faith) and con- 
feſſed that they were firangers and pil- 
giims on the earth. 14 For they that 
confeſs ſuch things declare plainly that 
they ſeek a (paternal) country. 15 And 
truly, if they had been mindful of that
